Oak  Bay  with  no  uncertain  voice 
passed  all  three  bylaws  submitted  at 
the  potla  yesterday,  and  -in  each  case 
by  large  majorities.  Tills  means  that 
the  Victoria  Golf  Club  will  retain  the 
right  to  play  over  their  beautiful  llnk.s 
until  the  end  of  their  lease  In  1956,  and 
that  the  municipality  will  be  the  richer 
hy  the  picturesque  open  space  on  Beach 
Drive.

There  was  a  certain  amount  of  diffi- 
dence early  In  the  day  about  prophesy- 
ing the  result  of  the  voting.  The  hos- 
pital vote  was  considered  a  certainty, 
l)ut  the  park  by-law  was  hardly  expect- 
ed to  get  through,  and  there  was  a  da.sh 
of  fear  mixed  with  the  hope  that  the 
agreement  with  the  Golf  Club  would  be 
confirmed.  However,  by  the  middle  of 
the  afternoon  it  seemed  pretty  certain 
that  the  ateatly  stream  of  voters  were 
voting  in  the  affirmative  on  two  at  any 
rate  of  the  by-laws,  and  the  only  doubt 
was  whether  or  not  thf  park  purchase 
money  would  be  voted. 

When  Mr.  H.  T.  Puilen,  the  returning 
officer,  declared  the  poll  closed  at  7 
o'clock,  there  was  a  gatlierlng  of  sev- 
eral of  the  prominent  residents  of  the 
municipality,  including  Mr.  D.  M. 
Rogers,  Councillor  Brown,  and  members 
of  the  Golf  Club,  to  hear  the  figures 
re^d.  This  was,  as  usual,  a  tedious 
business,  only  mitigated  by  the  fact  that 
everything  was  turning  out  to  suit  the 
majority  of  those  present,  and  when  the 
following  figures  were  read  out  by  the 
returning  officer  a  general  sigh  of  re- 
lief  and    satisfaction    wfnl   up.

MICXICO  CITY,  May  H.— One  hundred 
and  twenty  persons  were  killed  by  t!ie 
dynamiting  of  a  train  by  Zapatistas 
near  La  Casoada,  lathe  State  ofMorolos. 
Thursday,  according  to  Information  re- 
ceived here  today.  Contrary  to  earlier 
reports,  there  was  a  military  escort 
aboard  the  train,  all  of  the  members 
of  which  are  said  to  ha.ve  been  killed  in 
an   attack    by   the   Zapatistas. 

The  Government  is  encouraged  by  r»- 
ports  from, the  Durango  garrison  which 
for  three  days  has  been  able  to  with- 
stand attacks.  Between  Torreon  and 
Aguaa  Calientes  rebels  are  reported  to 
be  robbing  trains  and  marauding  the 
country. 

A  whole  block  of  buildings,  including 
thirty-three  structures,  were  destroyed 
with  dynamite  by  the  rebels  wlien  they 
gained  possession  of  Muteheula  on  Mon- 
day. The  news  is  brought  here  by. 
mail  from  San  Luis  Potosi.  the  censor- 
ship there  having  prevented  telegrapti- 
Ing. 

The  Matehuela  garrison  of  ninety 
80l(liers  was  wiped  out  in  an  unequal 
fight,  the  rebels  being  aided  by  hun- 
dreds of  miners,  who  continued  in  the 
ranks  when  the  rebels  evacuated  the 
place.  Just  how  many  were  killed  is 
unknown,  but  there  was  house-to-hou«io 
fighting,  looting,  executions  and  de- 
bauchery of  the  bloodiest  port. 

Mariano  Zunlga,  the  jefe  politico,  was 
executed  because  he  refused  to  crv 
"viva    Carranza-"- 

The  Government  ;iad  shipped  200 
rifles  Into  the  town  for  its  defence,  but 
the  guns  were  still  unpacked  when  th* 
attack  occurred.  The  rebels  seived 
them.  The  robberies  committed  netted 
the  rebels  approximately  60,000  pesos, 
mostly  in  silver,  which  they  carried 
away  on  burros. 

TadaralB    Oconpy   Smpalme 

NOGALF.S,  Ariz.,  May  3.— Federal 
ttoops  from  Guaymus  today  occupied 
P^mpalme,  while  the  Sonora  state  troops 
are  mobilizing  at  Maytorena,  a  few 
njllea  to  the  north.  Only  minor'  skir- 
rtishea  have  resulted  since  the  Insur- 
gents'  evacuation  of  Empalme. 

There  is  much  suffering  among  the 
l>oor  classes  of  the  Gulf  port  towns, 
owing  to  a,  flour  and  meat  famine.  One 
hundred  cows,  nonatituling  the  chief 
milk. supply,  have  been  killed  for  beef, 
threatening  the  lives  of  hundreds  of 
infants.

The  agreement,  according  to  on  im- 
portant  announcement  made  today  by 
Dr.  Dillon,  involves  parallel  action  by 
these  two  Powers  with  a  view  to  the 
pacification  of  Albania,  where  a  state 
of  anarchy  Is  continually  growing  worse. 
Austria.  Dr.  Dillon  declares.  I'a  bent  on 
action  which  will  be  on  a  larger  scale 
than  that  orlnlnally  contemplated,  and 
Italy  will  oo-operato  with  her  ally,  but 
that  action  will  not  be  taken  today  or 
tomorrow. 

It  may  bo  presumed  that  if  this  policy 
is  embarked  upon.  Italian  forces  will  be 
landed   at  Avlona.   in  Houtliern  Albania. 

A  Rome  telegram  saying  that  six 
Italian  battleships  and  three  torpedo 
craft  are  preceding  to  Brindisi,  which  is 
Just  opposite  Avlona,  and  only  a  few 
hours'  distance  from  It,  having  taken 
aboarfl  six  weeks'  supplies,  is  unusually 
significant.  The  warships  will  be  fol- 
lowed shortly   by   three  more  cruisers. 

Buaaia'a  Attitude 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN.  Ger- 
many, May  3. — Russia  will  not  regard 
Austrian  or  Austro-Italian  Intervention 
in  Albania  as  a  cause  for  war,  accord- 
ing to  a  dispatch  from  St.  Petersburg  to 
The  Frankfort  Gazette.  The  Ruselan 
Government,  however,  probably  will  de- 
mand promises  from  both  the  Austrian 
and  Italian  Governments  that  their 
occupancy  of  Albanian  territory  is  not 
permanent.  Refusal  of  such  declara- 
tions would  have  a  bad  effect  on  the 
situation. 

Anatrla  and  Italy 
ROME,  May  3.— No  special  agree- 
ments exist  between  Austria  and  Italy 
regarding  Albania,  Both  countries  are 
sincerely  desirous  that  the  union  o?  the 
Powers  be  preserved  In  connection  with 
the  Balkan  trouble,  and  are  acting  only 
to  Insure  the  autonomy  and  liberty  of 
Albania.  There  have  been  reports  that 
Italy  and  Austria  were  seeking  either 
the  partition  of  Albania  or  its  division 
Into  two  zones  under  their  reapective  In- 
fluence.v.  if  the  Montenegrins  persist 
in  refusing  to  evacuate  Scutari,  and  the 
ambassadorial  conference  la  unable  to 
find  a  collective  means  for  coercing 
Montenegro.  Austria  will  undertake  to 
drive  tliem  out.  as  Auatrla  Is  the  Power 
most   directly  Interested. 

Djavid  Pasha  continues  to  ocupy  Av- 
lona, where  there  has  been  much  dis- 
order and  bloodshed.  Italy  may  be 
obliged  to  take  military  meaaures  to  re- 
establish order  there.  Preparations  are 
complete  to  dispatch  a  Whole  army 
corps  at  a  moment's  notice  to  AVIona 
although  it  is  believed  a  smaller  con- 
tingent will  be  sufficient  to  carry  out 
the  plan. 

Officials  here  entertain  the  hope  that 
military  intervention  will  not  be  neces- 
sary.

"The  Chinaman  was  an  employer  of 
labor,  ^and  he  thought  little  of  Intro- 
ducing his  .white  relative,  but  Immedi- 
ately he  did  so,  his  action  was  called  in 
question  by  the  union,  and  he  was  re- 
quested to  remove  the  objectionable  em- 
ployee. Bnraged  at  what  he  regarded 
as  undue  interference  with  the  running 
of  his  business,  the  Chinamtn  refused 
to  dismiss  the  man,  and  things  came  to 
the  usual  climax,  the  whole  union  de- 
ciding to  strike  unless  the  white  man 
was  "fired."  Even  with  a  Chinaman, 
business  is  always  business,  so  the 
white  man  had   to  go." 

Hon.  Rev.  Lawley  Is  also  a  keen  poli- 
tical student,  and  his  Impressions  of 
the  Australian  Government  are  preg- 
nant  with  keen  observation. 

"I  like  Australians  very  much;  they 
are  a  splendid  people,  hut  they  are  very 
young,  and  they  are  naturally  suffering 
on  that  account.  They  have  a  Labor 
Government  in  power,  and  I  feel  that  It 
is  not  all  it  might  he.  It  Is  a  clas.s 
government  just  as  much  as  other  gov- 
ernments are,  and  if  It  does  not  repre- 
sent the  same  class,  it  aehl'jves  similar 
results  in  that  It  Is  Inclined  to  be  pre- 
iudlclal. 

Feopl*  are  Patriotic 

"I  have  no  doubt,  however,  that  things 
will  right  themso^lves  In  time.  Thi- 
people  are  immensely  patriotic  and 
loyal   to   the  core. 

"Their  Immigration  schem«  started 
out  with  splendid  results,  but  I  think' 
they  do  not  all  take  the  advantage  they 
could  out  of  it.  Many  people  are  doubt- 
less going  there  continually,  but  at  tho 
same  time  there  Is  always  a  feeling  that 
the  Government  is  opposed  to  what  is 
regarded  as  drugging  the  labor  market. 

"I  suppose  it  Is  policy,  but  It  Is  los- 
ing Australia  a  great  many  splendid 
citizens.  In  this  respect  Canada  is  to 
be  complimented,  for  she  welcomes  them 
all  and  tries  to  make  citizens  of  them; 
and  out  here  in  the  West  I  learn  that 
you  get  the  pick  of  the  immigrants.! 
That  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  either,  for 
It  requires  a  spirit  of  hardihood  to 
come  right  across  the  ocean  and  then 
across  the  continent  also  to  found  a 
new   home."

What  Mr.  Barnard  has  to  say  about 
tie  piers  and  : the  breakwater  Is  very 
interesting.  His  Information  Is  that  the 
Government  contemplates  an  expendi- 
ture of  one  and  one-hall  mlUlon  dol- 
laril  m  building  the  piers  alone,  and  that 
the  engineers  are  considering  the  ad- 
visability of  BO  altering  the  plans  for 
the  breakwater  ■  as  to  make  It  conform 
ilso  to  the  piirposes  of  a  pier.  The 
memhir  for  Victoria  mentions  also  that 
the  Government  Intends  to  ariange  for 
the  erection  at  a  point  on  the  Tetminal 
Ar<«  of  H  new  Marine  and  Fisheries 
Depot.  This  Is  a  piece  of  news  which 
N,ro  think  has  not  heretofore  been  made 
public,  and  It  indicates  very  clearly, 
not  only  that  Mr.  Barnard  Is  d6ing  mag- 
nificent work  for  his  constituency,  but 
that  the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  Hon. 
Itcbert  Bogers,  is  thoroughly  alive  to 
the  growing  importance  of  Victoria 
among  the  great  ports  of  Canada. 

The  drydock  to  be  constructed  at 
:-squlmalt  will  form  a  part  of  the  naval 
programme  of  Canada.  This  Is  exactly 
m  lli\e  with  what  The  Colonist  has  advo- 
cated ever  .since  Canadian  participation 
In  th*  defence  of  the  limpire  at  sea 
was  first  proposed.  W;e  have  always 
recognized  the  possibility  of  naval  oper- 
ptlons  being  carried  on  In  the  North 
Pacific  Ocean,  and  hence  have  realized 
that  a  dock  capable  of  accommodating 
the  largest  ships  of  war  was  absolutely 
c.o.oontlal.  We  look  confidently  for  tho 
conslimmation  of  the  other  features  for 
the  defence  of  thi.«  Coast  and  the  proper 
protection  of  British  interest.?  on  the 
•Paftltlc  Ocean  which  we  have  always 
contended   for  as  es.iential.  ■• 

But  a  drydock  may  not  often  be  re- 
quired for  navQl  purpo»"r>  ir.  tiino  of 
war.  We  hope  It  never  will  be.  Such 
a  dock  as  is  about  to  be  constructed 
will  he  of  inestimable  value  In  cdnnec- 
lion  \<'ith  the  expanding  commerce  of 
tho  Pacific  Ocean.  The  Indications  for 
the  future  are  that  the  number  and 
s  j.p  of  the  ships  that  will  be  engaged 
in  ocean  traffic  to  and  from  points  in 
the  Pftclflc  Northwest  will  far  exceed 
what  wi  now  have.  No  one  can  profess 
to  foresee  how  soon  thtire  may  be  a  de- 
mand for  drydock  accommodation  here 
such  Ah  cannot  he  suiiplie<1  by  the  exist- 
— mg  facllitle.'i.  Hence  the  necessity, 
o  listing  from  a  commercial  poipt  of 
vle#,  for  the  Immediate  construction  of 
the  dock  is  beyond  all  argument. 

When  the  new  dock  Is  completed,  this 
port  will  be  exceedingly  well  provided 
for  in  respect  to  facilities  for  the  repair 
of  vessels  large  and  small.  The  existing 
df»ck  will  remnln  nvallable,  and  there 
will  he  at  loasl  two  marine  rnilwnys  on 
which  vessels  of  considerable  tonnage 
can  he  ha\ilod  o>it.  It  is  doubtful  if 
there  will  be  Buy  place  on  the  whole 
•  Coast  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  that  will  be 
as  W*ll  equipped  In  this  ri^spect  as 
Greater  Victoria  will  be.  The  logical 
ro«ult  of  this  fMight  to  be  the  great 
enHl^gtment  of  plants  for  the  repair  and 
buildlnir    of    ships.

i;.  r.  Gutellus,  formerly  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  Is  given  a  free  hand  so  far  as 
political  Influence  Is  cpncerned,  we  an- 
ticipate vcj-y  excellent  results.  Ever 
since  It  was  built  the  Intercolonial  has 
been  managed  more  or  less  from  a 
political  standpoint.  Sometimes  there 
would  be  more  politics  In  It  an<l  some- 
times less,  but  there  has  always  been 
more' than  was  good  for  the  railway 
from  a  commercial  point  of  view.  IMi- 
mlssing  from  consideration  the  over- 
loading of  tlie  railway  with  ehnployees, 
rewarded  In  that  way  for  political  ser- 
vices, the  policy  which  has  prevailed 
\er.%  largely  In  regard  to  this  rttUway 
has  been  that  It  ought  not  to  be  m<mey- 
maklng.  In  the  back  of  the  head,  as  the 
saying  Is.  of  every  one  along  the  linp 
of  the  road  has  been  the  thought  that 
this  railway  was  the  price  paid  to  in- 
duce the  Maritime  Provinces  to  enter 
Confederation,  and  they  have  looked 
upon  it  as  a  sort  of  right  that  tlie  road 
should  be  BO  handled  that  tlie  public 
would  get  the  most  good  out  of  It, 
whether  it  paid  Its  way  or  not.  At  times 
freight  of  some  kinds  has  oten  carried 
at  a  l3ss  because  it  was  the  people's 
road  and  what  was  dropped  In  this  way 
was  picked  up  In  some  other  way.

Hiiring  her  residence  in  Canada,  the 
wife  of  the  Governor-General  founded 
the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  and  tlic 
Aberdeen  Association  for  sending  litera- 
ture to  l.solafed  homes  and  camps  In  the 
lumber  woods  or  mining  districts  of 
Canada. 

It  is  ratlier  as  the  warm-hearted,  pyni- 
iiathetlc  woman  than  as  the  vlce-rcino 
who  is  the  head  of  fcshionanle  society 
that  Lady  Aberdeen  is  remembered  In 
Canada, 

As  wife  of  the  t,ord-L.ieutenant  of  Ire- 
land, thiB  noble  woman  has  had  enough 
to  keep'  both  heart  and  head  bua>'.  The 
poverty,  tlie  .slckiies.s  nnd  the  discon- 
tent tliroughout  tho  rounlry  awaliened 
lifi     pity    and    aroused    her    energies. 

A  writer  In  The  Sketch  speak.s  of  this 
aspect  of  her  work '  in  Ireland  In  the 
following  paragraph: 

"One  tiling  ciu'te  certain  In  Dublin 
ia  {hat  tho  poor  are  fond  of  her.  Kven 
aft^r  sho  li.a.«;  written  three  volumes  on 
their  diseases,  and  plied  .them  with  phy- 
sic.  they  FtlU  regard  her  as  tlicir  friend. 
[  Tier  own  great  griefs  In  life,  arc  alcin 
to 'theirs:  tjte  loss  of  a  son.  the  spoiling 
of-  maternal  hopes,  tlieso  arc  woes  com- 
mon to  the  castle  and  the  back-str;et: 
She  says  that  she  has  not  only  giy^n 
prtnsolation  In  the  slums,  but  fo\:nd  It 
tl^cre.  .\s  for  her  work  on  Ireland's 
crusado  against  l\!berrulosis,  she  knows 
(■liiil?  well  tl.it  a  cerlpjn  section  of  soci- 
ety would  I, refer  to  have  less  Eald  of 
the  prevalence  of  the  scourge.  Tliere 
is  the  season  to  keep  In  mind,  and  the 
proriperlty  of  the  city,  which  might  suf- 
fer If  tho  notion  got  abroad  that  It  was 
a  centre  of  dl.'^oafc.  But  Lady  .Vberdeen 
does  not  hush  up  because  she  is  told 
to.  SIiP  attofks  in  Dublin  the  problems 
she  would  at«Bck  In  I..rindon.  or  any  olhe- 
ylty  where  the  need  and  her  duty 
seemed  clear  to  her."

The  money  invested  in  thetu 
has  been  well  spent  and  we  will  be  wise 
if  We  take  care  that  in  every  district, 
csptclnlly  in  those  where  poorer"'  peo- 
ple live,  new  playgrounds  shall  be 
opened.

ming Association  last  evening  at  the 
Y.M.C.A.  a  considerable  amount  of 
routine  business  which  has  accumulated 
during  the  past  year,  occiidcd  the  at- 
tention of  the  delegates  I'.m-injr  a  long 
session.  The  election  of  olllcors  result- 
ed In  the  return  of  ooth  the  president, 
W.  Long,  and  the  secretary-treasurer, 
A.  Cotter,  of  Vancouver.  H.  B.  Boggs, 
the  James  Bay  Athletic  Association 
representative,  ■was  appointed  auditor 
for  the  ensuing  term.  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride    was    elected    honorary    president. 

A  troublesome  question  arising  out  of 
the  action  of  the  .T.B.A.A.  in  propcsing 
to  accept  championships  from  the  P.iV.A. 
for  an  International  .swlmining  tourna- 
ment, which  It  Is  Intended  to  hold  in 
this  city,  was  finall.v  disposed  of  by 
the  recognition  of  the  .T.B.A.A.  of  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  C.A.S.A.  branch  in 
this  Province  In  all  matters  relating  to 
swimming. 

P.  R  Pomfret,  secretary  of  the  Royal 
Life-Saving  Society,  who  was  present 
at  the  meeting  by  special  invitation, 
and  who  has  been  appointed  by  the  Car- 
nival Committee  to  conduct  the  swim- 
ming events  In  conne:!tlon  with  the  ap- 
proaching celebration,  applied  for  the 
sanction  of  the  branch  for  the  aquatic 
sports  In  his  charge.  This  request  was 
granted  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
sports  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the 
C.A.S.A.  The  question,  also  brought  up 
by  Mr.  Pomfret  in  the  same  connection," 
as  to  what  cards  hp  should  recognize 
In  entries  for  the  Carnival  .swimming 
events,  was  left  to  the  C.A.S.A.  head 
executive. 

To  Xztand  Couraa 

Under  the  head  of  new  business  came 
the  request  from  various  interesfe<I 
persons,  that  the  B.  C.  ladles'  cham- 
plon.ihlp  courses  should  be  extended 
from  the  present  distance  of  one.  hun- 
dred yards  to  a  length  more  In  keeping 
with  the  abilities  of  the  prospective 
competitors,  some  of  whom  are  able  to 
hold  their  own  In  a  throe-mile  race,  ns 
was  doitionstrated  last  year.  The  dele- 
gates decided  that  It  would  be  enough 
to  make  the  distance  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  for  thfe  present  and  Increase  it 
should  the  number  of  entrants  or  the 
demands  warrai  c  such  a  proceeding  In 
the   future. 

The  secretary  reported  that  the  associ- 
ation was  placed  In  the  strange  position 
of  receiving  thanks  for  donations  of 
medals  and  cup  which  had  never  been 
presented  by  It.  On  the  suggestion  of 
the  president,  he  and  the  secretary  were 
appointed  as  a  committee  to  Inquire 
into  the  sotiroes  of  the  mysterious  gifts, 
for  the  purpose  of  thanking  thp  anony- 
mous donors  and  Informing  the  recip- 
ients as  to  their  Identity,  in  order  that 
credit  might  be 'given  to  the  proper  per- 
sons. 

The  annual  report  of  the  secretary 
showed  the  association  to  be  in  a  sound 
position  as  regards  Its  organization  and 
Its  recornltlon  among  the  athletic 
bodies  of  the  Province,  although  lits 
financial   status   wa«   not   of   the  beat.

If  pre.sent  indicatlona  count  for  any- 
tliijng  boxing  is  likely  to  be  an  Import- 
ant feature  of  the  forthcoming  Victoria 
Carnival  Week.  An  international  tour- 
narrient  Is  now  being  talked  about,  and 
If  the  proposal  comeB  to  anything  tan- 
gible there  will  be  staged  In  Victoria  a 
aeries  of  the  most  promising  contests 
that  have  ever  been  seen  in  the  capital 
city  under  amateur  auspices,  and  that  is 
saying  a  great  deal.  Such  a  plan  na- 
turally entails  a  heavy  expenditure,  and 
with  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  such 
.^  feature  would  cost  a  tentative  list 
has  been  drawn  up. 

The  preseiit  idea  Is  that  boxers  of  re- 
pute should  be  brought  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, Portland,  Spokane,  Seattle  and 
Calgary,  which  list,  it  may  be  said, 
comprises  the  best  amateur  boxing  tal- 
ent on  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  is  claimed 
that  by  obtaining  two  entries  at  dif- 
ferent ■weights  from  these  clubs  a 
splendid  ten-bout  programme  could  be 
arranged  which  would  prove  the  best 
array  of  talent  ever  congregated  In 
these  parts. 

The  matter  is  now  under  discussion 
by  the  Citl-iens  Committee,  and  Is  re- 
ceiving the  most  favorable  considera- 
tion. It  Is  understood  that  the  whole 
scheme  could  be  carried  out  for  about 
11,000.  and  that  outlay  is  not  regarded 
as  excessive  considering  the  fine  draw- 
ing card  which  the  programme  would 
naturally  prove.  How  tlie  programme 
of  events  would  bo  arranged  has  not 
yet  been  gone  into,  but  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  outsiders  should  all  be 
nia-tched  with  local  ]t>oxers,  or  at  all 
events  with  boxers  belonging  tb  'the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  so  that 
each  contest  would  have  an  interna- 
tional  flavor   to   It. 

▲matetir  Boxera  Consultad. 

Many  local  amateur  boxers  have  been 
consulted  about  the  scheme  and  all  of 
them  are  agreed  that  it  is  excellent. 
Arrangements  could  doubtless  be  made 
to  secure  the  Victoria  arena  for  one 
night  during  the  week,  or  failing  that, 
some  other  suitable  rendezvous,  and  the 
tournament  would  fall  in  line  with  the 
otl'.or  special  attractions  provided  for 
visitors  during  the  week.  One  thing  is 
regarded  as  quite  certain  and  that  is 
that  the  boxihg  tournament  would  fare 
well  at  the  hands  of  the  visitors,  for 
the  people  from  Seattle,  Portland,  etc., 
would  be  naturally  anxious  to  witness 
that  portion  of  the  general  scheme  of 
things  In  which  they  were  Immediately 
Interested. 

Entries  have  commenced  coming  In 
for  the  field  events  and  In  that  connec- 
tion It  may  be  said  that  the  Interna- 
tional aspect  win  be  well  sustained,  for 
California  is  sending  7  competitors, 
University  of  Oregon  4,  Spokane  A.  C, 
3;  Calgary,  8;  University  of  Washing- 
ton, 0;  Tacoma,  3,  and  Vancouver  A.  C, 
8.  It  Is  estimated  that  the  expense  of 
bringing  those  athletes  together,  addefl 
lo  the  training  of  the  Local  boys  to 
compete  with  them,  will  amount  to 
something  like  $1,500.

In  order  to  give  intending  competl-' 
tors  an  opportunity  of  studying  the 
chart  of  events  the  following  prospec- 
tive programme  has  been  drawn  up:

Captain  fjlewellyn,  now  unloading  cargo 
"~,%l  Vancouver,  will  also  Include  Portland 
a  port  of  call  to  load  fully  200,000 
shels  of  grain  for  the  homeward  voy- 
age. 

It  is  expected  that  she  will  arrive  at 
Portland  about  May  15.  After  com- 
pleting cargo,  the  Historian  will  go  to 
Tacoma  and  Seattle  for  further  ship- 
ments of  wheat  and  general  cargo.  For 
the  past  year  or  two,  the  vessels  of 
the  Harrison  fleet  have  been  coming  out 
to  San  Francisco,  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver from  Kngland  with  huge  cargoes, 
and  in  the  Fall  and  Winter  months  the 
outward  cargoes  would  consist  pcinci- 
pally  of  canned  salmon  from  British  Co- 
lumbia ports  and  canned  fruits  from 
San   Francisco. 

At  this  early  season  of  the  year,  the 
owners  experienced  some  ilifficiilty  in 
getting  satisfactory  cargoes  for  the  out- 
ward voyages,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
Crown  steamers,  which  ply  here  in  con- 
junction with  the  regular  Harrison  ves- 
sels, they  invariably  secure  a  charter 
on  another  route  before  returning  homo 
to  again  load  for  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Anticipate  Big  Canal  Trade   • 

It  was  through  an  arraiiK-ement  be- 
tween Messrs.  T.  and  ,T.  Harrison,  of 
the  Harrison  Line,  and  Messrs.  Prentice, 
Service  and  Henderson,  of  the  Crown 
Line,  that  the  Liverpool,  Glasgow  and 
Antwerp  service  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
ports  was  inaugurated.  When  Mr.  Pren- 
tice, one  of  the  members  of  the  latter 
firm,  came  to  tliis  Coast  several  years 
ago,  he  realized  the  great  need  of  a 
direct  service  from  Great  Britain  to  the 
North  Pacific,  and  within  a  few  months 
of  his  return  home,  the  announcement 
was  made  that  the  twi)  British  shipping 
firms  would  operate  a  monthly  service 
to  this  Coast  via  the  Straits  of  Magellan. 

No  secret  wap  made  of  the  fact  tliat 
they  intended  to  get  in  on  the  ground 
floor  and  be  firmly  established  in  readi- 
ness for  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  when  the  present  service  will  be 
abandoned,  and  the  vessels  op<?rated  by 
way  of  the  great  Isthmian  waterway 
on  a   faster  schedule. 

The  Harrison  Line  admit.s  that  a  fast- 
er and  better  service  will*  be  inaugur- 
ated when  the  canal  is  opened  for  steam- 
ship traffic,  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  two  vessels  will  then  be  operated 
each  month  instead  of  one  as  at  i>rcR- 
ent. 

Many   ZiiserB  Bnildlngr 

Information  was  recently  brought  l.y 
a  Harri.son  steamer  that  the  Harrison 
Line  had  oipiit  steamships  of  large  ton- 
nage under  construction  in  British  yards 
for  the  Pacific  trade,  and  these  will  be 
pressed  Into  service  Just  as  soon  as  the 
business  warrants  the  departure. 

The  Historian,  the  latest  of  the  fleet 
to  arrive  on  the  Coast,  is  the  largest 
steamer  of  the  line  to  he  dispatched 
here.  With  the  Fall  season  it  Is  prob- 
able that  the  big  freighters  Wayfarer 
and  Mechanician,  both  of  9,500  tons 
register,  will  be  sent  here  to  take  cargo 
of  the  great  oanneil  shipments  from 
British  Columbia  and  San  Franciscn. 
Intimation  to  this  effect  was  brnught  by 
Captain  Llewellyn,  master  of  the  Hl.s- 
torlan. 

Oaattle    Za    Betnming 

Advices  received  by  the  Victoria 
agents  of  the  Harrison  Line  report  that 
the  steamer  Crown  of  Castile  will  be 
dlspatch«!d  from  London  on  May  22,  and 
will  finally  leave  Glasgow  ,lune  7  for 
Victoria  via  the  Golden  Gate. 

Another  British  steamer  that  has  been 
fixed  to  load  wheat  on  the  Coiumbla  Is 
the  freighter  Kentra.

Aloha  Seeks  New  Crew  Before 
She  Can  Sail  for  the  Antip- 
odes—Bark Jordanhill  Ar- 
rives in  Port  From  Honolulu, 


Seeking  a  pew  crew  the  American 
four-masted  schooner  Aloha,  Captain 
Peterson,  was  towed  into  the  Royal 
Roads  yesterda.v,  after  having  shipped 
lumber  cargo  to  the  amount  of  a  million 
feet  at  the  Fraaer  River  mills  for  Aus- 
tralia. 

While  the  vessel  was  loading  at  New 
Westminster  five  of  the  deckhands  suc- 
cumbed to  the  attractions  on  shore  and 
completely  forg9t  to  put  In  an  appear- 
ance when  needed  to  swab  the  decks 
preparatory  to  clearing  the.  Fraser 
River  for  Sydney,  New  South  Wales. 
Out  of  a  crew  of  eleven  Including  the 
captain,  only  six  remain  and  four  of 
these  are  otflc^rs. 

The  Aloha  was  brought  to  the  Royal 
Roads  In  tow  of  the  tug  Lome,  Captain 
Cutler,  and  she  will  lie  at"^nchor  for 
several  days  pending  the  signing  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  men  to  replace  the 
deserters.  Captain  Peterson  expects  to 
be  In  a  posl'-ion  to  sail  early  In  the  week 
for  .\ustralla. 

Arrives  Thlrty-Pour  Says  Out 

After  casting  off  the  Aloha  In  the 
Roads  the  tug  Lome  Immediately  left 
for  Port  Townsend  to  take  in  tow  the 
British  bark  .lordanhlll,  Captain 
Stephens,  which  arrived  In  port  thirty- 
four  days  out  from  Honolulu.  She  is 
now  anchored   in   the  Royal  Roads. 

Before  proceeding  to  her  loading  port 
the  .lordanhiU  expects  to  be  hauled  out 
for  hull  cleaning  and  painting,  as  her 
bottom  is  covered  with  sea-growth  fol- 
lowing several  voyages  in  tropical  wa- 
ters.

Win  Help  Canadian  Bxporta 

The  cut  In  transpacific  rates  Is  made 
prai-tlcnlly  every  season  during  the 
Summer  months.  The  general  con- 
sensus of  opinion  here  Is  that  the 
action  of  the  big  steamship  lines'  will 
r^ult  in  heavy  shipments  of  Canadian 
wheat  end  flour  being  dispatched  to 
the  Far  East  from  British  Columbia 
ports.  This  year  several  large  cargoes 
of  wheat  have  been  shipped  from  this 
side  of  the  border  to  Japan  and  China, 
and  It  Is  freely  predicted  that  the  re- 
cent cut  in  rates  is  bound  to  act  as  a 
stimulus  to  the  export  of  grain  from 
British  Columbia.

President   of  Hsfr  Haven  »o»4  Appears 

Before  Interstate  Oomyeroa  Oom-

BOSTON.  Mass.,  May  3. — An  unquali- 
fied defence  of  his  stewardship  was 
mas  made  by  Charles  S.  Mellen,  presi- 
dent of  the  New  York,  Now  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  yes- 
terday. Taking  up  In  detail,  one  after 
the  other,  the  charges  that  have  been 
brought  against  his  management  of  tha 
railroad  property,  and  various  trans- 
actions In  which  the  New  Haven  or  Its 
subsidiary  companies  have  figured,  the 
president  gave  his  explanation  of  the 
questions  Involved,  He  had  practlcallj 
the  whole  session  to  himself,  and  his 
testimony  occupied  three  and  a  half 
hours. 

While  replying  readily  to  questions  of 
Commissioner  Chas.  A.  Prouty  and 
Charles  F.  Choate,  Jr.,  his  personal  coun- 
sel, Mr.  Mellen  refused  to  submit  to 
oross-examlnatlon  by  others.  He  ap- 
peared as  a  voluntary  witness,  his  testi- 
mony was  not  given  under  oaMi,  and  It 
was  explained  to  him  that  Information 
given  today  would  not  render  him  im- 
mune from  any  prosecution  tha  Federal

Darge  q\inntltlo.s  of  straw  pulp  also  are 
Imported  into  this  country  for  the  mnnu- 
facture  of  brown  papers  end  st:aw- 
boards,  and  bamboo  Is  coniing  into  prom- 
inence as  a  source  of  paper  pulp.  A  new- 
material  for  making  paper,  "elephant-

the  same  length  as  those  of  bamboo 
pulp.  It  furnii^hed  a  fairly  good  paper. 
Ov.inK  to  the  light  and  bulky  nature  of 
'•elephant  grass,''  howevei*.  It  ia- unlikely 
that  the  stems  could  he  shipped  profit- 
ably to  Rurope  for  paper-making,  but  if 
the  siems  were  converted  Into  pulp  at  or 
near  the  sources  of  supply,  by  treatment 
with  caustic  8o<ia,  it  Is  po.s^lblc  In  the 
opinion  of  the  experts  that  a  remuner- 
ative industry  could  be  opened  up,  since 
the  pulp  probably  would  he  of  approxi- 
mately the  same  value  for  paper-making 
as  wood  pulp  prepared  by  the  soda  pro- 
cess— namely  |37.50  to  J43.I2  per  ton  in 
London,

Fort  George.  Mar.  29. — Great  actwity  is  evidenced  here  in  extensive  preparations  for  making  Fort  George  the 
largest  railway  construction  camp  known  in  British  Columhia,  ^he  centre  of  mammoth,  development  enterprise,  Within 
a  month,  approximately  8,000  men  will  be  working  under  the  supervision  of  headquarters  established  hcrc^ybusy  com- 
pleting the  links  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railroad,  the  steel  of  which  is  now  less  than  80  Tniles  away. 

Five  hundred  scows  are  imder  construction  between  here  and  Tcte  Juane  Cache  for  distribution  of  railway  equip- 
ment, and  thirteen  gigantic  steam  shovel  plants  are  being  dismantled  for  shipment  by  water  down  the  F'-aser  River  to 
points  where  they  will  be  utilized  in  the  vigorous  effort  being  made  to  complete  r^il  construction  into  Fort  George' by 
the  latter  part  of  August. 

Five  hundred  tons  6t~"suppTfes  are  being  forwarded  each  week  for  the  workmen  whose  activities  will  be  directed  from 
the  new  headquarters  which  Messrs.  Foley,  Welch  &  Stewart  and  associated  contractors  arc  now  establishing  on  the 
former  Indian  reserve  adjoining  the  townsite  on  the  east. 

The  contract-for  clearing  the  reserve  has  just  been  let  to  Messrs.  Foley,  Welch  &  Stewart,  and  pre.  .irations  for  this 
work  are  being  made  simultaneously  with  the  erection  of  the  new  headquarters,  pay  offices  and  supply  bases  for  the 
contractors.  To  handle  at  Fort  George  the  payroll  estimated  to  exceed  $25,000  a  day,  additional  banking  facilities 
will  be  necessary,  aid  part  of  this  need  is  expected  to  be  met  by  -a  new  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Ottawa.

FIX    SALARY    STANDARD 

Data   From.   Other   Canadian  Cities   Now 
in  Hand   of  Special   Coiindl 
Oommittee 

In  a  short  time  the  special  Council 
committee  appointed  recently  to  consider 
the  question  of  fixing  a  basis  upon  which 
civif  salaries  may  be  graded  will  meet 
to  consider  data  which  has  been  secured 
from  a  number  of  other  Canadian  cities. 
With  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  method 
adopted  in  other  centres  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  Alderman  McNeill, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  wrote  them 
for  Information.  This  data  has  been  se- 
cured from  a  number  of  such  cities  and 
In  those  cases  where  a  regular  standard 
permitting  of  automatic  yearly  increases 
in  «>aiary  is  in  vogue,  the  system  la 
stated   to   have  worked    well. 

Thi.s  move  on  the  part  of  the  local 
(""ouncil  is  the  re-sult  of  Alderman  Mc- 
NeilTs  reL'ommendation.  He  urged  that 
the  adoplicn  o'f  some  such  fixed  basis 
would  result  In  a  saving  of  labor  to 
each  succeeding  Council  and  at  the  same 
tlmeobvlate  the  trouble  experienced  by 
past  Councils  in  yearly  having  to  thresh 
out  the  "question  -Vjf  what  Increases 
should   he  granted   or  what   refused. 

Under  Alderman  McNeill's  proposed 
system  a  basis  would  be  established  and 
salaries  would  increase  yearly  in  a  fixed 
proportion,  whh'li  Increase  would  be  au- 
tomatic and  would  reriuire  practically 
no  supervision  by   the  Council. 


-"'th'"'tho  year  1915  it  !.•!  proposed  that 
300  educationalists  from  Great  Britain, 
representative  of  the  highest  schooling 
in  the  land,  will  make  a  tour  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  from  East  to  West, 
with  a  view  to  studying  its  conditions 
and  being  ablo  upon  their  return  to  im- 
press th»^ir  observations  and  experience 
upon  the  minds  of  the  student.  This 
intere.«itlng  announcement  has  Just  been 
made  by  Mr.  Henry'  W.  Crees,  who  is 
the  herald  of  the  party,  and  is  at  pres- 
ent here  making  tlie  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  transportation,  etc. 

Mr.  Crees  is  the  Fecretary  of  the  or- 
ganization founded  by  Lord  Strathcona, 
which  has  for  its  object  the  interchange 
of  students  between  Canada  and  the 
Mother  Land,  so  that  th<»  young  minds 
can  absorb  the  different  conditions  and 
thereby  profit  by  the  experience.  On 
this  occasion  It  will  appear  that.  In- 
stead of  the  students  coming  across  tho 
water.  It  will  be  the  professors  and 
teachers.  As  soon  as  the  association 
has  sufficient  backing,  the  students  will 
be  drafted  here  on  a  trip  of  Investiga- 
tion, but  In  tho  meantime  they  must 
rest  confent  with  the  verbal  impressions 
of  their   masters.    •  ' 

Another  feature  of  tntere.at  to  Can- 
adians -which  Mr.  Crees  spoke  upon  -with 
authority  was  that  of  the  money  market, 
in  which  connection  he  said  that  It  was 
the  Intention  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
jiient  to  establish .  in  London,  In  con- 
junction with  the  commlscioner's  office,, 
a  financial  '  bureau  of  Information  at 
which  it  would  he  possible  for  people 
in  tho  Old  Country  to  Isarn  of  the  exact 
status  of  Canadian  financial  proposi- 
tions. Instead  of  as  at  present,  ,  to  bo 
compelled  to  make  their  Investments 
without  authoritative  Information.  Mr. 
Crees  aaid  he  though  this  step  would 
prove  highly  beneficial,  not  merely  to 
the  InveKtors,  nbut  to  the  Canadian  se- 
c^l^itles    which    were    In   order.

LOG  JAM  PROFITABLE 


Removal     of     Obstructiou     on    Squamish 

Blver   Brings   Profit   to  Those 

Who  Semove  It 

How.  far  the  elimination  of  waste  in 
the  conservation  "  of  forest  products 
under  efficient  mana.:?ement  may  be  car- 
ried is  well  illustrated  in  a  sale,  recently 
consummated  by  the  offlcers  of  the  For- 
est Branch  here,  the  property  disposed 
of!  being  contained  in  a  big  log  Jam 
which  has  for  a  year  or  more  past  con- 
stituted an  obstruction  in  the  Squamish 
River. 

Ordinarily  the  removal  of  such  an  ob- 
struction would  be  accepted  as  the  onjy 
pr.-,blem  presenting  itself— without  re- 
gard to  the  .possible  value  or  service- 
ability of  the  debris  of  which  such  a 
Jam  is  c-omposed.  Modern  forestry  looks 
further,  however,  and  as  a  result  the 
procedure  was  adopted  of  Inviting  ten- 
ders for  the  logsl  etc.,  containetl  in  the 
j'am,^ an  estimate  placing  the  contents — 


liartiall.v  buried  in  mud  and  paitially 
Keemingly  hopelessly  entangled — at  ap- 
proximately one  mllllQn  feet  In  logs  and 
SOO  cords  In  shinglebolts. 

For  these  tlie  offer  of  Messrs.  Osland, 
Cameron  &  Stanford,  cf  Newport  Beach, 
has  been  accepted,  the  bid  made  by  this 
firm  being  $1.00  per  thousand  for  the  re- 
covered logs  and  50  cents  per  cord  for 
the  shlnglebolts,  each  In  addition  to  pay 
full  royalty.

proach  to  danger. 

The  first  signals  were  beacon 
fires,  which  were  lighted  on  hill  tops,  cliflfs  and 
jutting  crags.  Just  as  the  Indians  in  Tierra  del 
Fuego  (hence  its  name  "the  Land  of  Fire")  do 
today,  the  primitive  keepers  of  the  light  rubbed 
sticlc  on  stick,  or  struck  flint  on  steel,  to  secure 
the  spark  that  would  kindle  their  blazing  watch- 
fires  of  wood. 

Our  most  ancient  authentic  records  of  a 
lighthouse  is  the  description  of  the  famous 
tower  on  the  Island  of  Pharos,  at  the  entrance 
to  the  port  of  Alexandria,  which  was  erected 
about  300  years  before  the  Christian  era.  So 
striking  and  arresting  was  this  pillar  of  light 
to  the  old  time  seamen  that  its  fame  spread  un- 
til it  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  seven  wonders 
of  the  world.  Unfortunately,  but  few  archi- 
tectural details  of  its  construction  have  t>een 
preserved,  but  it  appears  to  have  been  of  white 
stone,  many  storeys  in  height.  As  the  great 
triremes  swept  up  from.  Ital}'  or  Spain,  laden 
with  rich  cargoes  of  wine,  and  spices,  and  mer- 
chandise, the  first  greeting  from  the  home  port 
was  the  twinkhng  star  that  told  of  voyage  end- 
ed, and  the  haven  where  "they  fain  would  be." 
And  as  they  passed  up,  the  banks  of  oars  thrash- 
ing the  blue  waters,  the  straining  oarsmen  could 
read,  on  the  marble  tablet,  set  on  the  face  of  the 
tower: 

*'Sostratus  of  Cnldos,  the  son  of  Dexiphanes, 
To  the  Gods,   the  Saviours. 
For  the  Benefit  of  Seamen." 

Until  comparatively  recent  years  the  il- 
luminating apparatus  of  all  lighthouses  was 
very  crude,  mainly  consisting  of  an  open  fire 
fn  an  iron  basket  on  the  top  of  a  tower.  Such 
survivals  may  be  seen  to  this  day  on  the  coasts 
of  Spain  and  Portugal.  Indeed,  the  modern 
Portuguese  word  for  lighthouse  is  "pharol," 
pointing  directly  to  derivation  from  the  Pharos 
of  Alexandria.  As  late  as  1807,  burning  billets 
of  wood  and  coal  were  used  in  the  famous 
light  station  of  Corduan,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Garonne,  but  soon  after  that  date  this  method 
was  superseded  by  the  feeble  light  given  out 
by  the  burning  of  ten  pounds  of  tallow  candles 
in  an  iron  chandelier.  Today  the  traveler  on  a 
modern  ocean  greyhound,  racing  up  the  Bay  of 
Biscay,  still  watches  the  whirl  and  flash  of  the 
Corduan  light.  And  if  it  chance  to  be  day- 
break, noon,  or  sunset,  the  splendid  towering 
mass  of  architecture  stands  out  stark  against 
the  rose,  or  azure,  or  golden  sky,  like  a  pillar 
of  pearl. 

During  the  last  hundred  years  the  appar- 
atus of  a  lighthouse  has  evolved  from  the  flick- 
ering flames  of  an  open  fire,  through  the  suc- 
cessive stages  of  candles,  oil  vessels,  gas,  to  the 
magnificent  lights  that  guard  our  coasts  today. 
The  standard  system  now  in  use  mainly  con- 
sists of  petroleum  or  coal  oil  vaporized  by 
heat,  and  burnt  on  incandescent  gas  mantles. 
The  rays  thus  given  out  are  concentrated  and 
condensed  by  cut-glass  lenses  into  horizontal 
beams  of  intense,  brilliant  light.  The  lamp  re- 
volver., sending  out  into  the  night  pencils  of 
silver  radiance,  which  guide  the  mariners  of  the 
seven  seas  into  safe  havens.  Many  pages  might 
be  written  of  the  romance  and  peril  of  modern 
lighthouse  construction,  in  which  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson's  father  played  a  splendid  part.  Th-e 
filial  piety  of  the  illustrious  son  has  once  for 
all  enshrined  the  name  of  the  engineer  in 
deathless  prose. 

The  first  lighthouse  to  be  erected  in  British 
Columbia  was  built  on  Race  Rocks,  nine  miles 
from  Victoria,  by  the  Imperial  Govenimcnt  in 
1861.  To  show  the  solidity  and  thoroughness 
of  this  fine  piece  of  building,  it  may  be  said 
that  its  walls  are  seven  itti  thick.  Its  stone 
tower,  topped  by  its  flashing  light  eighty  feet 
above  the  rocicy  base,  is  one  of  the  most  f%- 
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miliar  landmarks  of  the  Coast.  Next  in  or- 
der of  time  comes  Fisguard  Light,  which  marki 
the  entrance  to  Esquimau  Harbor.  This  was 
also  constructed  by  the  Imperial  Government 
in  1867.  It  is  good  stone  work,  but  cannot 
compare  with  the  size  and  sense  of  grandeur 
produced  by  the  impressive  pile  on  Race  Rocks. 
The  Dominion  Government  constructed 
the  next  light  station  on  Cape  Beale,  at  the 
entrance  of  Barkley  Sound  and  the  Alberni 
Canal,  in  1874.  Its  wooden  tower  has  an 
honorable  and  tragic  interest  for  the  public, 
in  that  it  was  the  background  for  one  of  the 
most  heroic  parts  played  by  a  woman.  The 
wrecks  of  the  Valencia  and  the  Colima  will 
ever  be  remembered  by  the  splendid  self-sacri- 
fice of  the  late  Mrs.  Patterson,  who  kept  her 
post  at  the  telegraph  instrument  for  over  forty- 
eight  hours,  answering  enquiries  from  the  out- 
side world  regarding  the  Valencia.  How  great 
was  the  strain  may  be  realized  when  it  is  added 
that  Mrs.  Patterson  was  in  very  delicate,  health 
at  the  time.  The  same  noble  woman  padded 
over  seven  miles  of  trail  at  night  to  summon 
the  aid  of  the  puadra  from  Banficld,  at  the 
wreck  of  the  Colipia.    This  sea-washed  rock, 
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with  its  crown  of  wooden  tower  and  nestling 
dwelling  of  the  keeper  of  the  light,  was  fit  set- 
ting for  so  dramatic  a  scene. 

In  1875  Point  Atkinson  was  built,  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  the  next  year  by  Entrance  Island,  out- 
side Nanaimo  Harbor.  From  that  date  the  roll 
of  these  guiding  lights  has  steadily  increased, 
until  at  the  present  time  about  seventy  pillars 
of  light  send  out  their  sleepless  messages  over 
the  dark  waters  of  the  Pacific.  One  of  the  best 
known  shipping  men  in  San  Francisco  has  de- 
clared that  the  British  Columbia  coast  .is  One 
of  the  best  lighted  in  America.  r 

Next  we  must  vbit  the  finest  lighthouse  oft 


the  Coast.  On  Estevan  Point,  at  Hole-in-the- 
Wall,  on  the  southwest  extremity  of  the  head- 
land, this  magnificent  concrete  building  was 
erected  by  the  Dominion  Government  in  1910. 
Every  modern  and  scientific  improverrtent  was 
embodiedon  the  plans.  It  towers  133  feet  up, 
supported  and  reinforced  by  buttresses,  but  so 
well  is  It  braced  and  secured  that  the  walls  of 
the  tower  are  only  nine  inches  in  diameter  from 
top  to  bottom.  In  the  iron  chamtjer,  where 
the  great  light  Is  generated,  you  can  pace  six- 
teen tect  across.^  Its  height  is  33  feet,  and  48 
panes  of  gtftss,  each  about  three  feet  scpsKe, 
serve  as  a  mtny>sided  prism  through  ^mki  tfte 


864,000  candle-power  light  is  sent  out  in  Its 
beneficent  task.  The  apparatus  consists  of  a 
revolving  beehive  lens  of  cut-glass,  six  feet  in 
diameter,  which  turns  by  clockwork  driven  by 
cast  iron  weights.  A  local  bard  sings  thus  of 
giant  Estevan: 

"The  angry  coast,  the  rocky  reefs. 
No  more  are  feared  by  man. 
And  those  that  sail  will  never  fail 
To  praise  the  Light  of  Estevan." 

The  highest  situated  light  station  in  Brit- 
ish  Columbia  is  on  Triangle  Island,  whose 
three-caped  plateau  rises  680  feet  amid  the 
wind  and  driving  seas  thirty  miles  from  the 
northwest  end  of  Vancouver  Island.  At  the 
base  it  is  two  and  a  half  miles  in  circumference 
and  the  tableland  covers  about  four  acres. 
Here,  where  the  seabirds  wheel  and  cry,  there 
is  a  small  colony  of  men  and  women,  light- 
keepers,  wireless  operators,  their  wives  and 
families,  all  settled  on  this  Ultima  Thule  as 
servants  and  guardians  of  those  who  "go  down 
to  the  sea  in  ships." 

The  only  visitors  who  come  to  break  the 
trivial  round  and  lonely  monotony  of  their 
lives,  are  the  Government  lighthouse  steamers, 
which  call  about  once  in  four  months,  with 
stores,  newspapers  and  letters.  It  does  not  re- 
quire a  vivid  imagination  to  realize  how  eager- 
ly the  watchers  wait  for  the  welcome  whistle^ 
and  how  warmly  the  plucky  landing  party  Is 
welcomed.  The  big  three-ton  boats  come 
crashing  through  the  sounding  surf,  the  sun- 
light playing  through  the  waves  in  green  plUtrs 
of  malachite  that  shatter  and  dissolve  on  the 
beach;  the  roar  and  boom  of  the  unresting  sea* 
all  these  make  up  a  picture  that  Is  nevif  fiJi-

THE  LIGHTS  THAT  GUARD  OUR  COAST 


(Continued  from  Page  One) 
In  the  background,  the  outlying  rocks  form 
the  home  of  hundreds  of  sea-lions,  looking  like 
giant  seals.  Of  a  fine  night  you  can  hear  them 
barking  above  the  ceaseless  boom  of  the  surf. 
To  a  student  ot  natural  history  Triangle  Island 
is  a  veritable  "embarras  de  richesses";  different 
types  of  gulls,  pui^ins,  eagles,  owls,  and  all 
kinds  of  land  and  sea  birds.  Another  form  of 
animal  life  that  the  island  supports  is  not  so 
welcome  to  visitors,  by  choice  or  compulsion. 
Rats,  mice  and  spiders  literally  overrun  the  tri- 
angular island,  probably  brought  by  some  old- 
time  wreck  that  was  driven  ashore  on  a  stormy 
Winter's  night.  At  least  one  poor  shipwrecked 
mariner  escaped,  for  once  a  gruesome  skele- 
ton was  discovered  in  a  cave,  boarded  up  from 
the  inside,  as  if  to  guard  him  from  the  wild  ani- 
mals with  which  his  distorted  fancy  peopled 
the  wind-swept  triangle. 

This  singular  spot  is  the  storm-centre  of 
the  Pacific  Coast,  and  the  wind  records,  as 
registered  on  their  record  sheets,  probably  arft 
unique  in  m-eteorological  data;  over  118  miles 
an  hour  velocity  has  been  noted,  but  this  is  not 
the  record.  The  buildings  have  had  their  roofs 
stripped  otT  by  the  wind,  as  a  child  peels  a 
banana,  and  even  the  thick  plate-glass  of  the 
tower  has  been  crashed  in  by  the  cyclonic  pow- 
er of  the  storm. 

But  for  big  seas,  for  mountains  of  sea- 
green,  topped  with  a  ragged  edge  of  spun 
white  silk,  that  tear  away  platforms  66  feet 
above  high  water  mark,,  you  must  go  to  Queen 
Charlotte  Sound,  and  th-ere  at  Egg  Island  you 
shall  stand  in  the  tower  top  and  realize  the 
majesty  and  terror  of  the  sea.  Sailors  arc 
modest  men,  but  some  day  a  Kipling  will  arise 
to  tell  the  saga  of  the  brave  men  and  true  of 
the  lighthouse  service.

One  naturally  puts  the  element  of  con- 
stant happiness  as  first  in  Importance.  Of 
these  religion,  good  health,  wife,  husband,  chil- 
dren, home,  friends,  congenial  work,  love  of 
nature,  bociks,  music,  ^r'e  easily  first.

LIGHTHOUSES  AND  BIRDS 


At  a  meeting  recently  of  the  Royal  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  Birds,  Mr.  Eagle  Clarke 
said:  "Those  who  have  not  witnessed  a  'bird 
night'  at  a  light  station  cannot  form  any  con- 
ception of  the  appalling  loss  of  life  that  takes 
place." 

Until  recently  this  destruction  was  suppos- 
ed to  be  irremediable,  but  during  the  past  three 
years  experiments  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
distinguished  Dutch  naturalist.  Professor  Jac 
P.  Thijesse,  at  the  great  Terschelling  light- 
house (the  Brandaris),  on  the  Frisian  islands, 
and  instead  of  the  accepted  theory  that  the  de- 
struction was  caused  altogether  liy  the  birds 
dashing  themselves  straightaway  against  the 
lantern,  he  holds  that,  attracted  by  the  brilli- 
ant light,  the  birds  circle  about  it  for  hours 
until,  exhausted,  they  fall  and  perish.  He 
therefore  devised  a  series  of  resting  places,  or 
ladders  and  perches,  to  be  placed  around  the 
platform  and  on  the  roof  of  the  lantern  with- 
out interfering  witfi-  its  illuminating  powers.  On 
these  it  is  found  that  thousands  of  the  birds 
crowd  and  cluster^  and  as  soon  as  dawn  breaks 
they  pursue  their  journey.  It  is  said  that  while 
thousands  formerly  perished  in  a  single  night  a't 
the  Brandaris,  not  more  than  too  are  now  kill- 
ed there  in  a  season.  France  and  Germany 
are  considering  the  adoption  of  the  apparatus, 
and  the  Trinity  Board  has  expressed  its  will- 
ingness to  allow  it  to  be  tried  on  two  English 
lighthouses,  that  of  St.  Catharine's,  off  the  Isle 
of  Wight,  and  the  Caskets,  in  the  English  Chan- 
nel.    . 

Might  not  the  experiment  be  tried  in  this 
coufitry  with  good  effect.' — Letter  to  New 
York  Sun.

ng  the  sad  stories  of  the  past  the  one 
which  tells  of  the  exile  of  the  Loyalists  from 
their  homes,  of  their  trials  and  struggles  in- 
the  valley  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  then  a  wilder- 
ness, demands  our  deepest  sympathy.  In  the 
history  of  this  continent  it  can  only  be  com- 
pared with  the  melancholy  chapter  which  re- 
lates the  removal  of  the  French  population 
from  their  beloved  Acadia.  During  the  Revo- 
lution they  comprised  a  very  large,  intelligent 
and  important  body  of  people,  in  all  the  old 
colonies,  especially  in  New  York  and  at  the 
South,  where  they  were  in  the  majority  until 
the  peace.  They  were  generally  known  as 
Tories,  while  their  opponent.s,  who  supported 
independence,  were  called  Whigs.  Neighbor 
was  arrayed  against  neighbor,  families  were  tii- 
yided,  the  greatest  cruelties  were  inflicted,  as 
^he  war  went  on,  upon  men  and  women  who 
believed  it  was  their  duty  to  be  faithful  to  king 
and  country. 

As  soon  as  the  contest  was  ended,  their 
roperty  was  confiscated  in  several  States. 
Many  persons  were  banished  and  prohibited 
from  returning  to  their  homes.  .An  American 
writer,  Sabine,  tells  us  that  previous  to  the  eva- 
cuation of  New  York  in  September,  1783,  "up- 
ward of  twelve  thousand  men  and  women  em- 
barked at  the  city,  at  Long  and  Staten  Islands, 
for  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Bahamas."  Very 
wrong  impressions  were  held  in  those  days  of 
the  climate  and  resources  of  the  Provinces  to 
which  these  people  fled.  Time  was  to  prove 
that  the  lot  of  many  of  the  Loyalists  had  actu- 
ally fallen  in  pleasant  places,  in  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick,  and  Upper  Canada,  that  the 
country  where  most  of  them  settled  was  su- 
perior in  many  respects  to  the  New  England 
States,  and  equal  to  the  State  of  New  York, 
from  which  so  many  of  them  cartie. 

It  is  estimated  that  between  forty  and  fifty 
thousand  people  reached  British  North  Amer- 
ica by  1786.     They  commenced  to  leave  their 
old  homes  soon  after  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war,   but  the    g-reat    migration    took  place  in 
1783-1784.     Many  sought  the  shores  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  founded  the  town  of  Shelbourne, 
which  at  one  time  held  a  population  of  ten  or 
twelve  thousand  souls,  the  majority  of  whom 
were   entirely   unsuited   to    the-  conditions   of 
the  rough    country    around    them,   and  soon 
sought  homes  elsewhere.     Not  a  few  settled  in 
more  favorable  parts  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  even 
in  Cape  Breton.     Considerable  numbers  found 
rest  in   the  beautiful   valley  of,:,the  St.  John 
River,  and  founded  the  Province  of  New  Bruns- 
wick.    As  many  more  laid  the  beginnings    of 
Upper  Canada,  in  the  present  county  of  Glen- 
gaary,  in  the  neighborhood  oi  Kingston  and  the 
Bay  of  Quinte,  on  the  Niagara  River,  and  near 
the  French  settlements  on  the  Detroit.     A  few 
also  settled  m  the  country  now  known  as  the 
Hastern   Townships   of   French   Canada.        A 
^reat  proportion  of  the  men  were  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  regiments  which  were  formed 
in  several  colonies  out  of  the  large  loyal  popu- 
lation. 

Amonf  them  were  also  men  who  had  oc- 
cupied positions  of  influence  and  responsibility 
in  their  respective  communities,  divines,  judges, 
offic^ls,  and  landed  proprietors,  whose  names

WORTHY'S  QUESTIONS 


When  Nellie  Melba  opens  her  tour  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  with  Jan  Kubelik 
and  Edrruind  Burke  on  Octpber  5  next — a  tour 
that  is  to  extend  to  March  and  embrace  100 
concerts  with  a  minimum  guarantee  of  $500,- 
000 — it  will  be  to  enter  upon  but  the  first 
stage  of  a  globe-girdling  trip  the  Australian  so- 
prano has  engaged  to  undertake.  Several 
countries  that  have  never  yet  heard  her  are  to 
be  visited.  South  America,  Australia.  South 
Africa,  India,  Burraah,  China  and  Japan  arc  all 
provided  for  in  the  itinerary,  and  the  return 
to  Europe  will  be  made  by  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway.  Melba  has  never  overworked  her 
voice,  but  now,  realizing,  doubtless,  that  in  the 
natural  order  of  events  she  cannot  expect  to 
have  it  in  use  many  years  longer,  she  does  not 
hesitate  to  expose  it  to  unwonted  strain. 

Far  from  being  dangerously  ill,  as  rumor 
has  insisted,  Kubdik  has  been  touring  the  Riv- 
iera. This  month  he  is  to  give  three  concerts 
with  Melba  in  Paris.

"What  is  there  lying  at  the  back  of  any 
growth  or.  development  there  may  have  been 
of  late  in  our  dra.ma?  "  asks  Mr.  John-Galswor- 
thy iii  the  April  Hibbert  JournaL 

"In  my  belief  simply  an  otitcrop  of  Sincer- 
ity—of fidelity  to  mood— -to  impression-— to 
self.  A  man  here  and  there  has  turned  up  who 
has  imagined  something  true  to  what  he  has 
really  seen  and  felt,  and  has  projected  it  across 
the  footlights  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  other 
people  feel  it.  This  is  all  that  has  lately  hap- 
pened on  our  stage.  And  if  it  be  growth,  it 
will  not  be  growth  in  quantity,  since  there  is 
nothing  like  sincerity  for  closing  the  doors  of 
theatres.  * 

"For  juft  consider  What  sincerity  excludes; 
All  care  for  balance  at  the  author's  bank — even 
when  there  is  no  balance.  All  habit  of  con- 
sulting the  expression  on  the  Public's  face.  All 
confectioning  of  French  plays.  All  the  con- 
venient practice  of  adding  up  your  plots  on  the 
principle  that  two  and  two  make  five.  These 
it  excludes. 

"It  includes:  Nothing  because  it  pays. 
Nothing  because  it  makes  a  sensation.  No  situ- 
ations faked.  No  characters  falsified.  No  fire- 
works. Only  something  imagined  and  put  down 
in  a  passion  of  sincerity.  What  plays  you  may 
say,  are  left?  Well,  that  is  the  present  devel- 
oprnent  in  our  drama.  Sincerity  in  the  theatre 
and  commercial  success  are  not  necessary,  but 
they  are  generally,  opposed. 

"Why  is  the  commercial  manager  against 
the  new  dramatic  movement? 

"Because  it  is  quite  naturally  his  business 
to  cater  for  the  Great  Pubjic;  and  the  majority 
of  the  Public  does  not,  never  will,  want  sin- 
cerity; it  is  too  disturbing.  The  commercial 
manager  will  answer:  'The  Great  Public  does 
not  dislike  sincerity,  it  only  dislikes  dullness.' 

"Why  are  so  many  actor  managers  against 
the  new  drama? 

"Because  their  hearts  are  quite  naturally 
set  on  such  insincere  distortions  ot  values  as, 
unforiunately,  are  necessary  to  a  constant  suc- 
cession of  'big'  parts  for  themselves.  Sincerity 
does  not  necessarily  exclude  heroic  characters, 
but  it  does  exclude  those  mock  heroics  which 
actor  managers  have  been  known  to  prefer — 
not  to  real  heroics,  perhaps — but  to  simple  and 
sound  studies  of  character. 

"Why  is  tlie  Cen.sorship  against  it? 
"Because  Censorship  is  quite  naturally  fhe 
guardian  of  the  ordinary  prejudices  of  senti- 
ment and  taste,  and  quaintly  innocent  of  know- 
ledge that  in  any  art  fidelity  of  treatment  is 
essential  to  a  theme. 

"Why  i^e  Greater  Public  against  the  new 

drama?    / 

"The  Greater  Public  is  either  a  too  well- 
dined  organism  that  wishes  to  digest  its  dinner, 
or  a  too  hard-worked  organism  longing  for  a 
pleasant  dream.  1  sympathize  with  the  Greater 
Public!' 

"A  friend  once  said  to  me:  'Champagoe 
has  killed  the  drama.'     It  was  half  a  truth.*

"When  r  am 'able  to  Convince  men  of  fi- 
nancial standing  that  the  morality  of  my  opera 
will  be  of  the  highest,  1  will  have  no  trouble 
getting  them  to  support  opera  in  English."' 

Tlie  impresario  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to 
Louise  Homer,  singling  her  otit  from  all  the 
singers  who  were  appearing  here.  He  said  she 
was  not  only  a  great  singer,  but  was, the  most 
womanly  woman  he  knew  on  the  stage  today. 
"This  movement  for  opera  in  English,  or 
for  'American'  opera  is  a  patriotic  movement 
as  well  as  an  artistic  one,"'  he  continued.  "The 
patriotic  interest  of  our  people  will  not  stand 
for  existing  grand  opera  conditions,  and  their 
co-operation  cannot  be  enlisted  unless  there  is 
a  change.  ■  ••*'     ' 

"The  first  question  a  director  of  foreign 
opera  abroad  usually  asks  of  a  singer  is  'Who  is 
your  friend—your  backer?  How  much  money 
will  he  contribute  if  we  engage  you  ? ' 

"It's  an  old  story  abroad,  but  our  people 
will  not  stand  for  implanting  it  in  this  country. 
English  opera  will  never  be  successful  in  this 
country  unless  it  gets  the  support^of  the  masses, 
and  there  must  be  a  change  in  the  morals  of 
.  the  stage  before  this  support  can  be  gained. 
"I  believe  there  is  a  decided  demand  for 
grand  opera  in  English  in  this  country,  or  else 
■  1  would  not  attempt  it  of  course,  but  the  man 
who  undertakes  it  does  so  at  the  risk  of  land- 
ing either  in  a  sanitorium  or  a  prison. 

"The  old  idea  that  .singers  must  have  for- 
eign training  and  get  a  foreign  atmosphere  is 
all  wrong.  Many  an  American  girl  has  gone  to 
Europe  to  study  for  the  opera  stage.  She  has 
gone  from  here  with  the  voice,  the  head,  and 
the  heart  for  her  work.  And  what  is  the  re.sult 
in  most  cases'  She  gets  into  nauseating  con- 
ditions. Bad,  foul  atmospheres.  Sh6  returns 
witb.the  voice,  yes,  but  her  head  and  her  heart 
are  gone.  She  finds  the  same  atmosphere 
here. 

"It  is  useless,  anyway,  to  attempt  to  get 
singers  who  have  been  singing  in  French.  Ger- 
man or  Italian  to  sing  opera  in  English.  They 
can't  do  it,  for  the  reason  that  in  singing  in 
those  foreign  languages  a  set  of  muscles  in  the 
throat  is  used  that  are  not  altogether  required 
by  singers  in  Englisli.  The  muscles  used  in 
singing  in  English  lie  dormant  under  foreign 
training.  Those  foreign  voices  would  have  to 
begin  all  over  again  to  do  justice  to  opera  in 

English.    They  would  need  osteopaths."

Fabius,  who  when  he  returned  to  Rome  to 
take  his  part  in  the  annual  sacrifices,  had  left 
Minucius  in  charge  of  the  army,  said  that  what 
he  most  feared  was  the  latter's  success,  and 
liis  fears  were  far  from  groundless,  as  when 
the  Roman  people  had  become  aware  of  Min- 
ucius' victory  in  an-  engagement  with  Hannibal, 
they  were  hilarious  in  their  joy,  and  instead  of 
insisting  as  did  Fabigs,  that  the  commander  of 
the  horse  had  no  right  to  take  the  initiative 
without  orders  from  his  chief,  victory  or  no 
victory,  they  upheld  Minucius,  and  the  latter's 
friends  working  hard  in  hii^i||l|j||^nally  de- 
cided that  the  command  of  Wilm^/^should  be 
divided  equally  between  Fabius  ind  Minucius. 

So  Fabius  returned  to  the  camp  wheelrlS- 
l^nd  Minucius  very  iJttUQh  elated,  and    very' 
m,  Jl^^ifpv  re^nsi^ty.    He  demanded 
il^iu^lboidd  i^ve  him  the  whole  eom- 
[Mwb  wmy  ^ery  other  day,  but  the  dic- 
ecided  that  h  was  best  to  divide  ihe  fdur 
he  hhnitetf  taking  two  and  |:ivin|ir  two 
command  -of  Minucius.

courage  and  skill  and  patience  of  Fabius;  of 

the  hot-headedness,  the  vanity  and  the  daring 
of  Minucius,  and  he  set  a  trap,  •  feeling  quite 
sure  that  Minucius  would  fall  into  it. 

Between  the  Carthaginian  army  and  the 
|Roman  army  was  a  stretch  of  land  full  of  hills 
*■  and  hollows.  One  night  under  cover  of  dark- 
ness, Hainnibal  disposed  his  army,  hiding  vast 
bodies  of  them  under  the  brush  in  the  valleys. 
When  daylight  dawned"  he  sent  forth  a  small 
detachment  toward  the  Roman  encampment, 
marching  them  along  the  eminence  where  they 
could  be  easily  discerned,  and  taken  for  the 
advance  guard  of  the  wJiole.army.  Minucius, 
seeing  th£  sxmlight  on  the  advancing  banners, 
sent  out  a  small  body  of  men  to  dislodge  the 
enemy,  when  Hannibal  himself  appeared  with 
a  large  following,  evidently  hurrying  to  the  as- 
sistance of  his  scouting  party.  Then  Minucius 
called  upon  his  whole  army  to  advance,  and 
they  engaged  Hannibal's  men  on  the  eminence, 
and  the  combat  waxed  fast  and  furious.  As 
soon  as  Hannibal  perceived  that  the  Romans 
were  in  the  position  he  wanted  them,  entirely 
surrounded  by  his  hidden  army,  he  summoned 
the  concealed  men,  and  they  rose  in  a  terrify- 
ing cloud  from  the  plain.  Too  late  Minucius 
realized  the  success  of  Hannibal's  strategy.  For 
|j;a  little  while,  while  they  had  been  fighting  on 
'the  eminence,  he  saw  victory  for  himself  secure, 
and  now  in  an  instant,  the  tide  was  turned  ag- 
ainst him.  He  was  surrounded,  caught,  even 
flight  was  impossible,  and  all  about  the  plain  he 
saw  the  Numidian  horsemen  cuttin^:^  down  those 
.who  tried  to  escape  back  to  the  encampment. 

From  his  lofty  position,  Fabius  had  seen 
all' that  passed,  and  when  he  realized  the  sad 
plight  of  his  fellow-commander,  he  cried  aloud, 
"Oh,  Hercules,  how  much  sooner  than  1  ex- 
pected, though  later  than  he  seemed  to  desire 
hath  Minucius  destroyed  himself.  But,"  he 
continued,  "we  must  make  haste  and  go  to  his 
rescue,  for  Minucius  is  a  valiant  man,  and  a 
lover  of  his  country." 

So  the  old  general  led  his  army  forward, 
and  first  l?eat-off  the  Numidians,  and  then  fell 
upon  tho.sc  who  were  charging  the  Romans  in 
the  rear.  The  onslaught  was  so  sudden,  so  dis- 
ciplined, and  yet  so  terrific,  that  the  hosts  of 
Hannibal  wavered,  and  the  Carthaginian  gen- 
eral, seeing  the  issue  in  doubt,  called  off  his 
men,  and  warily  retired  to  safety.  "Did  I  not 
tell  you,"  Hannibal  is  reported  "to  have  said, 
"that  this  cloud  which  always  hovered  upon  the 
mountain,  would,  at  some  time  or  another, 
come  down  with  a  storm  upon  us."  For  it  will 
be  remembered  that  Fabius  would  never  allow 
Hannibal  to  draw  him  into  battle,  but  remained 
always  on  the  hills,  always  within  sight  of  the 
enemy,  patiently  watching  and  waiting  until 
time  should  tire  the  impatient  invaders  into 
sudden  action. 

Hannibal  returning  succeeded  only  in  driv- 
ing off  the  Romans,  who  beat  a  safe  retreat. 
Minucius  was  very  much  inflated  with  his  suc- 
cess, and  caused  most  exaggerated  accounts  to 
be  sent  to  Rome. 

There  followed  one  of  those  beautiful  inci- 
dents which  brighten  the  pages  of  ancient  his- 
tory. Fabius,  always  jG^enerous  and  magnani- 
mous, retired  to  his  camp  without  saying  a  re- 
proachful word  to  his  hasty  ally.  But  Minu- 
cius, hot-headed,  imperious  as  he  was,  was  a 
brave  soldier  at  heart,  and  knew  the  value  of 
the  hard  lesson  he  had  received,  "Some  rea- 
sons 1  may  have  to  accuse  fortune,"  he  said, 
"but  I  have  many  more  to  thank  her;  for  in 
a  few  hours  she  hath  cured  a  long  mistake,  and 
taught  me  that  1  am  not  the  man  to  command 
others,  but  have  need  of  another  to  command 
me;  and  that  we  are  not  to  contend  for  victory 
over  those  to  whom  it  is  our  advantage  to 
yield.  Therefore,  in  everything  else  henceforth 
tl^e,dictator  must  be  your  commander;  only  in 


showing  gratitude  toward  him  I  shall  still  be 
your  leader,  and  always  be  the  first  to  obey  hii> 
orders.

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 


Louis  XIII.  survived  his  great  minister  Rich- 
elieu only  five  months,  but  he  died  master  of 
France  as  no  other  sovereign  had  been  up  to 
that  time.  Yet  he  was  master  only  in  name.  He 
himself  fully  realized  this.  The  real  king  was 
the  great  Cardinal.  Montesquieu  wrote:  "The 
minister  made  his  sovereign  play  the  second 
part  in  the  monarchy,  and  the  first  in  Europe; 
he  abased  the  king  but  he  exalted  the  reign." 
Louis  does  not  appear  to  have  care^  personally 
for  power.  Ratjier  he  found  it' irksome,  for 
he  was  not  pei|||i(||^^^faitious  or  of  resolute 
character.

that-day^  Louis  was  undoubtedly  a  man  who 
strove  to  live  a  Christian  life  according  to  his 
lights.  He  was  in  no  sense  great,  but  Guizot 
speaks  truly  of  him  when  he  says  "he  gave 
France  eighteen  years  of  Richelieu's  govern- 
ment, and  that  is  a  service ,  she  can  never 
forget." 

We  have  now  followed  the  story  of  France 
from  the  time  of  the  overthrow  of  the  Roman 
power  until  the  kingdom  was  extended  to  al- 
most its  greatest  limits  and  the  royal  power 
was  made  absolute.  We  have  seen  how  Char- 
lemagne, for  the  purpose  of  bringing  order  out 
of  chaos,  established  the  feudal  system;  how 
that  system  was  overthrown  by  the  Crusades, 
and  how  the  political  power  of  the  baronage 
was  obliterated  by  the  genius  of  Richelieu. 
Tlerfi^his  series  of  articles  might  end,  but  per- 
haps it  will  be  well  to  add  a  few  more  papers 
so  that  the  tale  may  be  brought  down  to  the 
tipie  of  the  Revolution. 

Louis  XIII.  left  two  sons,  Louis  and  Philip. 
The  former  succeeded  to  the  crown,  being  then 
only  five  years  of  age.  It  is  he  who  is  so  often 
spoken  of  as  le  Grand  Monarque.  His  mother, 
Anne  of  Austria,  was  proclaimed  regent,  and 
she  had  for  her  trusted  adviser  the  famous  Car- 
dinal Mazarin,  an  Italian,  who  received  his  pol- 
itical training  as  well  as  his  cardinal's  hat  from 
Richelieu.  He  became  naturalized  as  a  French 
subject,  and  on  the  death  of  his  patron  and 
friend  was  universally  regarded  as  the  only  per- 
son fit  to  succeed  him.  Mazarin  was  a  man  of 
great  ability  and  of  a  singularly  complex 
character.  He  combined  a  sweetness  of 
disposition  with  a  sternness  that  was  almost  im- 
placable. He  was  strong  both  in  the  field  and 
in  council.  His  avarice  amounted liTmost  to  a 
mania.  Although  a  prince  of  the  Church,  he 
was  privately  married  to  the  late  king's  widow 
Anne  of  Austria,  who  in  the  early  part  of  his 
career  entertained  feelings  closely  approaching 
hatred  towards  him.  Through  his  influence  the 
power  of  France  abroad  was  greatly  enhanced! 
but  what  was  more  pregnant  with  possibilities 
for  the  future,  he  succeeded  in  imposing  upon 
the  country  a  system  of  internal  government 
that  made  the  royal  authority  supreme  in  a 
sense  that  nad  never  before  been  contemplated, 
and  has  never  since  been  equalled.  The  ex- 
pression of  Louis  XIV.,  "L'etat  c'est  moi,"  that 
is  "I  am  the  state,"  was  simply  the  embodi- 
ment in  a  brief  sentence  of  the  system  which 
Mazarin  built  upon  the  foundation  laid  liy  Rich- 
elieu. It  is  difficult  for  persons  living  today 
to  appreciate  what  the  absolutism  of  Louis 
XIV.  meant.  The  king  asserted  the  ownership 
of  everything  in  the  kingdom,  and  towards  tiie 
close  of  his  reign  no  one  thought  of  questioning 
it.  He  established  a  species  of  courts  to  deal 
with  all  questions  that  might  arise,  and  they 
were  governed  in  their  decisions  by  nothing 
except  what  was  the  king's  will.  His  courtiers 
worshipped  him  as  if  he  were  divine.  This  ex- 
traordinary man,  who  for  sixty-two  years  wore 
the  crown  of  France  stands  almost,  if  not  quite, 
alone  as  the  personification  of  absolute  king- 
ship. 

Louis  was  a  youth  of  little  promise.  His 
education  was  almost  wholly  neglected,  and 
he  was  conspicuous  for  his  vices.  At  an  early 
day  he  was  married  to  the  Infanta  Maria  Ther- 
esa of  Spain,  a  princess  without  beauty  or  a 
single  quality  to  compensate  for  its  absence. 
But  this  gave  no  one  any  concern.  Nothing 
was  expected  of  the  young  king,  and  he  went 
about  his  affairs  governed  by  nothing  but  his 
own  sweet  will,  living  a  life  that  was  a  scan- 
dal even  in  that  corrupt  court.  When  he  was 
twenty-three  years  old,  Mazarin  died,  and  he 
at  once  asserted  himself  in  a  manner  that  took 
every  one  by  surprise.  He  speedily  developed 
great  dignity,  and  much  courtesy  of  manners, 
becoming   also  exceedingly  inrlustrious  and  ex- 


hibiting a  remarkably  cool  head  and  a  marked 
aptitude  for  public  affairs.  He  employed  Col- 
bert, a  financier  of  great  skillu  to  take  charge 
of  the  revenues  and  expeudilures  of  the  king- 
dom, and  in  Louvois  he  found  a  minister  of 
war  who  supplied  him  with  a  well  equipped  and 
numerous  army.  He  determined  to  extend  the 
power  of  France,  and,  on  the  death  of  his 
father-in-law,  he  set^  up  a  claim  to  a  part  of 
the  Netherlands,  which  were  subject  to  Spain. 
His  general  in  the  campaign  w^as^the  famous 
Turenne.  He  seized  upon  A?sace  and  Lorraine 
and  a  part  of  the  Netheriands,  and  in  the  year 
1684  he  made  peace  with  his  enemies  having 
materially  augmented  the  extent  of  the  king- 
dom. One  of  his  biographers  says:  "All  Eu- 
rope feared  him.  His  own  nation  had  been 
brought,  by  tyranny,  skilful  m-anagement  and 
military  glory  to  regard  him:  with  AsiaticViu- 
.  juility,  admiring,  and  obeying;  a|l  pemnants  of 
political  independence  had  ^b^ffept  away, 
no,^$S$miim^^^m  -states  of  the  '1^^"**" 
were  held;  ihAi^p^leahad  lost,  both  i^ji

Had  very  frequent  recourse  to  the  device  known 
^as  lettres  de  cachet,  which,  were  royal  wanaots 
tssued-arbitrarily,  and  imdef  ^tch* men  were 


often  arresta|^f^^^^^i|#ii»clDsed  reason  and 
thrown  into  prison  without  trial.  Many  were 
the  cases  in  which  prisoners  were  kept  incar- 
cerated until  everyone  forgot  why  they  had 
been  imprisoned.  Of  these  instruments  of  ab- 
solutism Louis  issued  upwards  of  6,000.  He 
was  accustomed  to  send  them  out  in  blank  to 
be  filled  up  as  his  officers  might  see  fit.  Lib- 
erty perished  in  France  during  his  r^ign. 


THE  SURFACE  OF  THE  EARTH 


Then  we  have  both  North  and  South  America 
and  Africa  tapering  towards  the  south,  and 
Greenland  as  well. 

In  addition  to  this  general  depression  to- 
wards the  south,  there  are  two  great  longitu- 
dinal depressions,  one  of  which  is  filled  by  the 
Atlantic  and  the  other  by  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
Such  is  the  general  form  of  the  solid  surface  of 
the  earth  at  the  present  time,  but  it  is  to  be  re- 
membered that  this  form  is  steadily,  although 
slowly,  changing.  And  yet  the  ch-anges  are  not 
so  slow  as  might  at  first  appear  possible.  An 
article  in  The  Pall  Mall  Magazine  begins  as  fol- 
lows: "It  is  plain  the  sea  is  retreating  from 
Fenchurch  Street.  To  one  who  knows  Dock- 
land— and  that  means  one  must  have  had 
thirty  years  of  it — the  city  streets  west  of  Aid- 
gate,  \Vhich  in  a  sense  stood  only  a  little  above  , 
ihe  tides  and  had  only  their  outer  walls  touch-.

One  of  the  recent  suggestions  of  physio- 
graphers is  that  the  solid  portion  of  the  earth 
is  not  round,  'but  pear-shaped,  the  larger  part 
of  its  bulk  being  toward  the  north,  and  it  is 
very  evident  that,  if  the  oceans  could  be  drawn 
off,  there  would  be  found  to  be  a  great  de- 
pression in  the  southern  hemisphere.  If  we 
take  a  globe  and  follow  the  40th  parallel  of 
latitude  around  {t,  we  will  find  that  it  passes 
just  south  of  Australia,  across  what  is  almost 
the  narrowest 'part  of  South  America,  and  a 
long  way  south  of  Africa.  For  a  breadth  of 
nearly  thirty  degress  the  ocean  extends  around 
the  globe,  its  vast  sweep  broken  only  by  a 
few  islarids.  The  40th  parallel  of  north  lati- 
tude crosses  America  about  along  a  line  on 
which  New  York  is  situated,  crosses  Asia  just 
north  of  Pekin  and  extends  through  the  Medi- 
terranean. Therefore  the  greater  part  of  the 
land  surface  of  the  globe  is  in  the  same  latitude 
as  that  in  which  the  great  southern  ocean  belt 
lies.  There  is  one  other  notable  difference 
betweei!  the  north  and  the  south.  At  the 
North  Pole  there  seems  to  be  a  shallow  sea 
covered  for  the  most  part  with  perennial  ice; 
at  the  South  Pole  there  seems  to  be  an  elevat- 
ed land  mass  covered  with  perennial  ice.  If, 
therefore,  the  water  were  drained  off  the  globe 
we  should  see  at  the  north  a  relatively  shallow 
depression,  and  as  we  went  southward  the  sur- 
face would  be  found  to  be  steadily  rising,  until, 
not  far  from  the  40th  parallel  north  of  the 
Equator,  we  would  reach  the  maximum  of  the 
land  mass,  being  what  we  know  as  the  table- 
lands of  Central  Asia,  culminating  in  the  Hima- 
layas, in  one  hemisphere,  and  the  great  moun- 
tain ranges  of  the  United  States  in  the  other 
hemisphere.  Then  still  pressing  southward,  we 
would. find  the  beginning  of  another  great  de- 
pression, into  which  elevated  tongues  would 
extend,  these  finally  disappearing  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  40th  parallel  of  south  latitude.  There 
a  great  depression  would  be  found  to  extend 
around  the  gjobe  until  we  approached  the 
South  Pole,  w'heri  we  would  find  another  ele- 
vation. This  variation  in  the  surface  would 
give  the  outline  of  the  globe  a  shape  something 
like  that  of  a  pear,  although  the  enlargement 
towards  the  north  would  be  relatively  small 
compared  with  the  whole  ma.ss.  Now  let  it  be 
supposed  that  the  water  could  be  poured  back 
again.  It  would,  of  course,  fill  up  the  de- 
pressions, and  the  result  would  be  to  bring  the 
outline  of  the  globe  much  nearer  to  that  of  a 
ball  than  before. 

This  general  depression  of  tlie  solid  surface 
towards  tlie  south  is  the  explanation  of  the 
very. remarkable  fact  tiiat  nearly  all  penin.sulas 
of  any  considerable  magnitude  point  towards 
the  south.  Beginning  with  the  Pacific  coast  of 
America,  we  find  the  Alaskan  peninsula  and 
the  peninsula  of  California  extending  south- 
ward. On  the  eastern  side  of  the  continent  we 
have  Nova  Scotia  and  Florida  extending  to- 
wards the  south.  On  neither  coast  does  any 
important  peninsula  extend  towards  the  north. 
In  Europe  we  have  the  Scandinavian  peninsula, 
Italy,  Greece  and  the  Crimea  extending  to- 
wards the  south,  and  also  that  which  forms 
Spain  and  Portugal.  Denmark  furnishes  an 
exception,  but  it  is  a  mrnor  one.  In  Asia  we 
have  Arabia,  the  two  Indias.  Korea  and  Kam- 
sc^tka  all  extending  towards  the  south  and 
done  of  any  importance  extending, northward.

Mention  was  nkade  In  a 
previous  article  of  this  series  of  the  subsidence 
of  a  part  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia 
since  the  days  of  the  French  occupation,  or 
within^wo  centuries. 

We  have  before  us  a  map  which  reproduces 
a  continent  formerly  existing  southeast  of  Asia, 
and  connecting  Australia  with  it.  The  contin- 
ent thus  shown  bears  a  striking  resemblance  in 
outline  to  Mexico,  Central  America  and  the 
northern  part  of  South  America.  The  Com- 
monwealth and  the  islands  now  lying  between 
it  and  Asia,  including  the  Philippines,  formed 
about  two-tbirds  of  the  ancient  continent, 
which  was  surrounS^ed  by  a  sea  varying  from 
2>4  to  4  >^  miles  in  depth.  Near  the  centre  of 
the  mass,  that  is  from  horth  to  south,  there  was 
a  great  depression  4>4  miles  deep.  Over  what 
was  formerly  a  land  surface,  but  is  now  sub- 
merged, the  sea  is  shallow.  The  bottom  re- 
sembles the  shelf  which  lies  outside  of  Vancou- 
ver Island  within  the  lOO-fathom  line.  This 
partially  submerged  continent  terminated  in  a 
point  a  little  south  of  what  is  now  the  island 
of  Tasmania.  One  writer  says:  "If  the  sea 
were  to  sink  only  400  yards,  we  would  once 
more  be  able  to  dwell  upon  this  lost  contin- 
ent." 

A  very  extraordinary  claim  has  been  ad- 
vanced recently  by  certain  French  and  Ger- 
man scientists.  They  maintain  that  evidence 
exists  showing  that  there  are  tides  in  the  land 
surface  of  the  globe,  which  rise  and  fall  eight 
inches  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  just  as  the 
ocean  does,  only  very  much  less.  If  this  is 
true,  we  have  this  remarkable  condition  of 
things..  .  The  attraction  of  the  sun  and  moon 
cause  great  tidal  variations  in  the  atmosphere, 
lesser  variations  in  the  water  level  of  the  sea, 
and  still  less  in  the  average  level  of  the  land. 
This  tidal  variation  of  the  solid  portion  of  the 
earth's  surface  is  quite  distinct  from  the  great 
movements  which  have  in  time  past  submerged 
continents,  and  are  even  now  steadily  affecting 
the  relations  between  the  land  and  water  sur- 
faces.

EVOLUTION  IN  RELIGION 


There  are  subordinate  meanings  of  the  word, 
but  when  religion  in  the  abstract  is  spoken  of, 
it  means  the  spiritual  relation  of  man  to  the 
Deity.  In  this  there  can  be  no  evolution;  but 
there  may  be  evolution  in  the  inward  appreci- 
ation and  the  outward  expression  of  it.  Prob- 
ably no  race  of  men  exists  which  has  no  re- 
ligion at  all.  Mankind  seems  to  be  essentially 
religious.  Religion,  in  the  sense  that  we  now 
use  the  term,  seems  to  be  an  integral  part  of 
his  nature.  It  may  be  manifested  in  ways  that 
are  exceedingly  weak,  ways  that  bear  some- 
what the  same  relation  to  that  of  which  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  was  the  exponent  as  a  rush  light 
bears  to  the  sun  at  noonday,  but  there  seems 
to  be  a  "light  that  lighteth  every  man  that 
Cometh  into  the  world,"  even  though  it  may 
be  very  fee|)le  in  the  case  of  some  races.  Pos-

Manifestly  the  Deity  must  be  "the  same 
yesterday,"  today  and  forever."  Manifestly 
also  there  can  never  be  any  change  in  the  prin- 
ciple that  differentiates  right  from  wrong. 
There  may,  however,  be  conditions  under  which 
certain  acts  are  right  although  under  certain 
other  conditions  they  would  be  wrong.  If  a 
man  were  alone  upon  an  island,  he  might  do 
many  things  rightly  enough,  although  they 
might  be  wrong  if  he  were  not  alone.     When 

religion  is  spoken  of  most  people  understand 
it  as  meaning  the  act  of  doing  what  is  right. 
But  this  does  not  cover  the  ground.  From 
week  to  week  there  are  printed  on  the  literary 
page  of  this  Supplement  extracts  '  from 
from  the  sacred  books  of  several  races.  Those 
who  read  them  will  not  have  failed  to  note 
that  ethically  there  is  no  radical  difference  be- 
tween what  is  taught  in  the  Bible  and  what  is 
taught  in  the  Koran,  for  example,  so  far  as  hu- 
man action  is  concerned,  except  in  matters  of 
detail,  which  are  of  themselves  neither  right 
nor  wrong.  A  man,  who  is  a  good  Mohamme- 
dan follows  the  same  ethical  rules  ar.  one  does 
who  is  a  good  Christian.  He  may  not  apply 
them  just  in  the  same  way  to  similar  sets  of 
circumstances,  but  we  know  two  Christians  or 
two  Mohammedans  may  differ  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  similar  principles  to  similar  condi- 
tions* 

But  ethics  do  not  constitute  religion.  Arch- 
bishop Trench  may  be  cited  as  a  modern  wri- 
ter of  pronounced  orthodox  viewSi  who  pro- 
tested against  religion  being  confounded  with 
godlhiess.  He  said  that  it  was  tlie  expression 
in  outwird  form  of  an  inner  eotl^ousness.

regard  to  this  evolution  of  religion  whether  or 
not  what  is  called  inspiration  has  had  anything 
to  do  with  it.  The  ancient  Hebrew  conception 
of  the  Deity  was  very  different  from  that 
taught  in  the  Gospels,  although  it  is  to  be  ad- 
mitted that  the  writer  of  the  Psalms  appears 
to  have  attained  very  nearly  to  the  highest  ap- 
preciation of  His  true  relation  to  us.  We  say 
"true  relation,"  not  true  nature,  because  the 
nature  of  the  Deity  is  and  must  always  remain 
past  finding  out.  "The  Father  incomprehen- 
sible," to  use  a  familiar  expression,  must  al- 
ways remain  incomprehensible.  Such  expres- 
sion as  "He  shall  give  His  angels  charge  over 
thee  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways."  "O  Lord 
of  Hosts,  blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in 
Thee,"  and  the  like,  are  a  recognition  that  the 
Deity  is  not  simply  to  be  feared,  but  to  be  trust- 
ed as  a  guardian  and  protector.  The  concep- 
tion of  a  God  of  vengeance  died  slowly.  In- 
deed, although  nearly  two  thousand  years  have 
passed  since  the  Founder  of  Christianity  taught 
that  we  should  look  upon  the  Deity  as  ineff- 
able loving  kindness  the  ancient  idea  is  yet 
held  by  many  people.  To  one  who 
knew  only  of  the  Deity  as  he  is  rep- 
resented by  the  Hebrews  in  their  accounts 
of  the  Lord,  as  they  called  Him,  it  being  ex- 
pressly forbidden  that  they  should  speak  His 
name,  the  thought  that  "God  so  loved  the 
world  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son"  for 
its  redemption  never  would  have  occurred. 
Here  we  have  a  wonderful  evolution  from  that 
of  the  thought  of  a  Deity,  who  loved  and  hated, 
who  became  angry  and  repented,  who  testi- 
fied His  lovefor  some  of  His  creatures  by  ruth- 
lessly destroying  others.  It  seems  as  if,  were 
we  to  keep  in  mind  the  possibility  of  evolution 
in  religion,  we  would  find  much  less  difficulty 
in  reconciling  the  different  antagonistic  allega- 
tions made  in  regard  to  Him  at  different  stages 
in  the  history  of  mankind. 

We  venture  to  suggest  to  those  persons, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  guide  the  religious  thought 
of  the  people,  if  there  may  not  be  something 
in  what  has  been  said  above  that  may  be  wor- 
thy of  their  consideration.  May  it  not  be  pos- 
sible that  one  reason  why  the  Church,  as  a 
whole,  does  not  possess  as  great  a  degree  of 
influence  as  it  is  desirable  in  the  welfare  of 
mankind  it  should  exercise,  may  be  the  failure 
to  recognize  that  there  is  evolution  in  religion; 
that  while  in  every  other  department  of  human 
thought  there  has  been  an  advance  there  has 
not  been  stagnation  in  the  development  of  re- 
ligious ideas.  There  can  be  nothing  higher  or 
more*helpful  to  mankind  than  the  Gospercon- 
ception  of  the  relations  of  the  Deity  to  men; 
but  history  shows  us  that  upon  this  pure  and 
noble  conception  were  engrafted  ideas  foreign 
to  it.  Nothing  else  was  to  be  expected.  Chris- 
tianity was  colored  by  its  environment.  Rome 
in  the  first  three  centuries  after  Christ  was 
divided  between  a  hard  materialism  and  the 
weird  worship  of  Mithras,  and  into  a  society 
so  influenced  Christianity  came.  We  know  how 
today  it  takes  its  color  from  its  surroundings. 
What  is  regarded  as  orthodox  in  Canada  would 
not  be  regarded  as  orthodox  in  Russia.  Teach- 
ers whose  thoughts  Protestants  accept,  Roman 
Catholics  do  not,  and  vice  versa.  The  Chrteti- 
anity  of  the  Fourth  Century  was  in  keeping 
with  the  best  wisdom  of  that  time,  or  at  least 
with  the  ideas  held  by  the  most  influential  sec- 
tion of  the  Church.  Since  then  human  ttioUght 
has  been  enfranchised;  it  has  shaken  off  a  great 
deal  of  its  ignorance.  It  is  getting  a  new-con^ 
c'eption  of  human  duty,  which  no  lo^jg^  is 
thought  to  be  a  struggle  to  avoid  ftHfii||^'into 
the  hands  of  an  angry  God,  but  to  be  i^  io 
do  the  work  of  the  Divine,  which  Is  ej^^pll- 
fied  hi  those  acts  which  Jesus  had  {n'/Amd 
when  He  said, "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  init^ldQe

He 
loves  '.flowers  so  passionately  that,  even  when 
down  .at  the  front,  his  table  in  the  railway  car 
that  was  his  home  had  to  be  decked  with  them 
daily.  He  pauses  at  his  meals  to  caress  them 
with  his  white,  shapely  hands,  of  which  he  is 
as  proud  as  a  woman. 

A  MORBID  FEAR  OF  INFECTION 
He  will  not  allow  an  army  surgeon  near 
him,  nor  would  he  go  within  sight  of  cholera 
tents.  'He  puts  his  family  and  household  into 
quarantine  for  the  slightest  indisposition.  He 
refused  to  see  the  Queen  for  weeks  after  she 
returned  from  nursing  the  cholera  patients 
down  at  Adrianople.  This  quarantine  rule  has 
become  quite  a  joke  in  the  palace,  and  some 
suspect  that  he  has  hit  on  it  as  a  riddance  of 
troublesome  courtiers,  or  family  jars.  He 
never  forgets  a  face,  and  makes  up  for  his 
humors  by  delicate  little  attentions  and  com- 
pliinents,  so  gracefully  paid  that  their  value  is 
enhanced.  When  angry  he  is  very  angry,  but 
soon  recovers.  He  has  his  household  watched, 
even  when  at  a  distance.  He  knows  just  how 
each  member  has  spent  the  day,  and  covers  him 
with  disgrace  who  dares  even  to  make  a  short 
call  at  any  foreign  embassy.  He  cannot  bear 
to  think  that  they  are  discussing  his  affairs  for 
the  benefit  of  the  great  powers.  "Diplomats 
always  pump  everybody,  and  why  not  my 
suite?"  he  says.  Dining  or  lunching  out  is 
taboo,  except  as  a  very  special  flavor.  His 
suite  is  jealously  cut  off  from  the  outer  world. 
This  accounts  for  much  dullness.  He  is  an 
excellent  father  and  was  a  devoted  son.  Even 
now,  he  cannot  speak  of  his  late  mother  with- 
out emotion.  She  seems  to  have  earned  Bis- 
marcJ^'s  definition  of  her  as  "The  only  man  in 
the, Orleans  family."  When  she  died,  her  soil, 
who  had  already  lost  his  first  wife,  to  whom 
he  was  devoted,  became  lonelier  than  ever. 

MARRIED  PRINCESS  OF  REUSS 
Some  four  years  ago  he  married  the  Prin- 
cess Eleanora  of  Reuss,  one  of  those  small 
German  States,  whose  rulers  have  been  there 
for  centuries,  and  intermarried  with  all  the 
great  reigning  houses.  The  lady  was  verging 
on'  fifty.  She  had  spent  the  semi-independent 
life  of  the  un.married  woman,  had  been  much 
in  Russia,  where  she  took  charge  of  her  own 
hospital  in  the  war  with  Japan. 

She  is  a'  life-long  friend  of  the  Czar  and 
Czarina.  Ferdinand  came  often  to  the  Rus- 
sian court,  where' he  had  been  coldly  received 
ever  since  he  accepted  the  Bulgarian  crown. 
For  yearG  he  worked  to  better  his  position  there. 
One  day  it  was  hinted  to  him  that  an  alliance 
with  Princess  Eleanora  would  do  in  a  day  what 
he  had  vainly  striven  after  for  years.  But  the 
lady  did  not  attract  him.  Her  cleverness  is  not 
the  kind  to  appeal  to  him,  who  needs  an  im- 
posing intellect,  as  his  mother  had,  or  a  very 
subtle  one,  like  his  first  wife's.  He  hung  fire 
for  some  time.  The  Russian  court  grew  chillier 
than  ever.  Even  kings  are  human.  Once  more 
ambition  cave  wav  !o  inclination.  The  mar- 
riage was  "arranged."  He  could  not  complain 
that  his  bride  was  indifferent. 

NOT  POPULAR  WITH  SOFIA  SOCIETY 
And  so  one  of  the  most  admirable  women

THE  WRITER  TELLS  WHAT  HE  HAS  DONE 

Certainly  M.  Rolland  whets  the  appetite  in 
his  preface  when  he  says: 

"I  have  written  the  tragedy  of  a  generation 
which  is  nearing  its  end.  1  have  sought  to  con- 
ceal neither  its  vices  nor  its  virtues,  its  pro- 
found sadness,  its  chaotic  pride,  its  heroic  ef- 
forts, its  despondency  beneath  the  overwhelm- 
ing burden  of  a  superhuman  task,  the  burden  of 
the  whole  world,  the  reconstruction  of  the 
world's  morality,  its  aesthetic  principles,  its  faith, 
the  forging  of  a  new  humanity.  Such  we  have 
been. 

"You  young  men,  you  men  of  today,  march 
over  us,  trample  us  under  your  feet,  and  press 
onward.    Be  ye  greater  and  happier  than  we? 

"For  myself,  I  bid.  the  soul  that  was  mine 
farewell.  1  cast  it  from  me  like  an  empty  shell. 
Life  is  a  succession  of  deaths  and  resurrections. 
We  must  die,  Christopher,  to  be  born  again." 

A  NEW  AGE  IS  COMING 

Here  is  some  of  M.  RoUand's  table  talk: 
"  'Every  nation  now  feels  the  imperious  ne- 
cessity of  gathering  its  forces  and  making  up  its 
balance-sheet.  For  the  last  hundred  years  all 
the  nations  have  been  transformed  by  their  mu- 
tual intercourse  and  the  immense  contributions 
of  all  the  brains  of  the  universe,  building  up 
new  morality,  new  knowledge,  new  faith.  Every 
man  must  examine  his  conscience,  and  know 
exactly  what  he  is  and  what  he  has,  before  he 
can  enter  with  the  rest  into  the  new  age.  A 
new  age  is  coming.  Humanity  is  on  the  point  of 
signing  a  new  lease  of  life.  Society  is  on  the 
point  of  springing  into  new  vigor  with  new  laws. 
It  is  Sunday  tomorrow.  Everyone  is  making 
up  his  accounts  for  the  week;  setting  his  house 
in  order,  making  it  clean  and  tidy,  that,  with 
other  men,  we  may  go  into  the  presence  of  our 
common  God  and  make  a  new  compact  of  al- 
liance with  Him."

The 
infinite  is  in  every  man  who  is  simple  enough 
to  be  a  man,  in  1he  lover,  in  the  friend,  in  the 
woman  who  pays  with  her  pangs  for  the  radiant 
glory  of  the  day  of  childliirth,  in  every  man  and 
every  woman  who  lives  in  obscure  self-sacrifice 
which  will  never  be  known  to  another  soul:  it 
is  the  very  river  of  life  flowing  from  one  to  an- 
other, from  one  to  another,  and  back  again  and 
round.  , 

WRITE  THE  SIMPLE  LIFE 
"  'Write  the  simple  life  of  one  of  these  sim- 
ple men,  write  the  peaceful  epic  of  the  days  and 
nights  following,  following  one  like  to  another, 
and  yet  all  different,  all  sons  of  the  same  moth- 
er, from  the  dawning  of  the  first  day  in  the  life 
of  the  world.  Write  it  simply,  as  simple  as  its 
own  unfolding.  Waste  no  thought  upon  the 
word,  and  the  letter,  and  the  subtle  vain  re- 
searches in  which  the  force  of  the  artists  of  to- 
day is  turned  to  nought.  You  are  addressing  all 
men;  use  the  language  of  all  men.  There  are 
no  words  noble  or  vulgar;  there  is  no  style 
chaste  or  impure;  there  are  only  words  and 
styles  which  say  or  do  not  say  exactly  what  they 
have  to  say.  Be  sound  and  thorough  in  all  you 
do;  think  just  what  you  think — and  feel  just 
what  you  feel.  Let  the  rhythm  of  your  heart 
prevail  in  your  writings!    The  style  is  the  soul.' 

NO  COMMON  BOOK  FOR  EUROPE 

"Modern  Europe  had  no  common  book;  no 
poem,  no  prayer,  no  act  of  faith  which  was  the 
property  of  all.  Oh!  the  shame  that  .should 
overwhelm  all  the  writers,  artists,  thinkers  of  to- 
day! Not  one  of  them  has  written,  not  one  of 
them  has  thought  for  all.  Only  Beeihoven 
has  left  a  few  pages  of  a.new.Gospel  of  consola- 
tion and  brotherhood;  but  only  musicians  can 
read  it,  and  the  majority  of  men  will  never  hear 
it.  Wagner,  on  the  hill  at  Bayreuth,  has  tried 
to  build  a  religious  art  to  bind  all  men  to- 
gether. But  his  great  soul  had  too  little  sim- 
plicity and  too  many  of  the  blemishes  of  the  de- 
cadent music  and  thought  of  his  time;  not  tlie 
fishers  of  Galilee  have  come  to  the  holy  hill, 
but  the  Pharisees. 

NOTHING  EXISTS  IN  VAIN 
"  'I  have  learned  that  nothing  exists  in  vain, 
and  that  even  the  vilest  have  their  place  in  the 
scheme  of  tragedy.  The  depraved  dilettantists, 
the  foetid  amoralists,  have  accomplished  their 
termitic  task;  the  tottering  ruins  must  be 
brought  down  before  they  can  be  built  up  again. 
The  Jews  have  been  true  to  their  sacred  mis- 
sion, which  is,  in  the  midst  of  other  races,  to  be 
a  foreign  race,  the  race  which,  from  end  to  end 
of  the  world,  is  to  link  up  the  network  of  hu- 
man uni^y.  They  break  down  the  intellectual 
barriers  between  the  nations,  io  give  Divine 
Reason  an  open  field.  The  wor/St  agents  of  cor- 
ruption, the  ironic  destroyers  who  ruin  our  old 
beliefs  and  kill  our  well-beloved  dead,  toil,  un- 
wittingly, in  the  holy  work  of  new  life. 
So  the  self  interest  of  the  cosmopoli- 
tan bankers,  whose  labors  are  •  attended 
with  such  and  so  many  disasters,  Ixiild,  whether

making  during  the  last  thirty  years  to  escape 
from  the  degrading  and  unwholesome  semi- 
domesticity,  to  which  our  stupid  male  egoism 
condemned  them,  to  their  and  our  unhappiness, 
seems  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  most  splendid  facts 
of  our  time.  In  a  town  like  this  one  learns  to 
admire  the  new  generation  oiF  young  women 
who,  in  spite  of  so  many  obstacles,  with  so 
much  fresh  ardor  rush  on  to  the  conquest  of 
knowledge  and  diplomas- — the  knowledge,  the 
diplomas  which,  they  think,' must  liberate  them, 
open  to  them  the  arcana  of  the  unknown  world 
and  make  them  the  equals  of  men. 

"  'No  doubt  their  faith  is  illusory  and  rather 
ridiculous.  But  progress  is  never  realized  as  we 
expect  it  to  be;  it  is  none  the  less  realized  be- 
cause it  takes  entirely  different  paths  from  those 
we  have  marked  out  for  it  This  effort  of  the 
women  will  not  be  wasted.  It  will  make  .wo- 
men completer  and  more  human,  as  they  were 
in  the  great  ages.  They  will  no  longer  be  with- 
out interest  in  the  living  questions  of  the  world, 
as  most  scandalously  and  monstrously  they  have 
been,  for  it  is  intolerable  that  a  woman,  though 
she  be  never  so  careful  in  her  domestic  duties, 
should  think  herself  absolved  from  thinking  of 
her  civic  duties  in  the  modern  cities.  Their 
great-great-grandmothers  of  the  time  of  Joan 
of  Arc  and  Catherine  Storza  were  not  of  this 
way  of  thinking.  Woman  has  withered.  We 
have  refused  her  aid  and  sun.  She  is  taking 
them  from  us  again  by  force.  Ah !  the  brave 
little  creatures!' 

VITAL  ART  AND  HUMANITY 
"A  revolution  took  place  in  Christopher's 
artistic  faculty;  it  became  larger  and  m^fe  hu- 
man. He  lost  all  interest  in  music  which  was 
a  monologue,  a  soliloquy,  and  even  more  soHn 
music  which  was  a  scientific  structure  built  en- 
tirely for  the  interest  of, the  profession.  He 
wished  his  music  to  be  an  act  of  communion 
with  other  men.  There  is  no  vital  art  save 
that  which  is  linked  with  the  rest  of  humanity. 
Johann  Sebastian  Bach,  even  in  his  darkest 
hours  of  isolation,  was  linked  with  the  rest  of 
humanity  by  his  religious  faith,  which  he  ex- 
pressed in  his  art.  Handel  and  Mozart,  by  dint 
of  circumstances,  wrote  for  an  audience,and 
not  for  themselves.  Even  Beethoven  had  to 
reckon  with  the  multitude.  It  is  salutary.  It  is 
good  for  humanity  to  remind  genius  every  now 
and  then. 

"Modern  music,  which  is  so  loquaciously  in- 
trospective, dragging  in  indiscreet  confidences 
at  every  turn,  is  immodest  and  lacking  in  taste. 
It  is  like  those  invalids  who  can  think  of  nothing 
but  their  illnesses,  and  never  weary  gf  discuss- 
ing them  with  other  people,  and  going  into  re- 
pulsive petty  details.  This  travesty  of  art  has 
been  growing  more  and  more  prevalent  for  the 
last  century. 

MUSIC,  THE  INWARD  SEA 
"Life  passes.  Body  and  soul  flow  onwarci 
like  a  stream.  The  years  are  written  in  the 
flesh  of  the  ageing  tree.  The  whole  visible 
world  of  form  i.s  for  ever  wearing  out  and 
springing  to  new  life.  Thou  only  dost  not  pass, 
immortal  music.  Thou  art  the  inward  .sea. 
Thou  art  the  profound  depths  of  the  soul.  In 
thy  clear  eyes  the  scowling  face  of  life  is  not 
mirrored.  Far.  far  from  thee,  like  the  herding 
clouds,  flies  the  procession  of  days,  burning,  icy, 
feverish,  driven  by  uneasiness,  huddling,  mov- 
ing on,  on,  never  for  one  moment  to  endure. 
Thou  only  dost  not  pass.  Thou  art  a  whole 
world  to  thyself.  Thou  hast  thy  sun.  thy  laws, 
thy  ebb  and  flow.  Thou  hast  the  peace  of  the 
stars  in  the  great  spaces  of  the  field  of  night, 
marking  their  luminous  track— ploughs  of  sil- 
ver guided  by  the  sure  hand  of  the  invisible  ox- 
herd." 


THE  ISLANDS  INCLUDED 

The  British  \\  est  Indies,  says  Mr.  Murray, 
are  composed  of  the  Greater  Antilles  on  the 
west,  and  the  Lesser  Antilles  on  the  east.  In 
the  first  group  are  the  colonies  of  Jamaica  and 
Bahamas,  together  with  the  Turks  apd  Caicos 
Islands,  while  still  further  west,  on  the  coast 
of  Central  America,  is  the  colony  of  British 
Honduras,  which  in  1884  was  severed  from  its 
administrative  connection  with  Jamaica. 

Beginni/ig  in  the  north,  the  Lesser  Antilles, 
the  second  group,  runs  iri  a  continuous  chain 
southward.  Included  in  this  group  are  the  Vir- 
gin Islands,  St.  Kitts  and  Nevis,  Antigua.  Mont- 
serrat,  Dominica,  which  together  at  present 
form  the  Leeward  Islands  Confederation;  St. 
Lucia,  Barbados,  St.  Vincent,  Grenada  and 
Tjplj^^jind  Tobago.

That 
distance  has  been  inimical  to  the  growth  of 
any  feeling  of  solidarity  or  community  of  inter- 
est among  the  colonies;  indeed,  there  is  very 
little  in  common,  even  from  a  trade  point  of 
view,  between  the  eastern  colonies  and  those 
situated  near  the  great  American  republic.  This 
fact  is  -now  recognized  by  all  advocates  of 
West  Indian  federation,  and  it  is  not  surprising, 
therefore,  that  in  the  latest  scheme  which  has 
been  brought  forward  for  discussion  Jamaica 
and  tlie  Bahamas  have  been  considered  and 
treated  as  occupying  an  exceptional  position." 

BOUND  UP  WITH   U.  S. 

..  There  is  a  strong  feeling  in  commercial 
quarters  that  in  all  it  has  to  sell  and  purchase 
Jamaica  is  bound  up  with  the  United  States  to 
a  much  greater  extent  than  with  any  other 
country.  Advocates  of  keeping  the  island  out 
of  the  proposed  West  Indian  federation  claim 
that  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  Jamaica 
declines  to  take  part  in  many  movements  in 
the  West  Indies,  on  account  of  the  belief  of  the 
islanders  that  it  would  be  profitless  to  do  so. 
The  West  Indian  royal  commission,  as  early 
as  1897,  stated  that  "Jamaica  ...  has  lit- 
tle connection  or  trade  with  any  of  the  other 
British  West  Indian  colonies,  but  has  very  fre- 
quent communication  and  a  good  deal  of  trade 
with  the  United  States."  On  this  point  Mr. 
Murray  speaks  as  follows: 

"Conferences  on  mail  steamship  services 
in  the  eastern  colonies  Jamaica  ha:  passed  by 
altogether,  and  for  the  good  reason  that  she 
has  nothing  to  gain  by  partaking  in  them.  For 
any  mail  steamship  service  which  would  be  of 
use  to  the  eastern  colonies  would  indisputably, 
for  mail  purposes,  be  of  no  assirtance  to  Ja- 
maica. Any  quarantine  convention  that  would 
be  of  help  in  facilitating  trade  in  the  group  ot 
contiguous  eastern  islands  and  British  Guiana 
could  hardly  hope  to  be  of  the  same  value  to 
Jamaica,  lying  one  thousand  miles  away  from 
any  of  them.  Canadian  reciprocity  and  Can- 
adian steamship  service,  both  of  these  ques- 
tions are  of  necessity  treated  by  Jamaica  from 
a  different  standpoint  to  that  of  the  eastern 
colonies — namely,  the  standpoint 'of  her  dis- 
similar conditions  and  geographical  situa- 
tion."

THE  LIGHTNING  EXPRESS 


It  was  a  cruel  thing  to  say  about  a  nice 
railroad  whose  chief  aim  was  the  speedy  trans- 
portation of  its  passengers,  but  the  conversa- 
tion had  turned  to  lightning  expresses,  and 
Wallace  Irwin,  the  author,  simply  could  not 
lielp  it. 

On  the  road  in  question,  as  Irwin  related 
the  story,  a  train  stopped  one  day,  and  the  pas- 
sengers were  told  that  a  cow  had  gotten  on  the 
track  and  had  to  be  driven  off. 

Up  the  road  a  few  miles  farther 'the  train 
stopped  again,  and  once  more  the  explanation 
was  given  that  a  cow  wat,  on  the  track.  Two 
miles,  perhap.s,  of  continuous  going,  and  then 
came  another  stop.  This  time  a  passenger 
glanced  wearily  toward  the  end  of  the  car. 

"Mr.  Conductor,"  he  called  out  in  mourn- 
ful accents,  "could  1  speak  to  you  a  mo- 
ment?" 

"Certainly,"  answered  the  conductor,  mov- 
ing down  the  aisle,  "what  is  it?" 

"Do  you  really  mean  to  say,"  returned 
the  voice  that  was  almo,st  a  sigh,  "that  we 
have  caught  up  to  that  cow  again ?  "—PhHa« 
delphia  Telegraph. 
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N  Lord  Macnaghten  we  have. lost 
one  of  ihe  most  brilliant  judges  ot 
modern  times,  and  since  the  death 
in  1899  of  Lord  Watson,  it  is 
hardly  too  much  to  say  that  he 
was  among  the  greatest  in  the  British  Judiciary, 
says  The  London  Daily  Telegraph.  Not  mere- 
ly was  he  a  profound  and  accurate  equity  law- 
yer, but  by  his  twenty-six  years'  service  in  the 
House  of  Lords  and  Privy  Council  he  had  ac- 
quired vast  experience  of  many  systems.  Ml 
literary  qualities  the  only  judges  who  could  be 
compared  with  Macnaghten  have  been  Howen, 
Dramwfll,  and,  possibly.  Lord  James.  Fine 
scholar  as  he  was,  there  is  not  a  trace  of  pe-' 
danlry  or  affectation  to  be  found  in  his  judg- 
ments; their  style  is  their  simplicity,  reminis- 
cent sometimes  of  Oliver  Goldsmith. 

Edward  Macna^ijhten  was  the  second  son  of 
Sir  Edmund  Charles  Workman  Macnaghten, 
and  was  born  in  the  county  of  Antrim  on  Feb* 
ruary  3,  1 830.  Educated'at  Que?r\>^Coile|je,^ 
Belfast,  he  entered  Trinity  CoUegl  *-*''^^'^^-^' 
in  1848,  antyiitllquaUy  ^^iJMieii  ^s'atk' 
lete  and  scho)aY,<%Mlp1lNM'{|l|(ie,CiWK^brkl|r^

As  a  Chancery  junior  Macnaghten  acquired  a 
substantial  though  not  an  overwhelming  prac- 
tice— not  so  large,  for  example,  as  that  of 
Chitty,  with  whom  for  many  years  he  shared 
a  set  of  chambers  at  3,  New-square.  He  was 
thought  to  be  a  lazy  man,  and  certainly'he  took 
his  work  in  leisurely  fashion.  It  wa.s,  however, 
probably  the  case  that  in  his  forensic  a^  in  his 
judicial  career  he  was  fastidious  to  do  well 
whatever  he  had  to  do.  There  seemed  to  be 
little  ambition  in  his  nature,  and  he  did  not 
even  apply  for  "silk,"  which,,  however,  was 
conferred  upon  him  by  his  brother  Ul^terman, 
Lurd  Cairns,  \\  ho  held'  him  in  high  esteem. 

REFUSAL  OF  OFFICE 

In     the    same     year — 1 880— Macnaghten 
was  returned  at  the  General  Election  for  An- 
irim,  and  sat  for  that  constituency  during  the 
horl  Parliament  of  1885.     In  July,  1886,  the 
constituency  having  been  divided  by  the  Re- 
i"i:>rm  Act— ^he  was  elected  for  North  Antrim. 
!,i  the  House  he  made  few  speeches,  but  they 
were  to  the  point,  and  greatly  impressed  Mr. 
Ci'adstone.     Though'  he  was  a  strong  Unionist, 
and  even  avowed  sympathy  with  the  Orange 
Society,  there  was  no  trace  of  party  bitterness 
in   his  language.     On  the  Irish  Land   Act  he 
adopted  a  liberal  tone,    and    stoutly  defended 
L'lsier      tenant      right,      whilst      deprecating 
the  dual  ownership  proposed  in  the  bill,  and 
foresaw  the  difficulties  which  in  fact_arose.  His 
peeches  were  humorous,  and  even  in  his  sup- 
port of  repressive  legislation  he  roused  no  ani- 
mosity among  the"  Nationalists,  whom,  he  gent- 
ly  bantered.      The   Liberal   Government — Mr. 
Gladstone  personally,  it  is  said — offered  him 
a  judgeship,  and  later  his  own  leader  desired  to 
make  him   Home  Secretary.     With  instinctive 
wisdom   he  declined   both — with  the  happiest 
result.     Meanw'hile  he  was  enjoying  a  steady 
practice,  first,  for  a  short  time,  before  Jessel, 
in  the  Rolls  Court,  and  then  before  Chitty,  who 
was  two  years  his  senior. 

In  the  beginning  of  1887  Mr.  Macnaghten 
was  raised  straight  from  the  Bar  to  the  House 
of  Lordy     His  motto  in  the  House,  as,  indeed, 
throughout  his  life,  might  well  have  been,  '-'He 
that  believeth  shall  not  make  haste."     Tbu<, 
at  first,  there  was  among  liis  admirers  in  Lin- 
coln's Inn  a  little  disappointment.""     Macnagh- 
ten never  made   any  attempt    to  shine  or  seek 
opportunities,  and  was  never  content  merely  to 
repeat  what 'his  colleagues  had  said.     At  thai 
lime  the  late  Lord  Herschell,  Lord  Chancellor 
Halsbury.  and  Lord  Watson,  were  the  le.iding 
members  of  the  House.     The  quartette  m  as  a 
strono;  one.  and  in   1889  Lord  Morris  was  add- 
ed.    To  Macnagliten  litigants  were  human  be- 
ings, and  the  transactions  were  concrete  fac;s, 
thcHigh  no  one  could  more  brilliantly  express 
an  illustration.

THE  JUDGE'S  EPIGRAMS 
Macnaghten "s  judgments  often  contained 
feligious  and  humoro-js  phrases.  A  firm  of 
brewers  named  Thompson  had  a  brewery  at 
Stone,  in  Staffordshire,  which  had  been  estab- 
lished one  hundred  years  or  more.  Their 
liquor  had  thus  acquired  a  reputation  as  Stone 
Ale.  A  Mr.  Montgomery,  influenced,  .;>  he 
said,  by  fhe  peculiar  excellence  of  the  water, 
also  established  a  brewery  which  he  called 
•'Stone  Brewery."  Then  naturally  he  went  on 
to  call  his  beers  "Stone  Ales. '^  Thus  came 
proceedings  by  >he  Thompsons  to  restrain  the 
use  of  the  name.  "It  is  not  the  first  lime,"  re- 
marked Lord  .Macnaghten,  "that  water  has  got 
an  honest  man  into  trouble  and  then  failed  him 
at  a  pinch."    Observing  ^^^#^^^^'f

and  Lord  Lindley  differed  from  the  majority  of 
the  Law  Lords  in  the  appeal  of  the  Free  Church 
against  the  United   Free  Church  of  Scotland. 
Macnaghten  declined    to  appl^^to    the  historic 
growth   of  a  Christian  society   the  rigid   prin- 
ciples applicable  to  a  trust  deed  or  articles  of 
association.     In  the  delivery  of  his  judgment  he 
was  evidently  profoundly  moved.     His  speech 
was  in  part  an  argument — and  a  very  interest- 
i^^     one — for     a     dtjctrine     of    development. 
"Was,"  he  asked,  "the    Free    Church    .    .    . 
forced  to  cling  to  her    subordinate    standards 
with  so  desperate  a  grip  that  she  has  lost  hold 
and  touch  of  the  supreme  standard  of  her  faith? 
Was  she  from  birth  incapable  of  all  growth 
and  development?     Was  she.  in  a  word,  a  dead 
branch,  and  not  a  living  church?"     Merely  as 
a  lawyer  and  a  judge  the  late  noble  and  learned 
lord  had  few  rivals.       In  the    combination    of 
accurate    learning   and   literary   distinction   the 
only  judge  who  has  approached  him  in  modern 
times  was  the  late   Lord  Bowen,    and     Mac- 
naghten's  contribution,  extending  over  a  con- 
siderably   longer    period,    is    much   greater   in 
amount. 

LINKS  WITH  THE  PAST

A  number  pf  huts  or  cottages 
had  been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of 
evicted  tenants  on  land  let  to  the  bishop  as  a 
residence  for  the  parish  priest.  Such  a  use  of 
the  land  was  not  warranted  by  the  tenancy, 
yet  it  was  contended  that  "i^ord  Lansdowne 
must  be  content  to  have  it  thrown  upon  his 
hands  burdened  with  twenty-one  cottages  and 
their  inhabitants.  He  let  an  agricultural  hold- 
ing; he  must  take  back  a  congested  district." 

A  fine  moral  sense,  as  well  as  a  power  of 
vivid   illustration,   is  shown   in  an  appeal    of 
"Reddaway  v.   Banham."        Reddaway's  firm 
were  manufacturers  of  "camel's-hair  belting." 
The  name  was  an  accurate  description  of  the 
thing,  but  the  goods  had  in  the  markets  of  the 
world  become  indissolubly  connected  with  the 
makers.     Banham  set  up  a  rival  manufacture, 
and  also  called  his  goods  "camel's-hair  belt- 
ing."    Reddaway  brought  an  action  for  an  in- 
junction to  restrain   Banham  from  using    the 
name.     The  Court  of  Appeal  held  that  a  man 
could  not  be  stopped  from  telling  the  truth. 
On  this  Macnaghten  remarked,  "Can  it  be  said 
that  the  description   'camers-hair  belting\'    a'S 
used  by  Banham.  is  the  simple  truth .'      I  will 
not  call  it  an  abuse  of  language  to  say  so.  but 
certainly  it  is  not  altogether  a  happy  expres- 
sion.    The  whole  merit  of  that  description — 
lies  in  its  duplicity.     It  means  two  things.     At 
Banham's  works,  where  it  cannot  mean  Redda- 
way's belting,  it  may  be  construed  to  mean  belt- 
ing made  of  camel's-hair;  abroad,  to  the  Ger- 
man manufacturer,  to  the  Bombay  millowner, 
to  the  up-country  native,  it  must  mean  Redda- 
way's belling,   it  can  irftan  nothing  else.        1 
venture  to  think  that  a  statement  which  is  lit- 
erally frue,  but  which  is  intended  to  convey  a 
fal^e  impression,  has  something  of  a  faulty  ring 
about  it;  it  is  not  sterling  coin;  it  has  no  right 
to  the  genuine  stamp  and  impress  of  truth." 

ANALYSIS  OF  CHARACTER 

In  a  few  judgments  a  power  of  analysis  of 
character  is  shown  which  might  have  made  the 
late  lord  a  successful  novelist.     In  the  case,  for 
example,  ot    Mr.    Winans,    the    American  mil- 
lionaire— the  question  being  whether  or  not  at 
his  death  he  was  domiciled  in  England  or  the 
United   State.s — a   picture  is  drawn   worthy  of 
Mr.  George  Mereditli.     Tlie  valetudinarian  ego- 
tist,  who.se  wliole  life  was  given   up  to   three 
objects — first  his  health,  which  he  "nursed  and 
tended  with   wonderful  devotion,"   taking  his 
temperature  several  times  a  day.  and  his  "vari- 
ous waters  and   medicines,"    with    scrtipulous 
punctuality;  next,  the  cigar-ship  which  he  was 
I    designing,  and  which    was    to  enable  him  '  to 
cross   the   Atlantic    without    seasickness,   and, 
I'uirdly,  the  fleet  which  he  hoped  to  construct, 
and  therewith  to  sweep  British  commerce  from 
the  seas — the  whole  is  drawn  to  the  life  with 
few  and  simple   touches.      Unlike  many  great 
lawyers,   Macnaghten   never  became  (he  slave 
of  his  own  learning,  but  rather  played  with  it. 
In  Foxwell  v.  Van  Grutten,  for  example,  out 
of  one  of  the  most  artificial  rules  in   the  law 
of   real    property,   he  constructed   a   most   de- 
lightful piece  of  literary  chaff  and  gossip.    The 
"rule  in  SHelley's  Ca.se,"  as  it  is  called,   was 
"discountenanced"  by  some  judges,    because  it 
"disappointed    the    intention" — as    "if,"  drily 
added  Macnaghten,  "that  was  not  its  very  end 
and  purpose    .    .    »  it   was  always  being  dis- 
paraged, and  what  was  perhaps  worse,  it  was 
always  being  explained.      It  led   to   profound 
discussions,  and  to  some  very  pretty  quarrel;:." 
The  whole  judgment  is  most  amusing  reading, 
whether  for  lawyer  or  layman. 

But  with  this  rich  vein  of  humor — rather 
vScottish  than  Irish  in  character — there  also  ex- 
isted deep  religious  convictions  and  emotion. 
It  v,in  be  remembered  that  /.ord  Macnaghten

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R  D.  MACKENZIE  WALLACE 
has  an  easy  task  in  an  article  in 
The  Times,  which  he  calls.  "Why 
the  English  Should  Take  an  Inter- 
est in  Russia." 
This  article  is  an  introduction  to  a  wonder- 
ful Times  Russian  Supplement  (March  28, 
1913),  which  gives  overflowing  information 
about  that  great  country  v/hose  potentialities 
have  hardly  yet  been  realized  by  Western  Eu- 
rope, for  when  the  Russian  Bear  is  fully  awake, 
and  when  Russia  is  fully  populated,  its  econ- 
omic influence  will  affect  all  Europe  in  a  way 
compared  with  which  all  its  feeble  revolutions 
are  but  toy  pistols. 

"As  Sir  Donald  Mackenzie  Wallace  says, 
Russia  has  hitherto  been  considered  in  this 
country  mainly  from  the  political  point  of  view. 
Next  to  politics,  literature  has,  perhaps,  been 
the  field  in  which  most  interest  has  been  taken, 
thanks  to  writers  of  genius,  with  Tolstoi,  whose 
name  is  a  household  word  all  over -the  world,

|rf  he  industrialization  of  this  vast  country  is  al- 
ready in  active  progress.  The  growth  of  fac- 
tory and  town  is  proceeding  rapidly,  and  with 
an  immense  indigenous  population  to  supply 
behind  protective  barriers,  a  corresponding  ex- 
pansion is  certain.  But  it  is  not,  at  least  as 
yet,  a  one-sided  movement,  such  as  we  long 
ago  carried  to  an  extreme,  and  such  as  other 
nations,  which  have  followed  us,  are  now  ex- 
periencing in  a  lesser  degree.  Russia  is  at  the 
same  lime  developing  the  productivity  of  her 
soil  in  a  remarkable  degree,  as  shown  in  the 
articles  on  agriculture,  which  properly  takes 
precedence  of  the  other  special  sections  devot- 
ed to  trade  and  indtistry.  Between  1895  and 
1910  the  agricultural  production  has  more  than 
doubled  in  value. 

PEASANT  PROPRIETORSHIPS 
"Mr.  V.  D.  Batiushkoff  draws  attention  to 
three  interesting  changes  affecting  the  position 
of  agriculture.     The  first  is  the  system  of  peas- 
ant  proprietorship   in   place   of   the   old   com- 
munal holdings.     The  second  is  the  advance  of 
education  through  agricultural  schools,  orgaii- 
ized  experiment,  and  research;  and  the  third  is 
the  adoption  of  modern  methods.     A  compari- 
son with  the  United  States  here  suggests  itself. 
All  these  things  the  United  States  have;  yet, 
as  we  had  occasion  to  observe  the  other  day, 
agriculture  is  practically  stationary  there.     The 
great  difference    between    the    two  countries_ 
seems  to  be  that  Russia  possesses  a  native  rural 
population   spread   all   over   the   country   and 
traditionally  attached   to   the  soil.      But  what 
will  happen  when  urban   industries  and  loco- 
motion develop  and  the  town  calls,  remains  to 
to  be  seen. 

INCREASING  INDUSTRY 
"The  change  is  still  in  an  early  stage,  which 
is  what  makes  Russia  so  interesting  to  watch 
from  a  broad  social  and  economic  point    of 
view;  but  it  is  going  on.     There  has  been  a 
rapid  expansion  of  ananufactures,  of  v.'hich  tex- 
tiles are  the  most  important  branch.     Cotton 
takes  the  first  place,  and  has  already  reached 
a  point  which  makes  the  Ru.ssian  cotton  mills 
a  substantial  item  in  the  world's  'production, 
with  eight  and  a  half  million  spindles  and  2  13.- 
000  looms.      The  industry  is  carried   on  with 
the  most  modern  appliances,  and   Russia  can 
boast  of  same  ot  the  finest  mills  in  existence. 
The  metal  industries  are  much  less  advanced; 
but   the  production  of  iron  and  steel  has    in- 
creased  rapidly,   and  some  of  the  steel  works 
include  rolling  mills  which  put  out  a  great  deal 
of  railway  material.      Machinery  seems  to  be 
almost  wholly  imported,  but  the  Government 
are  fostering  the  home  production  of  agricul- 
tural machinery,  for  which  there  is  the  greatest 

demand. 

"Concomitant   with  all   this  activity  is  the 
development  of  coal  mining  and  of  railways. 
The  railways,  which  are  mainly  State  concerns, 
seem  to  be  more  backward  and  sluggish  ihan 
any   other   branch    of    enterprise.        Forestry, 
lumber,    furs,    fisheries,    and    home-handicrafts 
are   all  well  looked    after,    and    many  ot'.ier 
things;  but  the  railways,  which  should  feed  and 
vivify  them  all,  are  singularly  inadequate.    We 
shallnot  know  of  what  Russia  is  capable  uMil 
the  means  of  locomotion  are  brought  up  t--  i' 
standard  more  commensurate  with  the  n.'tural 
resources  and  the  population.     The  waterways 
are  the  principal  channels  of  transport,  and  in 
the  navigable  rivers  Russia  has  a  great  natural 
asset,

"The  trade  in  agricultural  implements  and 
machinery  in  Russia  is  growing  enormously 
every  year,"  writes  Mr.  D.  Artzibasheff. 

"In  the  very  considerable  literatin-e  on  this 
subject  an  honorable  place  is  given  to  Brilisii 
products.    It  was  machinery  imported  from  the 
United   Kingdom   that  first  made  Russian  far- 
mers acquainted  with  modern  inventions.  Thus. 
for  instance,  at  all  the  exhibitions  before    the 
'eighties  of  the  last  century  the  ploughs    pro- 
duced by  Howard,  Ransome.s,  Page  and  Horns- 
by,  drills  made  by  Smith  and  Garrett,  thresh- 
ers and  portable    engines    by    Clayton,    Ran- 
somes,  and  Garrett,  were  always  in  the  front 
rank  for  efficiency,  and  were  particularly  fa\- 
ored  by  Russian  farmers.     The  historical  South 
Russian   or    Little    Russian   plough    was   trans- 
formed and  adapted  to  modern  conditions   by 
the  combined  efforts  of  the  Russian  works  of 
Jones  Hoehn  and  the  English  works  of  Ran- 
somes  and   Howard.     The  limitless  steppes  of 
Southern  Russia  were  first  tilled  by  the  famous 
Ransomes  'Novorossiysky'  plough  and  Howard 
'Anglo-Bolgar'  plough,  and  since  then  the  pro- 
duction and   export   of   Russian  grain  has  in- 
creased tenfold."

A  NOVA  SCOTIA  ADMIRAL 
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Recent   reports  from   Constantiuopie  have 
told  of  the  valorous  naval  exploits  of  one  Ad- 
miral Bucknam,  or  Bucknam  Pasha,  the    only 
Ottoman  sea  dog  who  has  been  able  to  cope 
successfully  with  Turkey's  enemies.       Nor  is 
this    remarkable,    because    "Rans"    Bucknam, 
who  was  appointed  naval  adviser  and  aide-de- 
camp to   His  Imperial   Majesty  the  Sultan  of 
Turkey  nine  years  ago,    on   April    1<),     1904, 
and  wlio  has  been  on  the  job  ever  since,  is  the 
same  daring    and    fearless    "Rans"  Bucknam 
who  used  to  command  merchant  vessels,  both 
steam  and  sail,  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  along 
the    Atlantic   and   Pacific   Coasts.        Bucknarn 
"Pasha"  rnight  be  de.scribed    as    a    Canadian 
Yankee,  for  lie  was  born   at   Hansport,   Nova 
Scotia,  some  forty-four  years  ago,  but  removed 
v/ith    his   parents   to    Maine,    when    an    infant. 
After    absorbing    some  bookish    education     at 
Buckport,  Me.,  and  in  Jefferson  County,  N.Y., 
the  future   Turkish   admiral  ran   away   to  sea 
when  fourteen,  and  ever  since  has  been  a  wan- 
derer on  the  face  of  the  deeps.     His  first  long 
voyage  was  on  a  sailing  ship  to  Australia.  Later 
he' commanded  a    fleet    of    freighters  on  the 
Great  Lakes.     He  v/as  still  a  young  man  when 
he  was  given  the  job  of  marine  superintendent 
of  a  big  Philadelphia  shipyard,  and  command- 
ed one  of  Uncle  Sam's  warships  on  its  trial 
trip.     In  1904  the  shipyard  completed  a  cruiser 
for  the  Turkish    Government,    and    Bucknam 
took  it  across  the  pond.     Abdijl  Hamid  invited 
him  to  remain  as  naval  adviser  at  a  salary  of 
$12,000,  and  Bucknam  accepted,  and  received 
his  commission  as  admiral  nine  years  ago  to- 
day.    Abdul  won  the  admiration  of  the  Nova 
Scotian,  who  has  always  insisted  that  the  de- 
posed  Sultan   was  much   better  than   he  has 
been  painted,  and  his  Majesty  liked  "Rans"  be- 
cause of  his  integrity.    On  one  occasion  Buck- 
nam spent  several  months  in  a  hospital  because 
of  his  honesty,  having  been  sandbagged  by  fel- 
low admirals  whose  grafts  he  had  exposed.  He 
didn't  get  along    very    well    with  the  Young 
Turks,  but,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with 
Italy,  he  forgot  his  differences  and  fought  vali- 
antly for  his  adopted  land.

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A  CHAT  ABOUT  VANCOUVER  ISLAND 
FISHING 

(By  Richard  L.  Pocock) 
Fishing  on  Vancouver  Island.?  A  large  and 
somewhat  difficult  subject  to  write  about. 
Large,  because  the  country  is  on  a  large  scale, 
the  waters  are  on  a  large  scale,  and  the  fish 
that  are  in  them  are  also  on  a  laree  scale  and 
in  large  numbers,  difficult  because  to  tell  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth  about  British  Columbia  fishing  in' general 
and  Vancouver  Island  fishing  in  particular,  is 


difficult  to  coax  them  from  their  cannibalistic 
orgy  with^  his  artificial  fly,  but,  with  a  small 
spoon  the  size  of  his  thumb-nail  fished  on  fly 
taclcle  without  a  lead  or  weight  of  any  kind  at 
all,  he  will  find  that  he  will  be  able  to  get 
sport  little,  if  any,  inferior  to  fly-fishing. 

The  best  time  for  this  kind  of  fishing  in 
the  salt  water  is  at  the  lower  stages  of  the  tide, 
either  ebb  or  flow.  When  the  tide  is  up,  the 
fish  are  up,  and  it  pays  to  follow  them  into 
the  pools.

affording  regularly  most  excellent  sport  to  all' 
and  sundry  anglers  who  have  access  to  them 
without  let  or  hindrance  save  the  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  the  fish  in  their  spawning 
seasons.  With  the  continued  good  work  be- 
ing done  by  our  Government  in  improving  the 
existing  roads  (and  the  motorist  will  tell  you 
we  have  some  of  the  best)  and  in  opening  up 
other  fine  highways  on  the  Island,  the  angler 
who  is  fortunate  enough  to  own  a  motor  car 
finds  available  to  him  without  hardship  or  any 
difficulties  of  travel  opportunities  for  sport 
which  are  surely  unsurpassed  in  any  country 
of  the  world. 

He  can  take  his  choice  of  lake,  river  and 
estuary  fishing,  and  provided  he  knows  just  a 
little  about  the  game,  he  can  fill  his  creel  eas- 
ily and  often. 

Generalities  are  unconvincing.  The  fisher- 
man is  always  anxious  to  get  down  to  business, 
80  let  us  see  more  particularly  what  we  have 
here  to  offer  him. 

Let  us  take  trout-fishing  first,  and  by  trout 
I   mean   all  those    fish    which   are  popularly 
styled  trout,  pace  the  scientific  men  who  may 
tell  you  that  some  of  them  are  not  trout  at  all, 
but  should  be  called  char.     Personally,  I  must 
confess  to  not  being    very    interested   in  the 
scientific  distinctions  of  species;  if  a  fish  looks 
like  a  trout  in  and  out  of  the  water,  when  either 
on  or  off  my  hook,  I  do  not  care  very  much 
to  argue  with  you  as  to  whether  he  is  a  trout 
or  a  char,  or  whether  he  is  a  cut-throat  trout, 
a  sea-trout,  a  brook  trout,  a  rainbow  trout,  a 
lake  trout,  or  any  other  old  trout.     I  have  seen 
many  fish,  which  have  been  variously  named 
by  equally  expert  fishermen   as  belonging  to 
one  or  other  of  these  varieties,  and  the^uestion 
■  which  always  comes  uppermost  with  me  is,  did 
he  give  good  sport?      If  so,  what's  the  odds 
whether  we  call  him  a  sea-trout  or  a  rainbow? 
Undoubtedly  all  the  trout  on  the  Island.which 
are  not  cut  off  from  the  sea  by  insuperable 
physicar  obstacles,  migrate  to  the  salt  water  in 
their  seasons,  and  ascend  the  fresh  waters  to 
spawn  just  as  do  the  salmon,  and  lucky  is  the 
man   who   happens  to   hit  the  lower   reaches 
of  a  river  when  the  big  run  of  sea-trout  is  on. 
June  is  the  best   month,   speaking  generally, 
for  sport  with  sea-trout,  and  they  will  be  found 
in  numbers  in  every  estuary  and  bay  on  the 
coast  where  there  is  any  fresh  water  entering 
the  sea,  and  they  take  a  fly  greedily.     In  most 
of  the  bays  at  river  mouths  there  will  be  found 
patches  of  long  green  ribbon  weed,  sea  grass 
I  call  it,  I  do  not  know  the  scientific  name  for 
It,  it's  the  stuff  the  brent    feed    on.       When 
the  tide  is  low,  and  the  weed  begins  to  show 
on  the  surface,  tiie  wily, angler,  w^ho  carefully 
manoeuvres  his  boat  along  the  edge  of  these 
weed  patches,  and  casts  a  March  Brown  or  a 
Coachman   as  near  the  edge  of  them   as  he 
can  without  getting  in  them,  will  take  many 
a  fine  sea-trout,  and   of  an   average   size   ol 
which  he  will  have  no  need  to  be  ashamed. 
There  will  be  few  under  a  pound  weight,  one- 
and-a-half  to  two-pounders  will  be  the  most 
frequent  victims,  three-pounders  by  no  means 
rare,  and  there  will  always  be  a  good  chance 
of  his  having  to  try  conclusions  with  fish  quite 
a  lot  larger.     I  have  many  tinies  caught  in  this 
way  two  or  three  fish  of  over  four  pounds 
each  in  one  day.    The  biggest  I  ever  landed  on 
the  fly  I  had  no  means  of  weighing,  but  he 
measured  exactly  twenty-four  inches  from  the 
snout  lo  the  root  of  the  tail  fin,  so  that,  as  he 
was  in  the  pink  of  condition,  I  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  saying,   and   believing  mvself  at  any 
rate,  that  he  would  have  pulled  the  scale  down 
to  beyond  the  six-pound  mark. 

Occasionally  it  happens  that  the  angler  will 
strike  a  river-mouth  where  there  is  an  over- 
abundance of  salmon  fry,  on  which  the  big 
trout  are  gorging.     In  this  case  he  may  find  it

fish  are  running  in  the  lower  reaches;  as  they 
work  their  way  higher  up  the  rivers,  conditions 
change,  for  one  thing  they  are  not  as  a  rule 
so  greedy  for  food;  between  meal-times,  at  any 
jate,  they  may  want  a  little  coaxing,  they  may 
not  care  to  feed,  except  perhaps  at  an  early 
breakfast  hour  or  a  late  supper,  but,  as  a  rule,

V:  Trout-fishing  does  not  open  here  until 
March  2Sth,  which,  is  amply  soon  enough  foJ 
the  other  kinds  of  trout,  but  our .  friend  the 
steelhead  makes  his  run  from  the  sea  in  the 
winter.  The  rivers  are  full  of  him  as  early  as 
January,  indeed  the  hat(ihery  man  begins  to 
get  in  his  harvest  of  steelhead  eggs  in  that 
month,  and  reaps  the  big  crop  in  March,  so 
that  it  is  obvious  that  we  are  waiting  to  fish 
for  him  until  a  season  when  he  is  beginning 
to  deteriorate.  This  is  probably  the  reason 
why  in  the  past  the  steelhead  has  not  been 
given  his  due  meed  of  recognition  as  a  sport- 
ing fish.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
steelhead  is  one  of  the  best  sport-giving  fish 
that  swims,  fished  for  in  the  right  manner  and 
at  the  right  time.  In  the  SummefTi  when  he 
is  wasted  and  lean  from  his  matrimonial  wor- 
ries, he  is  a  very  different  fish  from  the  bright 
fat  silvery  beauty  fresh-run  from  the  sea. 

Of  course  the  run  is  not  all  over  by  the 
end  of  March,  and  the  man  who  sallies  forth 
with  a  good  salmon  fly-rod,  stout  casts  and  a 
supply  of  good-sized  salmon  flies,  and  fishes  the 
pools  in  the  river,  where  there  are  natural  rest- 
ing places,  will  have  the  time  of  his  life  hook- 
ing and  playing  these  living  streaks, of  light- 
ning.    The  opinion  has  been  expressed  by  ex- 
perienced   Atlantic    salmon    anglers    that  the 
steelhead  can  make  an  Atlantic  salmon  take  a 
back  seat  when  it  comes  to  a  fight  with  the  en- 
thusiastic angler.     Occasionally  steelheads  are 
caught  by  anglers  when  they  are  fishing  for 
other  kinds  of  trout  on  light  tackle,  but  not 
very  many  when  they  are  in  their  fresh  sea-run 
condition.     To  have  success  with  them  then  it 
is  advisable  to  arm  oneself  as  if  for  salmon, 
and  to  fish  the  fly  as  a  salmon  fly  is  fished, 
well  sunk,  and  then  look  out,  there  will  be  no 
sulking  when  Mr.  Steelhead  feels  the  hook,  he 
will  be  off  like  a  flasli  and  half  way  up  the 
river  before  you  have  time  to  realize  that  he 
is  on,   and  the  tackle  must  be  in  shape  and 
everything   running  free   or  the  result  will  be 
disaster.     I  shall  never  forget  my  first  experi- 
ence with  steelheads,  fly-fishing  in  fresh  water. 
1  had  a  good  stout  Old  Country  salmon  rod 
and  was  fishing  in  the  company  of  an  experi- 
enced    Atlantic     salmon    fly    fisherman.        I 
watched  him  play  and   helped   him  land   two 
fine      fish  of      about     eight       and      twelve 
pounds'  weight,  without  getting  a  touch  my- 
self.    Then  he  went  off  to  breakfast  at  the 
hotel,    leaving  me  to  persevere  alone  in   my 
efforts;   he  had   hardly  gone  before  1   had   a 
strike,  I  n^de  a  strike,  and  I  broke  my  top  joint 
while  the  fish  went  free;  I  made  feverish  ef- 
forts to   temporarily   repair   the   mischief,    but 
the  rod,  being  ferrule-jointed,  and  broken  off 
short   at   the   ferrule,   I   merely  succeeded    by 
my  frantic  efforts  in  breaking  off  the  blade  of 
my  pocket-knife  also.      Time  being  precious, 
and  the  fish  evidently  on  the  take,  impatience 
got  the  better  of  my  discretion,   and    I   bor- 
rowed my  friend's  rod  in  his  absence,  which 
he  had  left  on  the  bank  of  the  river  (the  Cowi- 
chan),   and  started  in  again.     At  the  second 
or  third   cast   there   was  another   strike,     my 
nerves  by  this  time  had  gone  completely  to 
pot  in   my  excitemer^,   I  answered  the  strike 
by  another,  far  too  .vigorous,  and  the  fish  left 
in  my  hands  another  broken  rod.     I  was  filled 
with  shame  and  disgust  at  my  own  clumsiness, 
but  mana-ged  somehow  to  fix  up  the  top  joint 
of  my  own  rod,  and  almost  immediately  hook- 
ed another  fish;  this  time  I  let  him  strike  him- 
self, and  my  friend  arrived  just  in  time  to  see 
me  land  my  first  steelhead,  a  fish  of  about  ten 
pound*    weight.     Being  as  good  a    sportsman 
as  a  fisherman,  his  satisfaction  at  my  getting 
the  fish  was  greater  than  his  annoyance  at  my 
breaking  his  rod,  in  fact,  if  he  were  artnoyed 
at  all.  he  did  not  show  it,  and  we  left  the  pool 
with  three  fish  weiifhinf  tWrty  pounds  to  bal-

land  wafers,  the  character  of  jfcSll' la  fly- 
takers  is  excellent,  of  course  irybii  want  to 
try  conclusions  with  some  of  the  big  lake  trout 
of  our  larger  lakes,  trolling  will  be  the  method 
to  adopt,  but  as  a  general  rule  be  very  chary 
of  accepting  the  statements  of  any  one  who 
may  tell  you  that  the  fish  of  any  particular 
water  will  not  at  any  certain  time  take  the 

fly. 

The  man  who  is  out  after  fish  and  fish 
alone,  and  takes  bis  chief  delight  in  displaying 
them  in  numbers  as  proof  of  his  prowess,  is 
not  the  man  who  knows  the  delight  of  the 
fly-fisherman  in  studying  the  nature  and  habits 
of  his  quarry  rather  more  closely,  and  cir- 
cumventing them  by  more  artistic  and  cleanly 
methods.    ■/'' 

In  certain  of  our  smaller  lakes  hundreds, 
nay  thousands,  of  trout  are  caught  by  trollers 
who  use  a  big  salmon  spoon,  which  attracts 
the  fish  from  the  deeper  water  by  reflection 
of  the  light,  a  fo^ot  di-  mOrfc'behind  this  "reflec- 
tor," as  some  of  them  will  call  it,  they  have 
a  worm,  and  you  can  guess  the  rest;  they  will 
tell  you  that  When'  they' are  doing  this  the  fish 
would  not  take  a  fly,  maybe  the  fish  they  catch 
would  not,  but,  by  watching  the  weedy  patches 
near  the  shore,  sooner  or  later  a  school  of 
feeding  fish  will  be  found,  and,  even  in  the 
hottest  weather,  a  small  fly  on  the  finest 
tackle  will  do  execution  in  such  a  place.  As 
a  rule  the  trout  in  these  smaller  lakes  do  not 
average  very  large.  Undoubtedly  the  best  fly- 
fishing is  in  the  rivers,  and  not  the  lakes,  but 
first-class  sport  is  to  be  had  in  either  accord- 
ing to  taste  and  athletic  ability.  In  the  rivers, 
waders  are  almost  a  necessity,  from  the  nature 
of  the  country,  as  the  streams  flow  for  the 
most  part  between  thickly  wooded  banks  al- 
lowing in  most  places  little  or  no  room  for 
the  back  cast  unless  one  wades  out- into  the 
stream. 

Not  even  a  mere  "chat"  about  Vancouver 
Island  fishing  should  be  completed  without  a 
blow  at  the  old  untruthful  dictum  that  the  Pa- 
cific salmon  will  not  take  a  fly.  The  man 
who  knows  how  and  where  to  use  a  salmon 
fly  will  find  himself  able  to  kill  many  and  large 
fish  in  the  suitable  waters  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land. The  trouble  has  been  that  the  veriest 
tyro  can  without  any  difficulty  catch  all  kinds 
of  cohoe  salmon,  and  not  a  few  Springs  in  the 
.salt  water  with  a  big  spoon,  armed  with  a  cor- 
respondingly big  hook  at, the  end  of  a  young 
rope,  and  such  a  proceeding  affords  those  who 
like  it  very  excellent  sport,  but  what  is  good 
sport  to  one  is  poor  sport  to  another,  the  man 
who  has  once  tried  conclusions  with  the  king 
of  game  fish  in  a  river  with  fly  tackle  will  find 
it^a  very  poor  imitation  to  haul  in  the  same 
fish  hand  over  hand  from  the  sea,  where,  if 
the  tackle  is  only  strong  enough,  the  fish 
stands  no  fighting  chance.  Such  a  man  will 
take  more  delight  in  landing  one  good  fish  in 
a  river,  where  all  his  skill  and  strength  are 
brought  into  play  before  the  fish  is  gra-ssed, 
than  in  hauling  a  dozen  ignominiously  into 
a  boat  at  the  end  of  a  hand-line,  or  even  on 
a  rod  where  a  fish  has  the  whole  ocean  to  run 
in,  and  it  is  all  open  water  with  no  obstacles 
in  his  favor. 

To  tell  such  a  man  that  the  salmon  of  this 
country  will  not  take  a  fly,  if  he  believe  it, 
is  to  almost  entirely  destroy  his  interest  in  the 
salmon,  but  if  he -be  an  experienced  fisher- 
man, wbo  has  caught  salmon  with  the  fly  in 
other  countries,  and  you  whisper  to  him  that 
the  fallacy  was  started  through  ignorance,  and 
let  him  try  for  himself  the  methods  he  has 
been  accustomed  to  in  other  waters,  he  will 
speedily  change  his  mind. 

The  trout  fisherman  who  has  never  seen 
any  fly-fishing  for  salmon,  and  who  tried  the 
methods  he  has  been  accustomed  to  use  for 
trout,  will  be  doomed  to  disappointment,  -but 
he  has  no  right  to  go  away  saying  that  the  sal- 


mon or  the  country  will  not  take  a  fly  merely 
because  they  would  not  take  his  fly.  His 
procedure  was  probably  altogether  wrong.  It 
is  still  a  disputed  point  as  to  whether  salmon 
feed  in  fresh  water  at  all,  certainly  it  is  agreed 
that  they  do  not  get  any  nourishment  from 
what  they  take  in  the, nature  of  food  in  the 
rivers.  J^y  own  pet  theory  is  that  they  take  it 
out  of  "devilment"  or  irritation  at  being  disturb- 
ed in  their  love-making.  Certain  it  is  that  they 
run  to  the  fresh  water  simply  in  order  to  spawn. 
Now  the  trout  fisherman  who  fishes  with  the 
artificial  fly  does  it  with  the  ii||i^i^  induct 
the  trout  to  mistake  his  fly  for*ttmirvl  foo 
ther.efpre^  he.^oes  iiii^M^  tp  B^^^  it  |p  thjp.

pugnacity  or  greed.  Our  methods  are  ther^f 
fore  totally  different  to  those  of  the  trout  fly- 
fisherman.  There  is  no  need  to  let  the  fly 
fall  lightly  on  the  surface,  on  the  contrary,  let 
it  fall  with  a  good  smack  at  the  end  of  a 
straight  line,  so  that  it  will  speedily  sink  to  as 
near  as  possible  the  level  of  the  fish,  without 
a  belly  in  the  line,  if  the  line  is  not  straight, 
the  bite  will  not  be  felt,  and  the  fly  will  be 
ejected  without  our  even  knowing  that  there 
has  been  a  fish  at  it. 

The  great  secret  in  salmon  fishing  is  to 
sink  the  fly  well,  and  keep  a  straight  line.  The 
man  who  knows  how  to  do  this,  and  knows  the 
kind  of  water  to  do  it  in,  will  soon  be  con- 
vinced of  the  fallacy  of  the  old  dictum  that 
the  Pacific  salmon  will  not  take  a  fly.  Here 
on  Vancouver  Island  we  have  many  ve;y  suit- 
able rivers  for  fly-fishing  for  salmon,  and  those 
who' are  in  the  know  take  full  advantage  of  the 
fact,  but  they  do  not  drop  their  flies  lightly 
on  the  surface,  expecting  the  salmon  to  leap 
greedily  at  them,  and  they  do  not  fish  in  pools 
which  are  not  natural  resting-places  for  the 
running  fish. 

In  corroboration  of  the  above  I  should  like 
to  be  allowed  to  quote  from  the  official  British 
Columbia  pamphlet  on  the  "Game  Fish  of 
British  Columbia,"  written  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bab- 
cock,  when  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Fisheries 
for  the  Province.  He  says:  "It  is  often  stat- 
ed that  the  Pacific  salmon  do  not  take  a  fly, 
but  having  caught  both  the  Spring  and  Cohoe 
salmon  in  the  Province  the  writer  feels  justi- 
fied in  denying  this  statement  Trolling  with 
rod  and  line  in  fresh  and  salt  waters  is,  how- 
ever, the  favorite  method  in  use  amongst 
anglers  for  catching  salmon  in  the  Province. 
Few  anglers  appear  to  have  sufficient  patience 
to  try  for  salmon  with  a  fly,  possibly  because 
trolling  produces  many  more  fish  with  much 
less  effort.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  same 
amount  of  energy  and  persistence  one  sees 
displayed  on  Eastern  Canadian,  English,  and 
Scotch  salmon  rivers,  by  anglers  who  have  to 
depend  on  the  fly  to  take  the  fish,  would  raise 
an  equal  number  of  salmon  in  the  estuaries 
and  rivers  of  British  Columbia." 

1  have  only  one  criticism  to  make  on  this 
statement  of  Mr.  Babcock;  instead  of  an 
"equal"  number  I  should  have  written  a 
"greater  number,'.' 

.  Every  man  to  his  taste,  the  man  who  wants 
good  fly-fishing  can  get  it  here  with  ease  in 
lake,  river  or  salt  water.  The  man  who  is  less 
energetic  and  likes  to  fish  from  a  boat  can  do 
so  with  certainty  of  sport  amid  the  most  beau- 
tiful surroundings  of  Nature's  scenery.  The 
motorist  can  travel  over  good  roads  to  the 
very  banks  of  some  of  the  best  salmon  and 
trout  rivers  on  the  continent,  and  the  more 
strenuous  individual,  who  likes  to  get  right  into 
the  secret  pleasure  gardens  of  Nature,  away 
from  his  feliow-men  can  "hike  for  the  woods" 
and  cast  his  line  where  the  fish  ^re  innocent 
of  the  wiles  of  the  tackle  shop,  and  not  over 
particular  whether  he  has  on  the  most  exquis- 
ite specimen  of  the  fly-tier's  art,  or  just  a  little 
hit  of  his  old  bandana  handkerchief  decorated 
maybe  with  a  bit  of  grouse  feather. 

This  little  chat  on  Vancouver  Island  fishing 
is  necessarily  very  sketchy,  but,  having  "been 
there"  I  can  wish  the  old  angler's  wish  to  any, 
who  read  it,  and  come  here  to  try  their  luck, 
with  a  feeling  of  perfect  confidence  that  what 
I  v.'ish  them  will  be  realized — "Ti^ht  lines!"

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A  CHAT  ABOUT  VANCOUVER  ISLAND 
FISHING 


(By  Richard  L.  Pocock) 
Fishing  on  Vancouver  Island  ?     A  large  and 
somewhat    difficult    subje'ct    to    write    about. 
Large,  because  the  country  is  on  a  large  scale, 
the  waters  are  on  a  large  scale,  and  the  fish 
that  are  in  them  are  also  on  a  large  scale  and 
in  large  numbers,  difficult  because  to  tell  the' 
truth,   the   whole   truth,    and  nothing   but   the 
truth  about  British  Columbia  fishing  in  general 
and  Vancouver  Island  fishing  in  particular,  i|^ 
to  tell  a  decidedly  "fishy"  story,  which  is  app 
to  be  very  Ijberally  discounted  by  the  iwfjai^:

hand,  there  are  well-lcnown  i^Tvers'  arid  latces 
within  easy  reach  of  the  towns  which  have 
been  flogged  cruelly  for  years  by  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  fishermen,  and  which  are  still 
affording  regularly  most  excellent  r.port  to  all 
and  sundry  anglers  who  have  access  to  them 
without  let  or  hindrance  save  the  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  the  fish  in  their  spawning 
seasons.  With  the  continued  good  work  be- 
ing done  by  our  Government  in  improving  the 
existing  roads  (and  the  motorist  will  tell  you 
we  have  some  of  the  best)  and  in  opening  up 
other  fine  highways  on  the  Island,  the  angler 
who  is  fortunate  enough  to  own  a  motor  car 
finds  available  to  him  without  hardship  or  any 
difficulties  of  travel  opportunities  for  sport 
which  are  surely  unsurpassed  in  any  country 
of  the  world. 

He  can  take  his  choice  of  lake,  river  and 
estuary  fishing,  and  provided  he  knows  juSt  a 
little  about  the  game,  he  can  fill  his  creel  eas- 
ily and  often. 

-Generalities  are  unconvincing.  The  fisher- 
man is  always  anxious  to  get  down  to  business, 
so  let  us  see  more  particularly  what  we  have 
here  to  offer  him. 

Let  us  take  trout-fishing  first,  and  by  trout 
I  mean  all  those  fish  which  are  popularly 
styled  trout,  pace  the  scientific  men  who  may 
tell  you  that  some  of  them  are  not  trout  at  all, 
but  should  be  called  char.  Personally,  I  must 
confess  to  not  being  very  interested  in  the 
scientific  distinctions  of  species;  if  a  fish  looks 
like  a  trout  in  and  out  of  the  water,  when  either 
on  or  off  my  hook,  1  do  not  care  very  much 
to  argue  with  you  as  to  whether  he  is  a  trout 
or  a  char,  or  whether  he  is  a  cut-throat  trout, 
a  sea-trout,  a  brook  trout,  a  rainbow  trout,  a 
lake  trout,  or  any  other  old  trout.  I  have  seen 
many  fish,  which  have  been  variously  named 
by  equally  expert  fishermen  as  belonging  to 
one  or  other  of  these  varieties,  and  the^uestion 
which  always  comes  uppermost  with  me  is,  did 
he  give  good  sport?  If  so,  what's  the  odds 
whether  we  call  him  a  sea-trout  or  a  rainbow? 
Undoubtedly  all  the  trout  on  the  Island,which 
are  not  cut  off  from  the  sea  by  insuperable 
physical  obstacles,  migrate  to  the  salt  water  in 
their  seasons,  and  ascend  the  fresh  waters  to 
spawn  just  as  do  the  salmon,  and  lucky  is  the 
man  who  happens  to  hit  the  lower  reaches 
of  a  river  when  the  big  run  of  sea -trout,  is  on. 
June  is  the  best  month,  speaking  generally, 
for  sport  with  sea-trout,  and  they  will  be  found 
in  numbers  in  every  estuary  and  bay  on  the 
coast  where  there  is  any  fresh  water  entering 
the  sea,  and  they  take  a  fly  greedily.  In  most 
of  the  bays  at  river  mouths  there  will  be  found 
patches  of  long  green  ribbon  weed,  sea  grass 
I  call  it,  I  do  not  know  the  scientific  name  for 
It,  it's  the  stuff  the  brent  feed  on.  When 
the  tide  is  low,  and  the  weed  begins  to  show 
on  the  surface,  tlie  wily  angler,  wfio  carefully 
manoeuvres  his  boat  along  the  edge  of  these 
weed  patches,  and  casts  a  March  Brown  or  a 
Coachman  as  near  the  edge  of  them  as  he 
can  without  getting  in  them,  will  take  many 
a  fine  sea-trout,  and  of  an  average  size  ol 
which  he  will  have  no  need  to  be  ashamed. 
There  will  be  few  under  a  pound  weight,  one- 
and-a-half  to  two-pounders  will  be  the  most 
frequent  victims,  three-pounders  by  no  means 
rare,  and  there  will  always  be  a  good  chance 
of  his  having  to  try  conclusions  with  fish  quite 
a  lot  larger.  I  have  many  tinies  caught  in  this 
way  two  or  three  fish  of  over  four  pounds 
each  in  one  day.  The  big^^est  I  ever  landed  on 
the  fly  I  had  no  means  of  weighing,  but  he 
measured  exactly  twenty-four  inches  from  the 
snout  to  the  root  of  the  tail  fin,  so  that,  as  he 
was  in  the  pink  of  condition,  I  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  saying,  and  believing  myself  at  any 
rate,  that  lie  would  have  pulled  the  scale  down 
to  beyond  the  six-pound  mark. 

Occasionally  it  happens  that  the  angler  will 
strllcc  a-  river-mouth  where  there  is  4n  over- 
abundance of  salmon  fry,  on  which  the  big 
trout  are  gorging.    In  this  case  he  may  fittd  it 


difficult  to  coax  them  from  their  cannibalistic 
orgy  with  his  artificial  fly,  but,  with  a  small 
spoon  the  size  of  his  thumb-nail  fished  on  fly 
tackle  without  a  lead  or  weight  of  any  kind  at 
all,  he  will  find  that  he  wil'l  be  able  to  get 
sport  little,  if  any,  inferior  to  fly-fishing. 

The  best  time  for  this  kind  of  fishing  in 
the  salt  water  is  at  the  lower  stages  of  the  tide, 
either  ebb  or  flow.  When  the  tide  is  up,  the 
fish  are  up,  and  it  pays  to  follow  them  into 
the  pools..  As  a  general  law  of  se.a-trout  fish- 
ing it  can  be  laid  down  that,  when  the  tide  is

ernment  of  the'Jtt^|fli|p^'it  as  sudh,  and 
rather  unfortunaw^  *'«t*,^«S' it  precludes  the 
lawftil  fishing  for  it  just  at  the  time  when  it  is 
in  its  best  condition. 

Trout-fishing  does  not  open  here  until 
March  25th,  which  is  amply  soon  enough  foi 
the  other  kinds  of  trout,  but  our  friend  the 
steelhead  makes  his  run  from  the  sea  in  the 
winter.  The  rivers  are  full  of  him  as  early  as 
January,  indeed  the  hatchery  man  begins  to 
get  in  his  harvest  of  steelhead  eggs  in  that 
month,  and  reaps  the  big  crop  in  March,  so 
that  it  is  obvious  that  we  are  waiting  to  fish 
for  him  until  a  season  when  he  is  beginning 
to  deteriorate.  This  is  probably  the  reason 
why  in  the  past  the  steelhead  has  not  been 
given  his  due  meed  of  recognition  as  a  sport- 
ing fish.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
steelhead  is  one  of  the  best  sport-giving  fish 
that  swims,  fished  for  in  the  right  manner  and 
at  the  right  time.  In  the  Summer,  when  he 
is  wasted  and  lean  from  his^matrimonial  wor- 
ries, he  is  a  very  differe!Tt~fish  from  the  bright 
fat  silvery  beauty  fresh-run  from  the  sea. 

Of  course  the  run  is  not  all  over  by  the 
end  of  March,  and  the  man  who  sallies  forth 
with  a  good  salmon  fly-rod,  stout  casts  and  a 
supply  of  good-sized  salmon  flies,  and  fishes  the 
pools  in  the  river,  where  there  are  natural  rest- 
ing places,  will  have  the  time  of  his  life  hook- 
ing and  playing  these  living  streaks  of  light- 
ning. The  opinion  has  been  expressed  by  ex- 
perienced-Atlantic salmon  anglers  that  the 
steelhead  can  make  an  Atlantic  salmon  take  a 
back  seat  when  it  comes  to  a  fight  with  the  en- 
thusiastic angler.  Occasionally  steelheads  are 
caught  by  anglers  when  they  are  fishing  for 
other  kinds  of  trout  on  light  tackle,  but  not 
very  many  when  they  are  in  their  fresh  sea-run 
condition.  To  have  success  with  them  then  it 
is  advisable  to  arm  oneself  as  if  for  salmon, 
and  to  fish  the  fly  as  a  salmon  fly  is  fished, 
well  sunk,  and  then  look  out,  there  will  be  no 
sulking  when  Mr.  Steelhead  feels  the  hook,  he 
will  be  off  like  a  flash  and  half  way  up  the 
river  before  you  have  time  to  realize  that  he 
is  on,  and  the  tackle  must  be  in  shape  and 
everything  running  free  or  the  result  will  be 
disaster.  I  shall  never  forget  my  first  experi- 
ence with  steelheads,  fly-fishing  in  fresh  water. 
I  had  a  good  stout  Old  Country  salmon  rod 
and  v^as  fishing  in  the  company  of  an  experi- 
enced Atlantic  salmon  fly  fisherman.  1 
watched  him  play  and  helped  him  land  two 
fine  fish  of  about  eight  and  twelve 
pounds'  weight,  without  getting  a  touch  my- 
self. Then  he  went  off  to  breakfast  at  the 
hotel,  leaving  me  to  persevere  alone  in  my 
efforts;  he  had  hardly  gone  before  1  had  a 
strike,  I  n^^de  a  strike,  and  1  broke  my  top  joint 
while  the  fish  went  free;  I  made  feverish  ef- 
forts to  temporarily  repair  the  fiiischief,  but 
the  rod,  being  ferrule-jointed,  and  broken  off 
short  at  the  ferrule,  I  merely  succeeded  by 
my  frantic  efforts  in  breaking  off  the  blade  of 
my  pocket-knife  also.  Time  being  precious, 
and  the  fish  evidently  on  the  take,  impatience 
got  the  better  of  my  discretion,  and  I  bor- 
rowed my  friend's  rod  in  his  absence,  which 
he  had  left  on  the  bank  of  the  river  (the  Cowi- 
chan),  and  started  in  again.  At  the  second 
or  third  cast  there  was  another  strike,  my 
nerves  by  this  time  had  gone  completely  to 
pot  in  my  excitement,  I  answered  the  strike 
by  another,  far  too  .vigorous,  and  the  fish  left 
in  my  hands  another  broken  rod.  I  was  filled 
with  shame  and  disgust  at  my  own  clumsiness, 
but  managed  somehow  to  fix  up  the  top  joint 
of  my  own  rod,  and  almost  immediately  hook- 
ed another  fish;  this  time  I  let  him  strike  him- 
self, and  my  friend  arrived  Just  in  time  to  see 
me  land  my  first  steelhead,  a  fish  of  about  ten 
pounds  weight.  Being  as  good  a  sportsman 
ais  a  fisherman,  his  satisfaction  af  my  getting 
the  fish  was  greater  than  his  annoyance  at  my 
breaking  his  rod,  in  fact,  if  he  were  annoyed 
at  all,  he  did  not  show  It,  and  we  left  the  pool 
With  three  fish  weighing  tMlty  pounds  to  bal- 


ance the  account  of  damage  to  tackle  to  the 
credit  of  our  friends  the  enemy, 

To  be  certain  of  success  fishing  for  trout 
in  any  of  tlie  rivers  where  there  are  no  ob- 
structions to  the  passage  of  the  fish  to  the 
sea,  a  little  knowledge  is  necessary,  although 
the  best  sport  is  always  tn  be  had  when  the 
fish  are  running  in  the' lower  reaches;  as  they 
work  their  way  highe)"  up  the  rivers,  conditions 
change,  for  one  thing  they  are  not  as  a  rule 
so  greedy  for  food;  between  meal-times,  at  any 
rate,  they  may  want  a  little  coaxing,  they  may 
not  care  to  feed,  except  perhaps  at  an  early 
breakfast  hour  or  a  late  supper,  but,  as  a  rule, 
the  expert  with  a  fly  rod,  who  knows  where, 
the  fish  ought  to  be,  will  be  able  to  tickle  thdlif-m 
fancy  sufficiently  to  make  a  fair  basket  at  any  *

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all  over"  the  bait  fisherman  in  Vanp^W 
land  waters,  the  character  of  our  fish  as  fly- 
takers  is  excellent,  of  course  if  you  want  to 
try  conclusions  with  some  of  the  big  lake  trout 
of  our  larger  lakes,  trolling  will  be  the  method 
to  adopt,  but  as  a  general  rule  be  very  chary 
of  accepting  the  statements  of  any  one  who 
may  tell  you  that  the  fish  of  any  particular 
water  will  not  at  any  certain  time  take  the 
fly. 

The  man  who  is  out  after  fish  and  fish 
alone,' and  takes  his  chief  delight  in  displaying 
them  in  numbers  as  proof  of  his  prowess,  is 
not  the  man  who  knows  the  delight  of  the 
fly-fisherman  in  studying  the  nature  and  habits 
of  his  quarry  rather  more  closely,  and  cir- 
cumventing them  by  more  artistic  and  cleanly 
methods. 

In  certain  of  our  smaller  lakes  hundreds, 
nay  thousands,  of  trout  are  caught  by  trollers 
who  use  a  big  salmon  spoon,  which  attracts 
the  fish  from  the  deeper  water  by  reflection 
of  the  light,  a  fc/6t  or  irrbr'e'behind  this  "reflec- 
tor," as  some  of  them  will  call  it,  they  have 
a  worm,  and  you  can  guess  the  rest;  they  will 
tell  you  that  When  they' are  doing  this  the  fish 
would  not  take  a  fly,  maybe  the  fish  they  catch 
would  not,  but,  by  watching  the  weedy  patches 
near  the  shore,  sooner  or  later  a  school  of 
feeding  fish  will  be  found,  and,  even  in  the 
hottest  weather,  a  small  fly  on  the  finest 
tackle  will  do  execution  in  such  a  place.  As 
a  rule  the  trout  in  these  smaller  lalces  do  not 
average  very  large.  Undoubtedly  the  best  fly- 
fishing is  in  the  rivers,  and  not  the  lakes,  but 
first-class  sport  is  to  be  had  in  either  accord- 
ing to  taste  and  athletic  ability.  In  the  rivers, 
waders  are  almost  a  necessity,  from  the  nature 
of  the  country,  as  the  streams  flow  for  the 
most  part  between  thickly  wooded  banks  al- 
lowing in  most  places  little  or  no  room  for 
the  back  cast  unless  one  wades  out- into  the 
stream. 

Not  even  a  mere  "chat"  about  Vancouver 
Island  fishing  should  be  completed  without  a 
blow  at  the  old  untruthful  dictum  that  the  Pa- 
cific salmon  will  not  take  a  fly.  The  man 
who  knows  how  and  where  to  use  a  salmon 
fly  will  find  himself  able  to  kill  many  and  large 
fish  in  the  suitable  waters  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land. The  trouble  has  been  that  the  veriest 
tyro  can  without  any  difficulty  catch  all  kinds 
of  cohoe  salmon,  and  not  a  few  Springs  In  the 
salt  water  with  a  big  spoon,  armed  with  a  cor- 
respondingly big  hook  at, the  end  of  a  young 
rope,  and  such  a  proceeding  affords  those  who 
like  it  very  excellent  sport,  but  what  is  good 
sport  to  one  is  poor  sport  to  another,  the  man 
who  has  once  tried  conclusions  with  the  king 
of  game  fish  in  a  river  with  fly  tackle  will  find 
it  a  very  poor  imitation  to  haul  in  the  same 
fish  hand  over  hand  from  the  sea,  where,  if 
the  tackle  is  only  strong  enough,  the  fish 
stands  no  fighting  chance.  Such  a  man  will 
take  more  delight  in  landing  one  good  fish  in 
a  river,  where  all  his  skill  and  strength  are 
brought  into  play  before  the  fish  is  grassed, 
than  in  hauling  a  dozen  ignominiously  into 
a  boat  at  the  end  of  a  hand-line,  or  even  on 
a  rod  where  a  fish  has  the  whole  ocean  to  run 
in,  and  it  is  all  open  water  with  no  obstacles 
in  his  favor. 

To  tell  such  a  man  that  the  salmon  of  this 
country  will  not  take  a  fly,  if  he  believe  it, 
is  to  almost  entirely  destroy  his  interest  in  the 
salmon,  but  if  he  be  an  experienced  fisher- 
man, who  has  caught  salmon  v^ith  the  fly  in 
other  countries,  and  you  whisper  to  him  that 
the  fallacy  was  started  through  ignorance,  and 
let  him  try  for  himself  the  methods  he  has 
been  accustomed  to  in  other  waters,  he  \vill 
speedily  change  his  mind. 

The  trout  fisherman  who  has  never  seen 
any  fly-fishing  for  salmon,  and  who  tries  the 
methods  he  has  been  accustomed  to  use  for 
trout,  will  be  doomed  to  disappointment,  -but 
he  has  no  right  to  go  away  saying,  that  the  sal- 


mon of  the  country  will  not  take  a  fly  merely 
because  they  would  not  take  his  fly.  His 
procedure  was  probably  altogether  wrong.  It 
is  still  a  disputed  point  as  to  whether  salmon 
feed  in  fresh  water  at  all,  certainly  it  is  agreed 
that  they  do  not  get  any  nourishment  from 
what  they  take  in  the. nature  of  food  in  the 
rivers.  My  own  pet  theory  is  that  they  take  it 
out  of  "devilment"  or  irritation  at  being  disturb- 
ed in  their  love-making.  Certain  it  is  that  they 
run  to  the  fresh  water  simply  in  order  to  spawn. 
Now  the  trout  fisherman  who  fishes  with  the 
artificial  fly  does  it  with  the  idea  of  inducing 
the  trout  to  mistake  his  fly  fornatuixl  food, 
^th^refore  he  does  his  best  to  present^U^ tp  the 

^^&.*s  notice  as  nearly  as  possible  ""*"^ 
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y^^iiis  nbtfde'astb  Itidite6ii!iti"td"'sfiap''jft  it,  whe- 
'^'^fher  from  the  motive  of  irritation,  cussedness, 
pugnacity  or  greed.  Our  methods  are  there- 
fore totally  different  to  those  of  the  trout  fly- 
fisherman.  There ,  Is  no  need  to  let  the  fly 
fall  lightly  on  the  surface,  on  the  contrary,  let 
it  fall  with  a  good  smack  at  the  end  of  a 
straight  line,  so  that  it  will  speedily  sink  to  as 
near  as  possible  the  level  of  the  fish,  without 
a  belly  in  the  line,  if  the  line  is  not  straight, 
the  bite  will  not  be  felt,  and  the  fly  will  be 
ejected  without  our  even  knowing  that  there 
has  been  a  fish  at  it. 

The  great  secret  in  salmon  fishing  is  to 
sink  the  fly  well,  and  keep  a  straight  line.  The 
man  who  knows  how  to  do  this,  and  knows  the 
kind  of  water  to  do  it  in,  will  soon  be  con- 
vinced of  the  fallacy  of  the  old  dictum  that 
the  Pacific  salmon  will  not  take  a  fly.  Here 
on  Vancouver  Island  we  have  many  very  suit- 
able rivers  for  fly-fishing  for  salmon,  and  those 
who  are  in  the  know  take  full  advantage  of  the 
fact,  but  they  do  not  drop  their  flies  lightly 
on  the  surface,  expecting  the  salmon  to  leap 
greedily  at  them,  and  they  do  not  fish  in  pools 
which  are  not  natural  resting-places  for  the 
running  fish. 

In  corroboration  of  the  above  I  should  like 
to  be  allowed  to  quote  from  the  official  British 
Columbia  pamphlet  on  the  "Game  Fish  of 
British  Columbia,"  written  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bab- 
cock,  when  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Fisheries 
for  the  Province.  He  says:  "It  is  often  stat- 
ed that  the  Pacific  salmon  do  not  take  a  fly, 
but  having  caught  both  the  Spring  and  Cohoe 
salmon  in  the  Province  the  writer  feels  justi- 
fied in  denying  this  statement  Trolling  with 
rod  and  line  in  fresh  and  salt  waters  is,  how- 
fever,  the  favorite  method  in  use  amongst 
anglers  for  catching  salmon  in  the  Province. 
Few  anglers  appear  to  have  sufficient  patience 
to  try  for  salmon  with  a  fly,  possibly  because 
trolling  produces  many  more  fish  with  much 
less  effort.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  same 
amount  of  energy  and  persistence  one  sees 
displayed  on  Eastern  Canadian,  English,  and 
Scotch  salmon  rivers,  by  anglers  who  have  to 
depend  on  the  fly  to  take  the  fish,  would  raise 
an  equal  number  of  salmon  in  the  estuaries 
and  rivers  of  British  Columbia." 

I  have  only  one  criticism  to  make  on  this 
statement  of  Mr.  Babcock;  instead  of  an 
"equal"  number  1  should  have  written  a 
"greater  number.'' 

Every  man  to  his  taste,  the  man  who  wants 
good  fly-fishing  can  get  it  here  with  ease  in 
lake,  river  or  salt  water.  The  man  who  is  less 
energetic  and  likes  to  fish  from  a  boat  can  do 
so  with  certainty  of  sport  amid  the  most  beau- 
tiful surroundings  of  Nature's  scenery.  The 
motorist  can  travel  over  good  roads  to  the 
very  banks  of  some  of  the  best  salmon  and 
trout  rivers  on  the  continent,  and  the  more 
strenuous  individual,  who  likes  to  get  right  into 
the  secret  pleasure  gardens  of  Nature,  away 
from  his  fellow-men  can  "hike  for  the  woods" 
and  cast  his  line  where  the  fish  are  innocent 
of  the  wiles  of  the  tackle  shop,  and  not  over 
particular  whether  he  has  on  the  most  exquis- 
ite specimen  of  the  fly-tier's  art,  or  just  a  little 
bit  of  his  old  bandana  handkerchief  decorated 
maybe  with  a  bit  of  grouse  feather. 

This  little  chat  on  Vancouver  Island  fishing 
is  necessarily  very  sketchy,  but,  having  "been 
there"  I  can  wish  the  old  angler's  wish  to  any, 
who  read  it,  and  come  here  to  try  their  luck, 
with  a  feeling  of  perfect  confidence  that  what 
I  wish  them  will  be  realized — "Ti^ht  lines!" 


kind,  also  find  room  in  their  hearts  for    good 
dogs. 

The  dog  appears  to  have  been  nfian's  friend 
ever  since  man  became  man.

FED  WITH  A  PEN-FILLER 


A  baby  rabbit,  the  property  of  a  Horley 
schoolboy,  has  been  successfully  reared  with 
a  fountain-pen  filler  as  a  feeding  bottle.

Opposition  to  state  education  in  the  past 
was  due  largely  to  a  belief  that  too  much  learn- 
ing was  not  good  for  the  masses.  The  worthy 
Hannah  More  even,  who  was  one  of  the  most 
earnest  supporters  of  the  movement  for  the 
establishment  of  schools  for  the  poor  in  Eng- 
land, had  very  definite  ideas  as  to  how  far  the 
children  should  be  educated.  The  curriculum, 
she  declared,  should  comprise  only  readini^^the 
Bible  and^the  catechism,  and  "such  coarse 
works  as' may  fit  the  children  for  .servantii" 
adding  decisively:  "I  allow  of  no  writing  for 
the  poor." 
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R.  ARTHUR  LEE  did  not  deal  very 
largely  with  either  of  Mr.  Church- 
ill's   chief    proposals — the    Euro- 
pean "naval  holiday,"  or  the  Im- 
perial Squadron,  says  The  London 
Times.      He  concentrated  rather  on  the  pro- 
gramme   of    capital   ships,    and    pressed    very 
strongly  for  the  laying  down  of  a  sixth  capital 
ship  this  year.      Mr.   Lee  made  a  good   point 
when  he  inquired  whether  the  Navy  was  pre- 
pared with  its  present  strength  to  guarantee  the 
safe  conduct  of  the  E.xpeditionary  Force  to  any 
point   where   it   might  be   required.      May  the 
Empire  count  upon  the  freedom  of,  the  seas 
for  military  purposes  in  the  same  degree  as  at 
the  time  of  the  South    African    war?      It  ,  is 
a   pertinent  question  and  should   be  answered 
frankly.     Mr.  Lee  also  urged  the  impropriety 
of  counting  the  ship  New  Zealand  both  in  'oM^^ 
North  Sea  strength  'and  in   the   Imperial  SqU^ 
dron;  and  Mr.  Churchill  virtually  admitted  the 
justice  of  the  criticism  by  his  statement  that,  if 
she  w^re  sunk  by  a  catastrophe  tomorrow,  this 
country  would  have  to  lay  down  another  ship. 
It  is  to  be  remarked  that'  Colonel  Allen,    the 
New  Zealand  Minister  of  Defence,  who, recent-

not  at  present  regard  that--^ 
adequate  provision  for  the  requirements  of  the 
Pacific    communities.      That   is    an    additional 
reason   for  laying  down   a  substitute  for  the 
New  Zealand  without  delay,  since  the  New  Zea- 
land  Government  should  be  free  to  use  her 
as  it  pleases  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
without  thereby  diminishing  the  main  security 
of  this  country  in  the  North  Sea.     The  basing 
of  the  Imperial  Squadron  on  Gibraltar  should 
perhaps  be  regarded  as  only  a  provisional  plan. 
But  there  are  signs  that  the  suggestion  is  being 
favorably  received  by  opinions  overseas. 

Mr.    Churchill's    announcement    regarding 
the  arming    of    our    chief  merchantmen  seems 
to  have  met  with  general  approval,  and  there 
can   be   little   room   for   question   that   it   is  a 
necessary  and  timely  step.     It  is  true    that    in 
all  recent  discussion  of  international  naval  law 
this    country    has    expressed     itself     strongly 
against  the  right  of  converting  merchantmen  in- 
jto  men-of-war  at  sea.     Other  countries,  how- 
ever,  have   insisted   upon   claiming   that  right, 
and  we  have  to  face  the  fact  that  on  all  the 
great  trade  routes  there  are  foreign  merchant- 
men  prepared  at  a  moment's  notice  to  turn 
themselves  into  commerce  destroyers  and  ships 
of  war.     That  menace  is  more  serious  to  us 
than  to  any  other  Power,  and  we  must  take 
steps  to  meet  it.     To  build  cruisers  for  com- 
merce protection  in  adequate  numbers,  would 
be  ruinous  and  impracticable,  and  the  only  al- 
ternative is  to  arm   our  merchantmen   in   the 
same  way  as  their  possible  enemies,  in  order 
that  they  may  undertake  their  own  defence. 
It  is  to  be  understood    from    Mr.   Churchill's 
statement  that  the  ships  so  armed  will  in  fu- 
ture carry  their  ammunition,  guns  and  trained 
gun's  crews,    so    that    they     will     be     ready 
in    time    of    need  to  repel  attacks    from    the 
commerce  destroyers  of  the  enemy.     That  is  a 
condition  imposed  upon  them  by  the  menace 
they  have  to  meet.     But  it  is  not  to  be  sup- 
posed on  that  account  that  the  country  aban- 
dons its  objection  to  the  conversion  of  mer- 
chantmen  into   men-of-war  on   the   high  seas. 
Our  merchantmen  are  to  be  armed,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  preying  upon  others,  but  for  their 
own  protection;  and,  inasmuch  as  they  greatly 
.  outnumber  the  merchantmen  under  any  other 
flag,  it  may  not  be  unreasonably  hoped  that  the 
policy  of  arming  them   will  help  to  convince 
the  world  of  the  desirability  of  doing  away  with 
the  right  of  conversion  as  at  present  claimed. 
The  response  of  the  steamship  companies  to 
the  Admiralty  proposal  is  highly  gratifying.  We 
understand   that  with   many   of  them   the  ar- 
rangements are  well  advanced,  and  that  there 
are  ships  with  guns  already  on  board  and  their 
magazines  and  cooling  apparatus  in  process  of 
being  fitted  in. 

The  provision  for  aeronautics  must  be  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  similar  provision 
in  the  Army  Estimates,  if  it  is  to  be  jusfly 
appraised.  The  subject  is  too  large  and  im- 
portant for  incidental  treatment  here.  We  can 
only  express  the  satisfaction  which  will  be  gen- 
erally felt  with  the  indications  that  the  Govern- 
ment have  now  awoke  from  their  early  lethar- 
gy in  the  matter  of  aerial  defence,  and  that  the 
Navy  and  the  Army  are  working  at  the  problem 
seriously  and  in  concert.  The  report  of  Sir 
Reginald  Custance's  Committee  on  Naval  Edu- 
cation, which  is  of  a  special  and.. technical  char- 
acter, we  reserve  for  consideration  in  our  Edu- 
cational Supplement  on  Tuesday.  Both  .=.ub- 
jects  arc  of  reat  importance,  but  on  neither  had 
Mr.  Churchill  anything  so  interesting  to  say  as 
on  the  future  possibilities  of  naval  construc- 
tionV  The  decision  of  the  Admiralty,  which  he 
announced,  to  blend  the  types  of  battle  cruiser 
and  battleship  is  not  an  unexpected  develop- 
ment. Jt  has  been  evident  for  some  time  that 
the  types  wcrp  gradually  approximating  in 
many  important  particulars.  The  battleship

N  discussing  the  Christian  in  rela- 
tion to  the  family  and  the  state, 
1  have  tried  to  point  out  our  ele- 
mentary social  duties  in  these  re- 
lations. But  we  might  do  our 
full  duty  in  the  family  and  to  the  making  and 
.administering  of  law,  and  yet  fall  far  short  of 
our  social  duty  as  servants  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God.  It  has  been  said  "The  greatest  enemy 
of  man  is  man."  We  might  improve  man's 
environment  and  secure  the  rig-hts  of  each  by 
just  laws,  and  there  would  be  conditions  of  life 
quite  alien  to  that  spirit  of  fraternity  which  our 
Christianity  seeks  to  realize.  The  character 
and  .<^pirit  of  men  are  greater  determining  fac- 
tors in  the  social  affairs  of  this  world  than  laws 
and  institutions.  This  is  especially  apparent  in 
the  industrial  order  of  the  world  today. 

1  assume  that  those  listening  to  me  recog- 
nize the  riglit  of  property.     Prudhon's  dictum 
"All  property  is  theft"  could  not  be  accepted 
by  those  who  believe  in  a  moral  order  for  men, 
nor  could  it  be  applied  with  any  social  justice. 
Men  must  have  a   property  right  in  the  pro- 
ducts of  their  toil  or  there  would  be  no  encour- 
agement to  produce  anything  more  than    the 
merest  necessaries.     Indeed,  many  men  would 
not  produce  the  necessaries  of  life  if  they  could 
easily  appropriate  what  others  produce.        If 
men  had  no  property  right  in  their  own  pro- 
ductions there  would  be  nothing  preserved  for 
future  contingencies.     The  incentives  to  work 
and  develop  one's  capacities  to  greater    and 
greater  efficiency  would  be  broken  down.     On 
the  recognition  of  this  right  alone  do  we  get 
the   cultivation    of     benevolence     and    justice. 
Man's  moral  as  well  as  his  material  good    is 
based  on  this  principle.     In  all  the  social  strug- 
gle of  today  we  see  the  struggle  for  the  rights 
men  have  to  their  due  share  in  the  wealth  that 
has  been  produced  by  their  toil.     And  yet  in 
recognizing  the  principle  of  the  right  of  pro- 
■iperty  we  recognize  necessary  inequalities  in  the 
possession  of  wealth.     Some  are  more  capable 
producers  than  others.     Some  are  more  thrifty, 
preferring  to  deny  themselves  present  pleasures 
for  a  future  good.     Some  find  such  enjoyment 
in  their  work  that  they  spend  long  hours  at  the 
desks  which  produce  wealth.     If  we  do  justice 
in  the  recognition  of  property  rights,  we  must 
naturally  expect  a  state  of  society  in  which  in- 
equalities of  wealth  prevail. 

Our  Lord's  teaching  on  the  subject  of 
wealth  is  so  full  and  varied  that  it  would  be 
easy  to  make  a  mistake  in  attempting  to  re- 
duce it  to  a  few  principles.  He  surely  thought 
that  wealth  in  itself  nfa>vbe  a  good  thing  when 
He  said:  "Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  righteousness."  If  He  calls  for 
the  renunciation  of  riches,  as  with  the  Young 
Ruler,  it  is  not  because  riches  in  themselves  are 
evil,  but  because  they  stand  between  a  better 
life  and  the  best  life.  The 'condemnation  of 
the  rich  fool  who  decided  to  build  greater  stort- 
houscs  for  his  riches  was  that  he  was  plannittg 
to  use  his  riches  selfishly.  In  the  parables  of 
the  "Pounds"  ajjid  the  "Talenfe"  our  Lord  Inci- 
dentally sets  before  us  the  legitimacy  of  Ift*. 


creasing  our  material  good.s,  but  directly 
teaches  that  diversity  of  talent  is  God's  gift.  It 
is  our  Christian  duty  to  accept  our  lot  without 
envy  towards  the  one  to  whom  God  has  given 
larger  talent,  with  its  consequent  larger  re- 
wards. Communism,  in  a  compulsory  sense, 
has  no  place  in  Christian  teaching,  and  the  one 
instance  given  in  the  New  Testament  of  seem- 
ing communism  in  the  early  church,  by  a  fair 
interpretation  of  the  record,  shows  that  it  was 
voluntary  and  of  brief  duration — »only  an  ex- 
pedient to  meet  an  emergency. 

Whilst  as  Christians  we  must  recognize  di- 
versity of  gifts  and  inequality  of  wealth,  we 
are  face  to  face  with,  a  situation  today  in  which 
a  few  men  are  masters  and  an  ever-increasing 
multitude  are  being  made  relatively  poorer  and 
are  being  pushed  into  a  condition  of  veritable 
slavery.  The  present  industrial  order  is  de- 
feating rather  than  realizing  the  principle  of 
brotherhood.  No  problems  are  so  insistent  of 
immediate  treatment  as  the  industrial  problems 
before  us.  Christian  principles  faithfully  ap- 
plied will  solve  these  problems,  and  it  is  our 
duty  to  give  our  best  study  and  our  utmost 
devotion  to  this  work. 

The  present  condition  of  affairs  has  come 
about  by  gradual  processes.     One  great  factor 
contributing  to  it  was  the  introduction  of  ma- 
chiner|.     Inventions  designed  to  reduce  human 
toil  could  only  be  procured  and  utilized  by  per- 
sons possessing  capital.      But  these  machines 
displaced    workmen,    filling  the  labor  market, 
and  reducing  the  value  of  wages  under  the  com- 
petitive wage  system.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
capitalist  appropriated  the  increased  profits  de- 
rived from  the  machines  thus  immensely  in- 
creasing his  power  t(»  control  machinery.     Had 
laborers  in  every  industry  been  able  to  purchase 
and  operate  all  machinery  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  production,  and  secured  the  ad- 
vantages  of   increased    output    to  themselves, 
we  would  have  today  a  very  different  industrial 
order.     In  the  accumulation  of  capital  in  the 
hands  of  the  capitalist  class  there  came  of  ne- 
cessity the  organizing  of  corporations  to  meftt 
the  demands  that  "capital  must  undertake  for 
the  growing  necessities  of  men.     Now  a  Trust 
in  itself  is  not  an  fcvil  but  a  beneficent  thing. 
In  theory  it  further,  reduces  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion and  distribution,   and  should  lighten  the 
burdens  of  men.     But  every  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  production  releases  so  many  more  lab- 
orers to  swell  the  labor  rnarket.  and  by  com- 
petition, for  the    laborer    must    have  bread, 
makes  the  laborer  and  his  whole  class  relative- 
ly poorer.    But  this  is  not  all.    In  the  organiia- 
tion  of  capital  thdse  trust$  are  temptWl  to  dv^t- 
capitalize.     They  float  their  companies    with 
bonds,  and  ofteh  with  two  dassea  of  stock, 
preferred  ahd  common.    This  stock  doe*  rtc}t 
represent  the  actual  Itivestmcnt  Iri  plant,  6jit

come  excessively  rich.  Their  very  riches  give 
them  an  undue  influence  in  legislatures  and 
courts,  and  help  to  further  buttress  and  secure 
the  system. 

In   self  defense  the  laboring  classes  have 
formed  their  Trade  Unions,  to  conserve  their 
rights  and  secure  the  most  reasonable  terms 
under  which  they  may  be  permitted  to  live. 
These  organizations  are  necessary  in  the  ex- 
isting order,  and  yet  sometimes,  under  unwise 
direction,  they  may  defeat  rather  than  advance 
the  interests  of  the  workingmen.     I  remember 
that  one  industry  in  the  neighboring  Republic 
was  forced  out  of  existence  by  Unions  demand- 
ing such  a  scale  of  wages,  hours  of  labor  and 
comforts,  that  the  price  of  the  product  of  their 
labor  was  too  excesive  to  meet  the  competition 
of  other  countries.     Such  an  instance  Ls  admit- 
tedly rare,  but  it  illu&keates  what  is  possible  un- 
der   the    extrelne    demands    of    the    laboring 
classes.     I  have  knoxyn  instances  where  labor 
unions  have  formed  close  corporations  and  re- 
fused to  take  in  other  members  lest  they  should 
by  competition  reduce  the  wage  Scale.     When 
labor  unions  do  this,  they  are  simply  copying 
the  practices  which  they  as  a  class  condemn  in 
others.    In  some  Cases,  too,  workmen  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  security  of  d  union  to  do  less 
than  their  best  at  their  Work.     Sometimes    to 
protect    inferior    workmen,    sometimes  to  re- 
venge themselves  on  the  masters,  who  do  not 
grant  all  their  wishes,  they  turn  out  less  work 
per  hour,  or  work  of  an  Inferior  type.     Men 
cannot  afford  to  do  less,  than  their  best  in  any 
walk  of  life.   .It  is  degrading  to  character.     It 
is  opposed  to  the  true' laws  of  co-operation  and 
brotherhood. 

if  we  are  to  bring  Chtistian  principles  into 
the  Industrial  order,  we  must  apply  them  to 
men  as  well  as  to  social  environment.  We 
mpst  bring  workingmen  to  set  that  all  viola- 
tions of  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  brings  sure 
reaction,  if  other  motives  will  liofiway  them. 
Each  man  must  put  justice  and  Integrity  into 
his  work,  whatever  that  wor^  may  be;  if  he  ex- 
pects to  make  thi  inHustrial  conditions  just  and 
honest.  He  must  leai-n  also  to  be  contented 
with  inferior  talents' in  the  sense  of  keeping 
his  heart  free  from  jealdxisy  towards  those 
whom  the  great  .Creator  has  more  highly  eti- 
dowed.  Such  contentment ;  is  a  necessary  In- 
flection of  love.'  Love  alone  will  sweeten  the 
streams  of  life.

1  do,   as  1  say,   love  these 
books  with  all  my  heart — and  1  love  you  too. 
Do  you  know  1  was  once  not  very  far  from 
seeing — really  seeing  you?      Mr.  Kenyon  said 
to  me  one  morning,   "Would  you  like  to  see 
Miss   Biirrett?"     Then   he   went  to   announce 
me — then  he  returned — you  were  too  unwell 
— and  now  it  is  years  ago,  and  1  feel  at  some 
untoward  passage  in  my  travels  as  if  1  had  been 
close,  so  close  to  some  world's  wonder  in  chapel 
or  crypt — only  a  screen  to  push  and  1  might 
have  entered.

"  'By  tomorrow  at  this  time  1  shall  have 
you  only  to  love  me,  my  beloved.  You  only — 
as  if  one  said,  God  only.  And  we  shall  have 
Him  besides,  1  pray  of  Him.'" 

CARLYLE   AND   THE   BROV^NINGS     ,  ■ 
It  was  Carlyle  of  all  men  who  saw  the  real 
beauty  of  Browning's  marriage  with  Elizabeth 
Barrett.     Not  long  after  the  event  he  wrote: 

"  'If  ever  there  was  a  union  indicated  by  the 
finger  of  Heaven  itself,  and  sanctioned  and 
prescribed  by  the  Eternal  Laws  under  which 
poor  transitory  Sons  of  Adam  live,  it  seemed 
to  me  .  .  .to  be  this!  .  .  .  unless  1  al- 
together mistake,  here  is  a  life-partnership 
which,  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  has  in  it  a  capa- 
city of  being  blessed  to  the  parties!' 

"Carlyle  was  early  an  admirer  and  friendly 
critic  of  Browning,  as  witness  the  letter  of 
June  21,  1841,  on  'Sordello'  and  'Pippa 
Passes.' 

"  'Unless  1  very  greatly  mistake,  judging 
from  these  two  works,  you  seem  to  possess  a 
rare  spiritual  gift,  poetical,  pictorial,  intellec- 
tual ...  to  unfold  which  into  articulate 
clearness  is  naturally  the  problem  of  all  prob- 
lems for  you.' 

"Further  on  he  remarks  that: 
"  'If  ever  your  choice  happened  to  point 
that  way,  I  for  one  should  hail  it  as  a  good 
omen   that  your  next  work   were  written   in 
prose.' 

"And  concludes  by  wishing  him: 

"  'Good  speed  in  the  name  of  God!'  " 

RUSKIN  IMITATES  SHELLEY 
"Ruskin  took  especial  mischievousness  In 
abusing  Shelley  to  Browning,  and  he  avowed 
that  he  himself  could  'write  Shelley  by  Shrews- 
bury clock.'    To  prove  how  easy  he  considered 
the  game  to  be,  he  sent  Browning  the  follow- 
ing: 
It  was»a  little  lawny  islet 
By  anemone  and  vilet 
Like  mosaic-paven. 

There  sat  a  gentleman — flushed  and  shy — 
And  a  girl  with  a  corkscrew  curl  in  her  eye 
On  the  grass,  between — was  a  large  eel-pie — 
And  a  ham-bone — cleanly  shaven, 
And  the  gentleman  asked  in  accents  mild— - 
"Was  it  quite  enough  soaked,  before  it  was 
biled.'" 
And  the  lady  replied — as  she  pulled  a  vilet 
Off  the  little  lawny  islet 
"Didn't  I  tell  you — Jane  would  spile  it.**

From  New  York  comes  the  story  that  May 
Irwin  has  taken  kindly  to  her  farm  near  Whit- 
by, Ontario,  and  that  her  memoirs  will  contain 
experiences  as  both,  and  will  claim  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  first  person  successfully  to 
raise  alfalfa  north  of  the  forty-fourth  degree  of 
latitude. 

Which  is  to  say  that  Miss  Irwin,  when  pre- 
vailed uporn  to  talk  about  herself,  pushed  aside, 
discarded,  repulsed  and  tabooed  any  impulse 
she  might  have  had  to  mention  her  numerous 
achievements  dui-ing  a  tt%tt  career  of  thirty- 


eight  years  and  a  life  that  has  just  been  one 
useful  thing  after  another  and  chose  to  talk 
about  the  .mysteries  of  alfalfa. 

It  is  a  subject  on  which  learned  men  and 
women  in  rural  districts  have  heated  debates. 
It  has  caused  many  a  youth  to  return  home 
with  a  blackened  optic.  Alfalfa  has  revolu- 
tionized the  agricultural  business  of  this  the 
greatest  country  in  the  world,  says  Miss  Irwin. 
Three  crops  of  alfalfa  in  one  year.  Just  think 
of  it!  In  some  places  they  get  four  crops!  It's 
stupendous,  overwhelming — a  knock-out. 

"The  records  show,"  said  a  newspaperman 
to  her,  "that  you  made  your  debut  as  an  ac- 
tress at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  1875.  Is  that 
right?" 

"Quite  right.  With  my  sister  Flora  I  ap- 
peared on  the  variety  stage.  Mr.  William  Har- 
ris was  on  the  same  bill  playing  in  the  team  of 
Harris  and  Carroll.-  I  mention  it  as  a  coinci- 
dence, because  in  later  years  I  starred  under 
Mr.  Harris'  management.  Rochester  was  not 
far  from  my  home  town.  Whitby,  Ontario, 
which  is  near  Irwin  Island,  where  1  pass  my 
summers." 

"Several  years  ago  1  became  interested  in 
alfalfa  growing,  but  was  told  my  place  was  too 
far  north  for  the  product.  However,  1  studied 
my  land,  prepared  it  with  great  care,  had  it 
plowed  pro  and  con  and  waited  for  rain,  all  of 
which  took  time  and  patience.

GOWNS  AND  GOSSIP 


My  Best  Friend: 

Although  it  is  rather  early  to  talk  about 
the  putting  away  of  furs,  a  word  in  time  may 
not  come  amiss  to  those  who  own  good  peltry 
and  desire  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 

Directly  the  mild  weather  begins  it  is  ad- 
visable to  put  away  one's  furs,  lest  moths  find 
their  way  to  the  pocket  or  muff  and  become 
established  there.  It  is  much  easier  to  prevent 
rri^hs  from  getting  into  furs  than  it  is  to  get 
rid  of  them  when  once  they  are  there,  so  the 
woman  who  wishes  to  keep  these  troublesome 
insects  away  should  take  means  to  prevent 
moths  from  laying  their  eggs  in  her  treasures. 

Before  packing  them  away,  first  carefully 
examine  all  peltry  to  make  sure  no  moths  nor 
their  eggs  are  already  there.  If  one  is  not  quite 
sati-sfied  about  this,  the  following  is  a  good 
plan :  Spread  out  the  furs  on  a  wire  spring 
mattress  face  downwards  and  give  them  a  thor- 
ough beating  with  a  thin  cane.  By  so  doing  it 
dislodges  any  eggs  or  disturbs  the  moths  that 
have  gathered  there.  Do  not  be  afraid  that 
this  will  harm,  the  furs,  as  it  is  a  test  for  loos- 
ened fur  too,  and  if  by  any  chance  the  fur  has 
become  affected  in  any  part,  it  can  be  reme- 
died. 

This  remedy  can  safely  be  applied  to  sable, 
mink,  fox,  seal,  Persian  lamb,  and  all  the 
tougher  skins,  but  chinchilla,  ermine,  mole  and 
the  more  delicate  pelts  must  be  treated  in  a 
gentler  way.  Instead  of  whipping  these,  give 
them  a  thorough  brushing  with  a  stiff  whisk 
bro0ifh. 

When  quit*  sure  that  no  moths  or  eggs  re- 
main, comb  out  the  furs  very  carefully  with  a 
steel  coifll).  Furriers  have  a  special  comb  for 
this  purpose,  but  a  steel  one  answers  the  pur- 
pose iust  as  well.  By  combing,  the  fur  is  re- 
stweato  its  original  lustre,  and  it  also  smoothes 
otit  the  hairfc.  When  the  process  is  completed, 
the,  furs  are  ready  for  packing.  It  is  best  to 
bav'c4,«eparate  ^ox  for  each  article,  for  if  by 
any  cnjince  one  piece  of  peltry  is  n»t  quite 


clear  of  moths  or  eggs,  they  will  then  be  con- 
fined to  that  one  article  alone.  There  are 
many  compounds  used  in  the  packing  of  furs, 
but  the  one  that  has  ,been  found  to  be  the  most 
successful  is  crystallized  naphthaline;  but 
should  this  not  be  obtainable,  common  cam- 
phor balls  will  answer  the  purpose  equally  well. 
Although  very  good  for  preserving  the  furs, 
they  will  not  kill  moths  if  they  once  get  there, 
though  if  used  in  time  will  keep  them  out. 
Use  camphor  freely,  and  tie  the  box  securely 
down.  ,  * 

It  is  a  mistake,  however,  to  think  that  by 
doing  this,  furs  will  be  quite  safe  until  next 
Winter,  and  keep  in  perfect  condition,  It  is 
only  by  constant  watching  that  one  can  keep 
them  so.  They  should  be  taken  out  every 
three  or  fflur  weeks  and  carefully  examined. 
If  there  is  any  sign  of  moths,  repeat  the  whip-

THE  MENU— COOKING  "EN  CASSEROLE" 


small  onion,  a  teaspoonful  of  red-currant  jelly,* 
and  a  little  coloring  (Parisian  essence).

A  FRICASEE  OF  VEAL 
Cut  2  lb.  of  lean  veal  into  small  cubes, 
blanch  in  salted  water,  and  put  into  a  casserole. 
Add  enough  bechamel  (good  white  sauce)  to 
cover  the  meat,  season  with  salt,  pepper,  a 
grate  of  nutmeg,  and  three  slices  of  lemon. 
Peel  six  or  eight  mushrooms,  add  them  to  the 
one  minced  onion  and  one  minced  apple,  fry 
thoroughly  without  browning.  Add  one  des- 
sertspoonful of  curry-powder,  and  fry  again 
for  a  few  minutes.  Put  into  a  casserole  with 
a  cupful  of  good  brown  gravy  and  a  teaspoon- 
ful of  chutney,  and  simmer  in  the  oven  for  half 
hour.  Have  ready  some  nicely  cut  dice  of 
;Utton,  add  to  it  the  sauce,  and  cook  again  in_ 
,e  casserole  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour, 
-^jfcueeze  the  juice  of  half  a  lemon  into  the 
EUrry.    Serve  with  well-boiled  rice.

Cookery  "en  casserole"  is  becoming  more 
popular  in  England  every  year,  and  deservedly 
so.  The  juices  and  flavor  of  fish,  meat,  poultry, 
and  vegetables  are  preserved,  and  as  they  can 
be  sent  to  table  in  the  same  dish  in  which  they 
are  prepared,  they  can  be  served  really  hot 
The  changes,  too,  that  can  be  rung  on  dishes 
cooked  "en  casserole"  are  endless.  The  fol- 
lowing recipes  will  be  found  excellent: 
CASSEROLE  OF  FISH 

Roll  up  some  small  fillets  of  sole.  Pui 
them  in  an  earthenware  casserole  dish  with 
some  tomatoes,  peppercorns,  and  a  very  small 
onion,  flavor  with  salt  and  pepper,  and  cover 
with  stock;  place  in  a  moderate  oven  for  half 
an  hour,  remove  the  gravy,  strain  it,  and 
thicken  it.  and  add  half  a  wineglassful  of  sherry.

It  has  been  said  that  the  only  people  who 
can  be  eccentric  are  those  who  know  where 
the  circle  is,  and  adapting  the  statement  to  art, 
we  may  assert  that  the  only  artists  who  are 
in  a  position  to  defy  laws  and  forms  are  those 
who  achieve  beauty  within  them.  A  writer 
in  Blackwoods  Magazine  recently  condemned 
the  post-impressionists  as  anarchists,  and  per- 
haps that  is  the  best  and  most  comprehensive 
definition  that  has  yet  been  given  of  them. 
They  scorn  to  obey  any  of  the  laws  by  which 
the  old  artists  felt  themselves  bound,  and  their 
lawlessness  .hits  the  taste  of  a  certain  sijction 
of  the  public.  There  are  some  people  who 
seem  to  think  that  the  new  school  of  art  shows 
its  greatness  by  doing  what  has  never  been  done 
before.  The  possibility  that  it  has  never  been 
done  because  it  was  not  worth  doing  is  ignored. 
The  sincerity  of  post-impressionists,  cubists,  fu- 
turists, and  all  the  other  'modernists  is  very 
doubtful,  if  only  because,  while  claiming  that 
painting  is  not  a  representative  art,  and  that  it 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  visible  world,  they 
still  call,  their  pictures  by  the  old  names — 
"Head  of  a  Woman,"  and  so  on.  Why  do 
they  not  abolish  such  titles?  They  would  then 
be  logical  It  would  be  absurd  to  deny  that 
there  are  men  of  talent  as  well  as  mere  char- 
latans in  the  new  school,  but  one  cannot  help 
thinking  that  the  former  have  fallen  from  grace 
through  pride,  and  are  acting  on  the  Satanic 
motto  that  it  is  better  to  reign  in  hell  thaij 
serve  in  Heaven.  The  new  painters  affett  to 
despise  the  old  ones.  Scorn  is  sometimes  the;« 
mask  of  jealousy.  As  the  Blackwood's  writer 
justly  says,  it  may  be  triie  that,  despairing  of,, 
equalling,  much  less  of  surpassing,  those  whoV 
have  preceded  them,  the  "isis"  of  all'  kinds 
have  been  urged  by  vanity  into  anarchy. 


Mr.  Noah  Millican  is  a  showman  who  learnt 
his  trade  with  the  great  Barnum  himself^  and 
now  proposes  to  outdo  his  master.

The  lowest  decks  will  provide  quarters  for  the 
various  side  shows,  for  an  aquarium,  aviai^y 
and  hospital  for  man  and  beast,  and  the  next 
deck  will  be  the  quarters  of  the  various  ani- 
mals. As  soon  as  the  Ark  is  finished,  and  the

The  Parliament  at  Ottawa  has  passed  what  is 
called  the  Closure  Bill.  This  law  will  prevent  any 
member  from  speaking  on  purpose  to  delay  or  pre- 
vent the  passing  of  any  act.  For  weeks  Liberal  mem- 
bers tried  by  talking  against  time  to  prevent  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Naval  Bill.  Under  the  closure  the  business 
of  the  House  will  be  hurried  forward  and  a  vote  taken 
on  the  act  to  grant  $35,000,000  to  build  three  battle- 
ships for  the  British  navy.  All  the  Conservatives 
voted  for  the  closure  and  all  the  Liberals  against  it. 
The  Government  majority  was  thirty-five. 


The  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments  have 
agreed  to  appoint  a  commission  to  enquire  into  all 
affairs  connected  with  the  Indians  of  this  Province. 
Hon.  Mr.  Whitney,  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Mc- 
Kenna  represent  the  Dominion;  Mr.  J.  P.  Shaw,  M.P.. 
and  Mr.  D.  H.  MacDowell  have  been  appointed  chair- 
men, and  Mr.  J.  H.  Bergeron  of  Montreal  will  be 
secretary.  These  gentlemen  will  travel  over  British 
Columbia  and  will  try  to  find  out  what  is  best  for 
the  Indians  as  well  as  that  fair  to  the  Province.  They 
will  report  to  both  Governments,  which  will  then 
agree,  it  is  hoped,  on  what  is  best  to  be  done. 


The  death  of  Sir  R.  W.  Scott  in  his  89th  year 
removes  from  Canadian  life  a  good  man.  For  many 
years  this  gentleman  was  a  member  of  Parliament. 
Afterwards  he  was  made  senator.  It  was  he  who  in- 
troduced into  the  Canadian  Parliament  the  first  tem- 
perance act  by  which  any  province  or  district  could 
forbid  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor.  During  his 
long  life  he  showed  an  example  to  all  of  the  benefits 
of  obedience  to  the  laws  of  health.  He  will  l^e  best 
remembered  in  Canadian  history  as  the  father  of  the 
Scott  Act,  though  he  wrote  several  books  and  many 
articles. 


The  Hon.  Joseph  Howe,  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  one 
of  the  ablest  statesmen  and  most  eloquent  speakers 
in  British  North  America  before  Confederation.  He 
did  not  think  Nova  Scotia  should  join  with  the  other 
provinces,  and  went  to  England  to  try  to  dissolve  the 
union.  He  afterwards  became  reconciled^  to  the  Con- 
federation and  was  made  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia. 
He  wrote  a  great  many  letters  to  Sir  John  A.  Macdon- 
ald  and  other  public  men,  both  in  Canada  and  iri  Eng- 
land. He  was  for  a  long  time  Premier  of  Nova  Scotia, 
and  while  in  office  transacted  much  important  business. 
Many  of  his  letters  were  preserved,  and  these,  with 
other  documents,  have  been  sent  to  Ottawa  to  be 
preserved  in  the  archives.  They  will  be  a  great  help 
to  students  of  Canadi.in  history. 


go  through  free,  violates  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty. 
Among  these  i?  a  very  learned  body  of  men  called  the 
American  Society  of  International  Law.  They  said  at 
a  meeting  on  Saturday  that  the  question  ought  to 
be  decided  by  other  judges  than  the  United  States 
Government.  A,  vessel  from  Seattle  to  Baltimore, 
flying  the  American  flag,  will  be  free,  but  one  on 
the  route  between  Seattle  and  Rio  Janeiro  must  pay 
toll,  and  so  would  a  United  States  ship  running  be- 
tween Havre  and  Portland. 


It  is  reported  that  Dr.  Friedmann,  the  German 
physician  who  claims  to  have  discovered  a  cure  for 
tuberculosis,  will  tell  American  doctors  how  his  vac- 
cine is  made,  if  he  is  paid  $125,000  and  allov/ed  to 
have  a  large  share  in  the  profits  made  in  thirty-six  in- 
stitutes to  be  established  for  the  cure  of  consump- 
tion. It  has  not  yet  been  proved  that  the  serum  he 
hrs  discovered  is  really  a  cure.  This  could  not  be 
done  in  a  few  weeks.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  all  who 
need  the  cure,  if  it  shall  prove  to  be  a  cure,  or  a  pre- 
ventive, will  be  able  to  get  it  as  cheaply  and  easily 
as  the  vaccine  that  prevent.^  smallpox  is  now  ob- 
tained. There  was  a  time  when  smallpox  was  feared 
quite  as  much  as  consumption  is  now.  It  carried  off 
tens  of  thousands  of  people  every  year  and  disfigured 
the  faces  of  the  young  and  the  beautiful.  Now  very 
few  know  anything  about  the  disease,  and  people 
who  catch  it  usually  have  it  in  mild  form.  Dr.  Fried- 
mann should  have  ht)nor  and  riches,  but  the  smallest 
child  or  the  poorest  man  should  get  the  serum  free. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  one  will  find  out  how 
tuberculosis   can   be  prevented. 


The  express  rates  in  the  West  have  been  lowered 
by  the  Railway  Commission.  After  the  middle  of 
July  the  people  of  British  Columbia  and  of  the 
prairies  will  only  have  to  pay  80  cents  where  now  they 
pay  a  dollar  for  parcels.  This  will  be  a  great  bot»n 
to  the  fruit-growers  and  users.  The  very  high  ex- 
press hurt  the  growers  in  this  Province  and  raised  the 
price  in  the  prairie  towns  and  cities.  In  some  parts 
of  the  Okanagan  last  year  fruit  was  allowed  to  rot 
because  it  did  not  pay  to  gather  it.

CapLiin  Logan  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson,  .M.P.P.. 
spoke  before  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Tuesday  to  tell 
of  their  trip  to  Ottawa  and  its  success.  They  re- 
ported that  the  Dominion  Government  intended  to 
build  a  great  drydock  at  ESquimalt — the  biggest  in 
the  whole  world.  This  structure  will  be  1,100  feet 
long,  115  feet  wide  and  3  5  feet  deep.  This  will  al- 
low of  the  repair  of  the  largest  ships.  Besides  this 
drydock  at  Esquimau,  two  piers  will  te  built  at  once 
off  Ogden  Pofnt  so  that  vessels  of  the  largest  size  can 
anchor  safely  and  unload  their  cargoes  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  ministers  promised  that  surveys  would 
be  made  to  find  out  whether  the  bridge  at  Seymour 
Narrows  could  be  built  at  a  cost  within  the  means 
of  Canada.  The  delegates  went  to  see  Mr.  Hanna, 
vice-president  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany, who  said  that  he  would  sooi  be  jn  Victoria,  and 
that  he  hoped  his  company  would  soon  establish  an 
up-to-date  ferry  service  with  the  Mainland.  The 
Government  was  asked  to  rive  aid  to  ship-building  on 
the  Pacific  Coast,  but  this  is  a  measure  that  is  be- 
ing asked  for  by  all  the  lake  and  seaport  cities  of 
Canada.  The  Government  must  take  time  to  see  how 
all  sections  can  best  be  helped.  Captain  Logan  and 
Mr.  Thomson,  with  the  assistance  of  A\r.  G.  H,  Bar- 
nard, Mr.  F.  Shepherd,  Mr.  R.  F,  Green  and  Hon. 
Martin  Burrlll,  were. successful  in  securing  the  build- 
ing of  th?  drydock  and  the  construction  of  the  piers 
in  the  immediate  future.  This  *Hl  not  at  all  inter- 
fere with  Sir  John  Jackson's  plans  of  buiiding  tii« 
breakwater,  which  are  being  carried  out  .  already. 
Victoria  was  fortunate  in  finding  two  men  who  Icnerw 
exactly  what  she.  wanted.

NOW  PUT  UP  BIRD-HOUSES 


Now  is  the  time  to  ptit  up  bird-houses  and  nesting 
boxes.  Let  no  one  fail  to  do  this  because  of.  the  ex- 
pense. Any  boy  can  make  them  and  the  material 
needed  costs  little,  if  anything.  The  bluebird,  martin, 
tree-swallow,  wren,  flicker,  chickadee,  screech-owl  and 
wood-duck  all  f) est  naturally  in  hollow  trees  or  cav- 
ities in  tree  limbs. 

A  hollow  branch,  five  or  more  inches  inside 
diameter,  trimmed  from  an  apnle-tree,  may  be  made 
into  several  excellent  nesting  boxes  by  sawing  it  into 
sections  each  a  foot  or  more  long,  nailing  on  each 
section  a  piec6  of  board  or  shingle  for  a  roof,  plug- 
ging the  bottom,  cutting  a  hole  on  one  side  near  the 
top  for  the  entrance  and  fastening  it  upright  to  a 
tree,  a  building  or  pole.  Old  tomato  cans,  small  milk 
cans  and  even  flower-pots  may  be  used  in  a  similar 
manner  if  they  be  nht  up  in  the  shade;  otherwise  the 
sun  will  overheat  the  young  birds.  A  few  shingles, 
bits  of  boards  or  any  elongated  small  v/ooden  box 
like  a  deep  cigar  box  will  make  a  nesting, box  that  will 
last  for  one  season  or  more.  Pieces  of  slabs  from 
the  sawmill,  nailed  together  to  form  a  rectangular 
.  box,  with  height  greater  than  width,  will  make  an 
attractive  rustic  bird  home. 

The  costly  boxes  and  bird-houses  made  by  manu- 
facturers of  such  goods  are  better  than  moSt  of  the 
home-made  ones,  but  they  are  not  essential,  as  the 
birds  usually  are  not  fastidious,  provided  the  box  and 
the  entrance  hole  arf  large  enough  and  the  domicile  af- 
fords a  safe  shelter  from  sun,  wind  and  rain. 

Many  people  have  been  led  to  believe  that  birds 
are  shy  of  painted  houses  because  of  the  smell  or 
appearance  of  the  paint,  but  this  is  an  unimportant 
detail.  Birds  that  usually  nest  in  hollow  trees  natur- 
ally go  to  a  weathered  nesting  box,  but  sometimes  the 
same  birds  prefer  a  painted  one.  Any  bird-house 
that  is  exposed  constantly  to  the  sun  on  a  pole  should 
be  painted  In  light  colors  so  that  it  will  not  so  readily 
absorb  heat.  Small  shallow  open  boxes,  about  five 
inches  inside  diameter,  put  up  under  an  open  shed 
roof,  in  a  grape  arbor  or  even  under  broad  eaves,  fre- 
quently are  accepted  for  nesting  places  by  robins  or 
barn-swallows. — Edward  Howe  Forbush,  State  Orni- 
thologist of  Massachusetts.

WHY  DO  SNAILS  COME  OUT  AFTER  RAIN- 


It  is  necessary  for  the  active  life  of  a  snail  that 
it  should  be  able  to  obtain  plenty  of  moisture,  and  it 
is  because  of  this  that  we  generally  find  snails  wide 
awake  after  a  shower.  It  is  their  best  time.  In  the 
abjence  of.  any  moisture  at  all  these  soft  creatures 
would  very  soon  dry  up  and  die,  a  very  large  part  of 
their  own  bodies  consisting  of  water.  Therefore,  when 
the  weather  is  showery  they  are  in  full  activity,  and 
the  condition  of  the  ground  and  the  atmosphere  is 
such  that  they  can  best  move  about  and  obtain  their 
food,  which  ttiust  also  be  of  a  moist  character.  In 
very  dry  weather,  as  well  as  in  the  depths  of  Winter 
frost,  the  snail  retires  into  its  shell  until  the  warmer 
moist  conditions  come  again.     Then  he  creeps  out.

For  aeroplanes  it  is  proposed  to  have  one 
mother  station  and  six  "out"  stations  and  a 
total  fleet  of  50  aeroplanes.  Of  these  5o  aero- 
planes six  groups  of  six  will  be  kept  in  com- 
mission and  the  remaining  14  will  constitute 
the  material  reserve.  The  mother  station  w  11 
be  the  station  of  all  six  groups,  and  will 
be  provided  with  a  flying  ground  and  all  that 
is  necessary  for  the  machines  and  for  the  per- 
sonnel. 

Personnel  will  be  raised  by  annual  Increases 
to  a  total  of  1,542  deck  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  men.  The  whole  arm  will 
be  under  the  control  of  a  new  "inspection," 

The  total  financial  provision  in  1913  is 
£307,500,  and  the  requirements  in  1914  and 
1915  are  estimated  roughly  at  £  1 ,000,000.  As 
an  expenditure  in  1914  and  1915  of  £200,ot)0 
was  contemplated  in  last  year's  Navy  Bill,  the 
additional  demand  for  the  years  1914  and 
1915  is  £800,000. 

In  Germany  itself  very  little  attention  has 
yet  been  paid  to  the  details  of  the  military 
increases,  partly  because  there  is  little  ability 
to  judge  of  their  character  or  their  necessity, 
but  chiefly  because  press  and  public  are  abso*- 
ed  in  contemplation  of  the  enormous  new  bur- 
den of  taxation.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the 
principle  of  the  "levy"  has  become  rrwre  dis- 
tasteful with  time,  but  the  actual  proposals  of 
the  Government  are  extremely  unpopular.

THE  ROMANTIC  SIDE  OF  RUSSIA'S  LIFE 


Here  are  some  glimpses  from  the  London 
Times  Russian  Supplement,  wiiich  show  the 
romantic  side  of  Russian  industrial  life.  Some 
of  them  show  how  primitive  even  today  is 
much  of  its  trading. 

"Fairs  are  characteristic  features  of  Rus- 
sian' trade.  In  olden  Russia  they-  played  a 
prominent  part,  forming  practically  the  only 
medium  of  trade  or  barter.  The  low  state  of. 
civilization  and  economical  development  of  the 
people,  the  predominance  of  hand-made  goods, 
and  the  absence  of  any  but  general  traders, 
united  to  make  the  fair  the  only  place  where 
goods  could  be  conveniently  disposed  of  arid 
where  a  store  of  nesessaries  could  be  laid  in 
for  the  year.  ,       . 

"Only  two  of  the  big  fairs  have  retained 
their  former  national  importance:  Nizhni  Nov- 
gorod and  Irbft.  The  Nizhni  Novgorod  fair 
owes  much  to  the  fact  that  the  Volga  system 
Connects  it  with  the  remotest  centres  of  pro- 
duction. It  also  forms  a  central  point  in  the 
trade  routes  between  Europe  and  Asia. 

"The  other  'all  Russian  mart'  is  at  Irbit, 
which  still  serves  as  a  medium  of  exchange  for 
European  and  Asiatic  goods.  Its  importance  is 
due  to  its  being  situated  in  the  centre  of  fur 
and  game  districts,  and  near  to  the  rich  northern 
and  central  Ural. 

"Vast  regions  of  Russia  are"  still  in  such  a 
primitive  stage  that  the  inhabitants,  like  those 
of  more  advanced  countries  centuries  ago,  have 
to  live  by  the  chase.  It  is  not  so  long  ago  that 
some  of  the  remoter  districts  paid  their  taxes  in 
sable  skins,  and  it  is  an  historical  fact  that  the 
Russian  army  once  fed  on  the  game  and  lish 
which  it  killed  on  the  marcli. 

"The  pur.suit  of  game  in  modern  Russia  has 
retained  to  a  very  large  extent  the  old  character 
of  a  trade.  It  was  to  a  less  extent  a  sport,  but 
even  in  this  respect  it  served  utilitarian  pur- 
poses, the  pursuit  of  the  more  dangerous  ani- 
mals affording  an  admirable  tield  for  the  de- 
velopment of  military  virtues. 

"With  the  increase  of  population  and  de- 
velopment of  farming  and  industries,  game  be- 
gan to  disappear,  and  witliin  the  lasl  three  cen- 
turies the  more  populous  regions  have  gradu- 
ally ceased  to  depend  upon  the  chase  as  a  means 
of  livelihood.  At  ttie  same  time,  falconry,  and 
subsequently  hunting  with  hounds  and  shooting 
came  successively  into  favor  as  the  sports  of 
the  wealthier  classes. 

"But  for  a  long  time  to  come  trapping,  and, 
to  a  certain  extent,  the  pursuit  of  game,  as  a 
trade  will  prevail  in  those  enormous  outlying 
regions  which,  owing  to  their  unsuitability  for 
agriculture,  are  likely  to  be  sparsely  populated. 
"Russian  women's  handiwork,  winch  is  be- 
coming an  increasingly  important  item  of  trade 
in  the  empire  and  receiving  attention  in  various 
countries  of  Europe  and  America,  derives  its 
origin  from  a  remote  past.  Mention  of  women's 
handiwork  occurs  in  historical  documents  of 
the  thirteenth  century.  V.  V.  Stasoff  has  said 
that  it  is  in  the  embroideries  and  weavings  of 
linen  that  we  find  the  survivals  of  the  most  nu- 
merous, original  and  characteristic  expressions 
of  Russian  national  art.  Towels,  bed  linen, 
shirts,  aprons,  female  headdress,  and  so  forth, 
are  eloquent  of  the  artistic  tastes  and  reUglous 
Jeanings,  the  simple  fancies,  and  Inge^ous  de- 
signs of  the  Russian  women  of  oI4eh  iilttes* 


lN)»'#»iiiliiitics  and  ;l|l(ffcilpp4v  According  to 
an  official" summary'fhe  ftori-reciirring  expendi- 
tute  includes  £10,500,000  for  fortifications,

The  estimates  do  not  seem  to  yield  any  in- 
formation regarding  the  actual  expenditure  on 
airships  or  on  aeroplanes,  and  it  is  only  clear 
that  there  is  to  be  a  systematic  development  in 
all  parts  of  the  Empire.  Thus  special  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  municipal 
authorities  for  accommodation  of  "aviation 
companies"  at  Konigsberg,  at  Hanover,  at 
Freiburg-in-Baden,  at  Strassburg,  at  Graudenz, 
and  at  Posen.  Prussia  will  create  the  new 
posts,  of  an  inspector  of  airship  troops  and  an 
inspector  of  aviation  troops  and  will  create 
two  airship  battalions  and  four  aviation  batta- 
lions. Saxony  will  have  an  aviation  company 
and  Wurtemberg  an  airship  company,  which 
will  be  stationed  at  Friedrichshafcn,  and  will 
have,  a  ground- fur  firing  practice. 

THE  NEW  AIR  FLEET 

Tucked  away  at  the  end  of  the  Army  Esti- 
mates appears  a  supplementary  estimate  for 
the  Navy  consisting  almost  entirely  of  a  modest 
vote  of  £150,000,  in  addition  to  the  previous 
votes,  for  "technical"  purposes,  especially  in 
the  sphere  of -aeronautics  and  aviation.  It  's 
known  that  a  new  naval  establishment  is  being 
founded  at  Cuxhaven,  and  it  as  now  explained 
Ihat  the  work  there  can  be  finished  in  1913  and 
not  as  had  been  expected  in  1914,    and    that

CHARACTER  AS  A  BUSINESS  ASSET 


Milwaukee  Evening  Wisconsin:  Mr.  Mor- 
gan testified  that  character  is  the  essential  basis 
of  financial  credits.

How  did  he  and  his  young  a.ssociates,  al- 
most penniless  as  they  were,  secure  that  preg- 
nant stiirt  in  business?  Let  Cobden  tell  in  his 
own  words: 

"We  jntr4uce<l  Ourselves  to  Fort  Brothers 


£200  each.  Their  answer  was  that  they  would 
always  prefer  to  trust  young  men  with  connec- 
tions and  with  a  knowledge  of  their  trade,  if 
they  knew  them  to  possess  character  and  abil- 
ity, to  those  who  started  with  capital  witlxmt 
these  advantages,  and  that  they  had  acted  on 
this  principle  successfully  in  all  parts  of  the 
world." 

Character  is  a  tremendous  asset  In  the 
world  of  affairs.  It  counts  for  more  than  any- 
thing else,  and  it  always  will.  The  testimony 
of  Morgan,  corroborate4  by  Cobden,  may  be 

relied  on.

LAUGHTER  FROM  A  SCIENTIFIC  VIEW- 

POINT 
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A  British  scientist  who  has  been  making  a 
study  of  laughter  has  prepared  a  list  of  things 
that  happen  when  a  person  gives  way  to  aud- 
ible laughter.  On  each  side  of  the  throat,  he 
explains,  there  is  an  artery  called  the  carotid. 
At  llie  levl  of  the  larynx  this  divides;  one 
branch  whicii  carries  blood  to  the  brain,  is 
called  the  "internal";  the  other,  which  per- 
forms the  duty  of  distributing  blood  to  the  face, 
is  called  the  "external."  These  two  branches 
are  joined  by  the  ophthalmic  artery  at  about 
the  level  of  the  eyes,  forming  betweenthe  e^^es 
a  sort  of  canal. 

All  this  in  turn  brings  the  tears  of  lai^ter 
and  makes  literal  the  exclamation,  "He  laughed 
until  he  cried."  It  is  this  communication  that 
is  the  cause  of  the  clo.se  connection  between  the 
hrain  and  tiie  tear  glands,  and  really  acts  the 
same  in  grief  as  in  laughter,  there  being  but 
little  difference  in  the  physical  results  Ijctween 
joy  and  sorrow. 

In  reality  laughter  is  not  an  easy  thing.  It 
results  in  a  great,  although  involuntary  effort — 
an  effort  as  great  as  though  one  were  lifting  a 
great  weight — and  in  both  cases  the  muscles 
of  both  the  throat  and  stomach  contract

CALGARY  WILL  ATTEMPT 

CITY  MILK  DEPOT 

EstabUshment       of      Municipal       Head- 
quarters   for   Distribution    to    Arrange 
lor  Pure  Supply  to  Patrons 


CALGARY,  Alta.,  May  3. — The  es- 
tablishment of  a  municipal  milk  depot 
is  expected  to  be  the  next  stet)  which 
Calgtiry  will  take  along  the  lines  of 
public  ownership.  While  the  infant 
mortality  in  Calgary  during  the  Sum- 
mer months  has  never  been  great,  the 
city  Is  now  growing  at  such  a  rate  that 
a  hot  Summer  with  an  indifferent  milk 
supply  might  result  in  the  deatb  of  a 
large  number  of  little  ones. 

For  this  reason  Dr.  Stanley  Mahood, 
the  modlcGl  health  officer,  has  decided 
to  establish  such  a  depot  If  he  can  get 
the  City  Council  to  coincide  with  his 
opinions.  Briefly  his  Idea  is  to  found 
an  establishment  where  the  mothers  of 
the  city  will  be  taught  to  prepare 
babies'  food  and  where  they  may  se- 
cure pure  milk  for  their  Infants.  All 
tho  milk  handled  through  this  depot 
will  be  purchased  from  selected  dairies 
with  sanitary  stables,  the  operation  of 
which  will  be  submitted  to  a  most  rigid 
inspection. 

The  milk  will  be  cooled  as  soon  an 
it  comes  from  the  cows,  and  will  be 
shipped  into  the  city  each  evening  so 
that  it  may  be  aa  fresh  as  possible 
when  used.  All  cows  from  which  milk 
for  this  depot  comes  will  undergo  a 
tubercular  test,  and  the  product  of  the 
n.uniclpal  depot  will  practically  be 
guaranteed   by  the   city  of  Calgary. 

Where  parents  are  able  to  pay  they 
will  be  given  tho  milk  at  cost  price, 
but  In  cases  where  they  have  not  the 
money  it  will  be  supplied  free.  Tho 
establishment  of  this  bureau  is  ex- 
pected to  keep  the  infant  mortality  in 
Calgary  very  low  indeed.
